HertfordHhire,  England, 
in  1082,  was  among  those 
wiio  set  off  from  the 
first  chwreh  in  Boeton 

to  form  tlie  first  church 
in  Charleetown  in  168S; 
and  was  appointed  ear* 
veyor  of  new  plantations 
by  the  general  court, 
serving  until  his  death  in 
1658.  Nathan  Hale  was 
educated  for  the  min- 
istry, hut  after  grad- 
uating from  Yale  in 
1778  and  teaching  for 
two  years,  while  ochi- 
tinning  hit;  studies,  the 
news  of  the  battle  of  \ 
ington  fired  his  patriotic 
spirit  and  he  addressed  a 
public  ineptitif:  called  to 
gain  a  knowledge  of 
public  sentiment,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
remarks  he  said:  "Let  us  march  immediately 
and  never  lay  down  our  nnnx  until  we  Itave 
gained  our  imieiH-udence. "  When  the  H|ieak- 
ing  was  over  be  was  among  the  first  to 
enroll  aa  a  vclnnteer  in  the  cause  of  America. 
He  wa.s  soon  ptonioteil  liriiti-n.int  in  tire  repiinent 
of  Col.  Cliarlea  Webb.  manhtHl  to  H<'sti>n.  and 
was  .'in  ai'tive  paitioipant  in  the  siege  of  tiiat 
city.  He  was  promoted  captain  hy  brevet  for 
g;illantry  in  January.  1778.  He  restored  order  in 
his  comniiMV  by  iiiiiit;  amniii:  tlii'ni  liis  ]iay  in 
order  to  secure  their  sen  ice  for  a  month  longer, 
was  appointed  to  the  19th  Ocmtinental  regiment 

of  f«)rtt,  and  when  lioston  was  evacuated.  March 
17,  1776,  he  ac<N)niii!inied  Wjislungton's  army  to 
New  York  and  took  |iart  in  the  liattle  Of  Loog 
Island.  While  there,  with  a  boat's  crew  of 
picked  men.  he  defied  the  Britisli  man-of-war 
ilsfa,  boarded  a  sloop  under  her  gone,  loaded  with

food  mmmg  Ids  ftwnUhwd  oompudoiM.  He  wm 

maJn  fAptiiin  of  "  Congress's  Own,'"  a  company 
of  Connucticut  rangers,  made  up  of  ptcket.1  men, 
and  with  thu  oompanj  took  ptirt  in  soouting 
dutj.  Leaming  that  Waahington  had  an  impor- 
tant service  for  which  he  asked  for  volunteers, 
he  was  directed  to  the  comniander  in-chief  fit  the 
hooae  of  Bobert  Muriaj,  a  Quaker  merchant  oa 
MoTcay  Hfll.    Here  he  wm  entmsted  with  » 

secret  mission  on  which  hs  TOlunt»'«Tfd  dnsjiito 
ttie  efforts  of  his  friends  to  dJasuaiie  hiin.  Uiti 
nffy  to  their  warnings  was:  "  Gentlemen,  I  owe 
to  nj  ooontry  the  accomplisliment  of  an  object 
so  important  and  so  much  detiired  bj  the  com- 
mander of  our  armies.  I  know  no  mode  of 
obtaining  the  information  but  by  assuming  a 
di^goise  and  paastng  into  tlie  enem  j*8  oan^  I 
im  fully  sensible  of  the  consequences  of  discovery 
aad  capture  in  such  a  situation.  I  wish  to  be 
useful  and  every  kind  of  servii-e  necessary  for 
the  public  good  beoonwe  bonorable  by  being 
nec«!tsary."  He  visited  the  British  camp  on 
Long  IsLiiui  disguised  as  a  Tory  sohool-teaclier, 
obtained  drawings  of  the  fortifications,  and 
retired  across  the  islaod  to  Huntington  on  the 
north  shore  expecting  there  a  IhkU  t"  ferry  liim  to 
Norwaltj.  Conn.,  when  he  was  ruj)ture<l,  carricil 
to  the  ll'ilifnr.  a  British  gruard-shij),  and  taken 
liefora  Gen.  WilUaiu  Howe  et  ttie  residence  of 
Jamas  Beelnnan  at  Mooot  Pleasant.  New  York 
(dty,  on  the  Eiist  rivtr.  Tlir  iiir<iriuiitii)ii  he  had 
gabled  was  concealed  between  the  soles  of  bis 
shoes  and  when  it  was  secured  he  was  condemned 
a.s  a  spy  and  srntenoed  to  bo  lianged  the  next 
morning.  CAinimitted  to  the  caru  of  the  British 
pruvrjst  marHhal,  William  Cnnninghani.  he  was 
confined  in  the  greenhouse  of  the  Beekman 
maasioa.  and  lie  was  denied  the  attendance  of  a 
mini.st«r,  the  priTfUge  of  th<'  -^simi  of  a 
BiUe.  or  the  aaanianoe  of  the  delivery  of  letters 
written  to  firisods;  and  his  last  mesiagos  of  lore 
U)  mother,  «i.ster  and  l»etrothed  were  destroyed 
before  his  eyes.  On  Sunday  morning.  H4^pt.  22. 
ITTt,  he  was  taken  to  the  apple  orchard  on  the 
piamtses  and  with  the  fatal  noose  about  liis  neck 
he  was  directed  to  moant  a  short  ladder  and 
from  tliis  hi'  s[>i>ke  his  last  iiifssa^-'^  t  i  mankind: 
"  I  only  regret  that  I  have  but  one  life  to  lose 
for  my  ooontiy.**  His  body  was  pbMsed  in  an 
unmarked  grave  and  its  location  was  never 
disrlosetl.  A  rude  stone  wh.s  set  up  beside  his 
father's  grave  in  the  Covenlrj'  churchyard  and 
in  1837  the  Hale  monnment  association  was 
organised  and  a  monnment  of  Quincy  granite 
was  creotfii  in  1H4B  at  a  wwl  of  $;i7rt4.

He  was  Kraduated  at  the 
Univenttjr  of  Oxfocd  (Chritt  diuxch)  fi.A.  UM; 
HA.  iSn.  Be  WM  onlaiiwd  donoa  ia  IMO  and 
pikrt  in  1H71  by  the  bishop  of  Oxford,  us  a  incin 
bar  of  tlie  Society  of  the  miaiiioa  priestM  of  St. 
John  the  Eraugelist,  better  known  as  the 
"  Cowley  fatban,"  and  was  licensed  to  preadi  in 
the  diooeae  of  Oxford.  The  Cowley  fathers  take 
monastio  vows  of  poverty,  chastity  and  obedience, 
and  live  in  communltiee  devoting  tbeniMlTee 
eepeelally  to  mlMlniMty  and  what  might  be  called 
"reviviil"  work  1b  the  Aiif^lican  comiiiiuiion.

1815, 
while  tbe  city  was  still  under  martial  law,  he 
granted  a  writ  of  halwas  corpus  for  the  release  of 
a  member  of  the  state  Ir-gisl.'itnrc,  tinder  military 
arrest  by  order  of  Oenetal  Jackson,  charged  with 
ezolting  a  seditious  meeting  among  his  troops.

HslL  His  ftitber.  Daniel,  was  a  gmdnate  of  Mid  - 
dlehiiryanl  Dartmouth  (-rpllfi^ps.  niid  a  successful 
lawyer;  and  his  mother  was  descended  in  two 
liaaa  from  Thoaw  FHoh,  ookmlal  governor  of 
Connecticut,  her  parents,  first  cousins,  liaving 
his  grandchildren.  His  grandfather.  Ivot. 
I  a  Revolutionary  naval  officer  and  eventually 
jadfa  of  the  nipreme  court  of  Vt^nnont  The 
•arlint  Anglo- American  anoestor.  John  Hall,  the 
fathfrof  tw>>tvi^  sons.  smijJTHted  from  Coventry 
to  Charlestown,  Maaa,  in  1680.  Fitzedward  HaU 
waa  gmdoated  from  tlw  Renmetaflir  poiytadmlo 
institute  with  the  ilppree  of  C.E  in  1R42,  and  was 
graduateii  from  Harvard  A.B.,  1H46,  and  A.M.. 
1849.  In  1846  he  sailed  for  the  East,  and  in  Sep

Enphind  and  .\meric5\,  and  then  returned  to  his 
duties,  which  he  finally  reiiigued  in  18C2.  From 
that  date  he  was  for  some  yean  professor  of  Sans- 
krit. Hindustani,  and  Indian  jurisprudence  in 
King's  college,  Lomlon,  and  was  also  librarian  to 
the  India oftioe.  In  1869  he  n-tin  d  to  the  vilLigeof 
Marlestord,  Suffolk,  where  he  continued  to  prose- 
outehlBfiftvariteatndiea  From  1668  to  1«»  he  was 
continuously  employed  as  exatniiier  bjf  the  oivU 
service  comnxissioners.  his  subjects  having  been, 
on  different  oci^ion.>i.  Sanskrit.  Hindustani, 
Hindi,  Braj  Bhakha,  Bengali,  Indian  histor}-  and 
geography,  EtiKlish  C(>Mi|M>sition  and  the  English 
language.  In  1860.  wliilc  m  England  on  leave  of 
abeeooe,  he  was  honored  with  the  title  of  D.C.L. 
by  the  ITniversity  of  Oxford,  in  ooneideratton  of 
his  servients  to  oriental  literature:  and  in  1895  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  him  by  Har- 
vard nnivenity.  His  valuable  collection  of  ori- 
ental manuscripts  and  books  he  presented  to 
Harvard.  Anonymous  productions  excepted,  his 
earliest  work  was  his  Hindi  version,  in  iSHO,  of 
the  Sanskrit  Tarkaaanifraha,  a  compendium  of  the 
Nyiya  philosophy.  Next  apfieared.  in  186t,  his 
Atvmf>'>'lhn  i\ni\  Tattvabfxlha.  two  intro<hictlOll$  tO 
the  Vedanta  philosophy,  the  first  Sanskrit  tests 
pnlilialwd  bjr  an  AmarioMi.  To  tbeae  mooeeded 
no  fewer  than  thirty  volumes,  various  as  to  snb* 
ject  matter,  but  of  interest,  mostly,  to  specialltta 
only ;  beside  which  may  be  mentioned  his  volu- 
minooa  oontributkHU  to  Indian.

Hi> 
reached  Boston  in  October,  1778,  and  having 
lettevt  from  Doctor  Kaos  to  peraou  in  New 
York  city,  ho  r*-iMiir»><i  tliitlirr  and  was  placed  in 
a  preparatory  HchtHil  ut  Eliz£iU  t)itown.  N.J.  He 
matriculated  at  King's  college  in  1774  and  aided 
bgr  a  tator  ha  mada  npid  advancement  in  his 
college  MKttee  which  was  interrupted,  April  8. 
177').  liy  tlie  college  buililiugN  Iwing  taken  for 
military  purposes.  In  1774  he  visited  Boston  and 
them  laterviewed  the  leaden  of  the  RevolutkNuurjp 

tiiDvt'tnent  and  l>e('ame  a  convert  to  the  cimse  of 
the  colouistB.  Oa  hiH  return  to  New  York  he 
attended  a  meeting  held  in  an  open  field  in  the 
interest  of  the  Bevolutionary  cause  and  finding 
that  the  speafcer  fUled  to  grasp  the  question,  or 
lire  till-  asseiiiliteil  |>iitriot«.  he  niouiiU'd  the 
platform  uninvited  and  although  but  a  boy  of 
an  doqoent  speech  in  behalf  of 
lights  that  reached  the  hearts  of  his 
liatansn  and  accompUHhed  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting,  to  force  a  Tory  assembly  to  dec  lam  Us 
ponltkMi  on  tlie  great  question  of  the  day.  He 
soon  after  wrote  aaanymoosly  two  [mm|>lilet8: 

"  A  Full  Vinil iiat ion  "  ;intl  "Tlie  FarimT  He 
futeil,"  and  (><>  convincing  were  his  arguments, 
that  their  authorship  was  eredited  to  John  Jay 
and  to  other  well-known  patriot  writers.  The 
disclosure  of  the  author's  name  placed  hini  an  a 
fiatriot  leader  in  New  York.  E»irly  uj  1776, 
although  scarcely  nineteen  years  old.  he  was 
given  conunand  of  an  artillery  company  by  the 
New  York  oonventinn.  and  his  ttiiiroutrh  di.nci 
pline  made  it  the  model  organization  of  the  army 


of  Cleneral  Greene.  He  was  commissioned  cap- 
tain and  at  the  battles  of  Long  Island  and  Wliite 
Plains  demonstrated  such  military  ability  as  an 
officer  that  General  Greene  recommended  him 
aH  a  stafT  utliccr  to  tlio  rumnianiler-in  chief  and 
he  was  appoiuted  and  i-uinmi.sftioned  lieutenant- 
oolonel  in  the  Ooatiuental  army.  His  position 
on  Washington's  staff  gave  full  scope  not  only  to 
his  military  genius  but  to  his  ready  pen,  and  he 
f«x)n  proved  himself  indi.H|ieiis;il)U'  to  lii.s  <'hief. 
Ue  diplomatioaUy  secured  from  General  Gates, 
after  the  Burgoyne  campaign,  troops  to  re-enforos 
WrtHhiiigton's  .irmy.  an  l  in  the  capture  and  trial 
of  Audr6  was  a  prominent  tigure,  holding  inter- 
views with  both  Audr£  and  Mrs.  Arnold.  Ilia 
close  friendship  with  Washington  was  disturlied, 
Feb.  1«.  1781.  when  he  took  hasty  offence  at  a  re- 
proof from  liis  cinef  and  re«igne<l  from  his  >tatf. 
He  then  entered  the  tield  in  command  of  the  New 
York  artillery  with  the  rank  of  Ueatenant-oohmel 
of  state  tr(M>p.s.  At  Yorktovvn  he  headed  a 
storming  i«irty  that  captured  a  British  redoubt, 
and  he  wa.s  brevetted  cohmeL  During  the  progress 
of  the  Revolutiou  he  wta  a  oansapondent  of  Rob- 
ert Morris  and  James  Doane  oo  the  subjects  of 
linan<-e  and  government.  He  sugg'  str  l  plaiiM  in 
these  letteis  for  establishing  a  national  bonk  and 
Cor  amending  the  oonffaderation  «f  the  oolonies. 
While  studying  law  in  New  York  after  the  close 
of  the  war,  he  was  named  by  Uobert  Morris  as 
Continental  receiver  of  tans  Cor  New  York  and 
he  accepted  the  position.

Heooartedtho 
m  vest  igation  of  the  affairs  of  the  I' S  treasury 
by  his  iwliticil  op])onents,  an>l  quieted  their 
charges  of  mismanagement  by  promptly  showing 
hia  booka>  He  maintained  the  policy  of  a  striot 
neutntlity  during  the  French  revolution  and  de- 
feniliHl  Pre^iident  WitsliinKton  in  maintaining  it. 
Ue  opposed  his  fellow  cabinet  officer.  Tkomaa 
Jeffenon,  aeoretaiy  of  atate,  and  oontributed  to 

the  ftmrttf  of  thr  I'liitnl  Stiiftn.  a  serieji  of  letters 
condemning  JeiTerson's  financial  views.  Tiiis 
brought  outtheinlerfMonoeof  the  President  who 
patclied  up  peace  between  the  two  atatesmein. 
The  trouble,  however,  broke  oat  again,  and  in 
17!il  .lelTcrxin  rcsi^rni-il  fnim  the  cabinet  and  two 
groat  |MiliticAl  jiartics  took  form.  Hamilton  re- 
mained and  sniidiied  the  thrsatened  whisky  ia- 
surre<'tion  in  Pennsylvania,  accompanying  the 
armed  force  to  the  scene  of  the  riot,  and  on  Jan. 
:il  ITii'i,  lie  resigned,  as  his  salary  as  secretary  did 
not  provide  aufBoient  support  to  a  growing  fam- 
ily. Re  returned  to  New  York  whers  he  resumed 
the  priictisi'  of  l,iw  an<l  stKin  retrained  his  jiusi- 
tion  as  a  leader  of  the  New  York  bar.  He 
ooolinued  to  be  an  advlnr  d  the  President, 
suggested  many  of  the  ttlOUgbta  of  bis  Hi<eeches 
and  messages  and  heli>ed  to  write  his  farewell  ad- 
dress. HLs  clim^  relation  to  Washington  sug- 
geatod  the  same  position  in  the  administration  of 
John  Adams  who  had  received  his  eameat  sup. 
|Hirt  ill  the  election  Hamilton  namod  thooom* 
missioners  to  France  and  they  were  ap|iointed. 
but  when  he  wanted  to  be  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  provisional  army  the  President  objM>ted.  and 
the  friendship  between  the  two  was  broken. 
\Va.Hhington  suggested  a  compronii.se  which  the 
President  adopted  and  in  1796  Hamilton  waa 
made  inspeetor-geneval  with  the  rank  of  major- 
general,  and  was  promoted  commander-in  chief 
in  1799.  Tliis  however  did  not  end  the  tjiuirrel 
l)etween  the  President  and  Hamilton  and  the 
Federalist  party  could  not  oonoentrate  their 
foroes  in  the  election  of  IfWO.  In  New  York 
Burr  carrieil  the  state  and  Hamilton  )irti|Mised 
the  revolutionary  expedient  of  calling  together 
the  old  legialatare  and  rrfenriag  the  ehoioe  of 
election  to  the  people  in  dLstricts.  He  also 
o}>euly  attacked  Adams  aa  unlit  for  the  high 
trust  of  President  and  still  illogically  counselled 
the  party  toaupport  him.  When  the  electoni  met. 
Jflffenon  had  aevenij-thiM  votes.  Dorr  seventy-

Alexander  Hamilton's  un- 
timely death  was  acivpted  aa  a  pub'ic  calamity 
and  tlie  popular  feeling  against  Burr  as  the  instru- 
ment of  his  death,  drove  him  into  exile.  Hamil- 
ton was  buried  in  Trinity  churchyard.  New  York 
city,  where  a  monument  marks  the  grave.  A 
statue  was  ereeted  in  Brooklyn.

HAMILTON,  Andfttw,  lawyar,  waa  a  natiT*  of 
Scotland  and  oanifl  to  Amerioa  aettlinir  in  Amo- 
mi\c  county.  Va.,  about  lfi97,  where  Im  "us  first 
kuown  as  Trent,  but  finally  adopted  or  else  re- 
turned to  Ibe  lamlljr  name  of  Hamilton.  He 
wns  steward  of  the  plantntion  and  at  the  same 
time  coudvictf<l  a  classiatl  srhixil  and  married 
the  owner  of  the  plantation  who  was  a  widow. 
This  alliaooe  broo^t  bim  in  favor  with  tbe  (an- 
niee  of  the  prorinoe  and  he  began  the  pnctloe  of 
law.  Tic  jipix  arn  to  have  removpil  t<>  PIiiLnlrl- 
phia  before  ITtO  as  \m  sou  James  wuii  barn  them 
that  year.  Ue  was  made  attonioy-genenl  of 
the  province  of  Pennsylvania  iu  1717  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  provincial  council  in  March,  1721. 
Ue  resigned  this  office  in  1724  having  in  the 
meantime  continued  Ida  law  practioe  and  in  1727 
lie  waa  appointed  prothonatoiy  of  the  aupreroe 
court  anil  recorder  of  till- city.  He  w.ns  a  incni 
ber  of  ttie  i^eun:«ylviinia  assembly  fruni  liueks 
OOunty,  1727-'')9.  und  speaker  almost  continu- 
ously. The  ii-stiemhly  up  U)  1729  met  in  a  private 
residence  ami  llumilton.  with  his  son  in  law, 
purchaseil  a  s(|uare  on  which  they  ciccii  il  a 
building  to  be  used  as  a  legislative  Itall  but  the 
•tate-houae.  afterward  Independenoe  Rail,  waa 
not  completed  and  convey. to  the  provin<-f!  till 
after  his  death.  In  173.>  lie  ileffmlfd  Jolm  Peter 
Zenger,  a  New  York  print<T.  charjreil  with  liliel, 
after  his  lawyers  in  N«*w  York  liad  l>een  .stricken 
from  the  list  of  attorneys  by  tlie  jndjje.  Fear- 
ing that  Chief  Justice  DeLancey,  a  memlier  of  the 
isovemor'e  council  and  head  of  tbe  bench,  would 
overawe  tbe  advocate  appointed  lij  tbe  oouit  he 


went  to  New  York  and  volunteered  his  servioea 
in  the  defenoe^  He  set  up  tbe  truth  of  the  facts 
in  the  alleged  libel,  appealed  to  the  jury,  and  by 
his  eloquence  obt.ainL>>l  a  verdict  of  "  not  guilty." 
Tiiis  victory  for  the  freedom  of  tbe  presa  was 
hailed  by  the  eokniiata  with  ddight  and  the 
common  council  presented  to  Hamilton  the 
freedom  of  the  city.  The  published  account  of 
the  trial  paseied  through  several  editiona  in  Eng- 
land within  three  muntha.  Hamilton  was  made 
a  trustee  of  the  general  law  ofBoe  and  tfaa  judge 
of  the  vice -admiralty  court.  17H7-41.  He  died 
in  Philadelpbia,  Pa.,  Aug.  4.

Ue  was  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Madison  county  aad  in  1846  aettled  in  AuiUn, 
Texas,  a.s  a  lawyer,  lie  \^■a.s  attorney-general  of 
the  state;  presidential  elector  in  1857:  and  a  rep- 
reaentative  in  the  Mth  oongraH,  18ft9-6t,  having 
lieen  el(»ctc4  as  a  Rf'piibliran.  He  oppoeeil  the 
secesMioi)  of  I'l-xaM  iu  WUl  ami  removed  to  the 
north.  Ho  waa  appointed  a  bri^aiiit  r  genenfcl  bl 
the  U.S.  volunteer  army  in  It^  and  the  aame 
year  a|>pointed  by  Pnaldent  Llnoohi.  military 
>;ovt»rnor  of  Texa.s,  He  coinrnainlf<l  the  U.S. 
troops  at  Ma tiunora ;  was  made  provisional  gov- 
ernor off  Teaaa  In  1865  by  Preaident  Johnaoa  aad 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  in 
1866.  He  was  defeated  as  an  inde|>endent  candi- 
date for  governor  of  Texas  in  1869.  He  was  a 
delegate  totbePhibulelpbia  kqraliste'  oonveotioo 
ta  ISIM  and  to  the  aoldieie'  oonventkm  held  in 
Pittsburg  the  same  year.  He  died  in  Av8tia« 
Texas.  April  10.  1875. 

HAMILTON,  Charles  Smitll,  soldier,  was  bom 
in  Westernville,  Ouoida  county,  N.Y.,  Nov.  18, 
1822.

and  in  1883  wras  appointed  aide  de  onnip  In  (Jen. 
John  C.  Fremont,  with  the  rank  of  eaptaiin.  and 
distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  of  Cross  Keys, 
teoeiving  the  oemmendation  of  his  chief.  He 
was  among  the  earliest  offloers  in  the  army  to 
a<lvociite  enlisting  the  negro  and  was  apfKtinted 
colonel  of  the  lt>tb  U.S.  colored  volunteers,  and 
siihssqniintly  cwmmanded  a  brigade  in  the  dqfiart-

Dec.  3,  1864;  conomanded 
the  diittrict  of  Port  Hudson,  1804-05,  and  was 
brevelted  major  general  of  volunteers  for  merito- 
rious and  distinguished  services.

ioa.  Europe  and  Asia, 
in  the  war  of  the  Rer* 
olution:  and  a  de- 
soenilatit  of  James 
Hamlin,  who  settled 
on  Gape  Cod  in  1680.

1890  when  bis  father

HAMLINE,  Leonidas  Lent,  M.E.  bishop,  was 
born  in  Burlington.  Conn.,  May  10.  1797.  He 
was  educated  with  a  view  to  being  a  Ckmgrega- 
tional  minister,  but  abandone<l  that  purpose  and 
studied  law.  He  removed  to  Lancaster,  Ohio, 
where  be  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  practised.

On  July  is  .J<,hiistoii 
lelierod  of  the  oommami  of  tUc  :in[iy  of  'IVn- 
nessse  by  Lieut. 'Oen.  J.  B.  Hood  and  Hardee 
oontlnned  under  that  commander,  taking  part  in 
all  till'  Iiittles  around  Atlanta,  and  after  its  fnll 
he  was  made  commander  of  tite  department  of 
South  Qirollna  and  prepared  Anther  to  oppnee 
thf  march  of  Sherman.  He  met  Oens.  O.  W. 
Smith  and  Kich.'tnl  Taylor  at  Macon.  Oa.,  Nov. 
it3i,  1864.  wh«rt>  they  organized  for  the  il.  fence  of 
Savannah  and  Charleston.  Leaving  Taylor  In 
command  at  Maonn,  he  proceeded  to  SaTUUBah 
and  dirsated  Smith  with  the  Oeoigia  state  troope 


to  Augusta.  Beauregard  had  been  ordere<l  from 
the  west  and  reached  Charleston,  S.C.,  Decem- 
ber 7i  and  went  to  Savannah,  Ga.,  December  • 
to  consult  with  Hardee.  With  oousideruhle  mil- 
itary skill  Hjtrdee  escaped  with  his  entire  army 
from  Savannah,  Dec.  20,  1864,  before  that  city 
was  reached  by  SlMrman,  wlio  had  planned  to 
elfeot  his  oapcure.  Meanwhile  Johnston  had  been 
restored  to  the  conunanii  of  the  army  of  Teii- 
neaaee  with  Gen.  O.  T.  lieauregard  second  iu 
OOmmand  and  Hardee  commander  of  the  1st 
corps.  Hardee  withdrew  the  army  from  Charles- 
ton. Feb.  17,  186.'>,  and  concentrated  at  Columbia 
to  op|K)se  the  iii;ii<  li  of  Sherman.  He  made  his 
last  stand  at  BeutonvUlei,  Maroh  19.  18«d,  and  be 
Bomadered  with  hie  oerpe  at  Durham's  Station, 
N.C  ,  April  28,  Aftor  tho  war  he  returned

(Van  Bergh)  Frelinghuysen  Hardenbergh.  His

Johannes 
and  Catherine  (Ruttcn).  great  jiraud.stjii  of  Cap- 
tain Gerrit  Janae  and  Jalpie  (Sohepiiitie«<),  and 
great'  graadaoa  of  Jan  van  Bardenbergb,  who 
eame  from  Holland  to  New  Amaterdain  prerioua 
to  1W4,  and  died  tbert'  previiuis  tn  1»V)9.  Maj. 
Johannes  Uardenbergh  became  owner  of  the 
Bardenbergb  land  patent  pnrebaaed  from  tbe  In- 
dians in  17M.  confirmed  by  royal  grant,  A|>ril  23, 
1708,  and  originRlly  containing  2,000,000  acres  of 
land  lying  in  five  contiguous  counties  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Hudaoo  river  in  the  state  of 
K«w  York.  CbL  Johaimes  Ardeabergjh  waa  an 
«cigfiMl  numlNr  of  tha  CteUm  party  fomad  to 


pstaMisli  an  nr^rnTiiV  union  nf  the  Dntrli  Reformed 
churches*  in  America  independent  of  the  care  of 
the  da-ssis  of  Amsterdam.  Holland,  and  wbeu 
Kings  (Columbia)  college  was  establisbed  in  New- 
York  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Episcopal 
church,  he  advocated  a  similur  cullc^'c  to  Ije 
known  as  Queens,  to  be  tmder  tbe  care  of  the 
Dutch  Befonned  eburdi,  and  he  was  an  orig- 
inal tnistr-i^  from  thn  state  of  New  York  r>f 
Vuet'iis  (Rutj;i'rs)  college.  r7Tw-80.

25.  1775.  find  %va.><  a  friend  of  Wnshinptoii,  who 
w  ith  Mrs.  Waislirngton  viisited  him  at  Rosendale, 
N.Y.,  in  June  1783.  Jacob  Rutsen  wa«  edu- 
cated at  Kingston  academy,  studied  theology 
with  the  Rev.  John  Prellngbnysen  fn  Raritan. 
N.J.,  and  was  the  Hrst  n»ini»ter  in  Anu  rica  in  the 
Dutoh  Reformed  church  to  complete  hm  educa- 
tion and  be  licensed  to  preach,  without  going  to 
Holland  for  examination.  Ho  was  licensed  by 
the  American  classis  or  Cootus  in  1758.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1757,  the  Rev.  John  Frelingliuysen.  his 
instructor  in  theology,  died,  and  Mr.  Harden- 
be«gh  married  his  widow,  Dtna  (Tan  Bergh)  Pre- 
linghuy.sen  in  17"S  and  succeeded!  him  in  the 
pastorate  of  the  five  a.s.'^ociated  churches  centered 
in  liiintan,  X  . I. .  where  he  labored,  1758-81.  He 
visited  Holland  and  made  a  tour  of  Europe  in 
17(tt,  bringing  back  to  America  the  widowed 
intitlier  of  his  w  ife,  rie  became  pruaiiaent  as  a 
Revolutionary  patriot  and  gained  the  enmity  of 
his  Ttoty  neighbot*.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the 
prnvinrinl  rnnfrrefwi  of  New  Jersey,  1776;  of  the 
convention  of  ITTti  tluit  framed  and  adopted  a 
■tete  constitution ;  and  ameml)erof  tiie  getieial 
aaaambly.  He  was  the  especial  object  of  annoy- 
ance to  the  British  and  a  price  of  £100  was  crfTeied 
for  his  arrest.  He  thereupon  armed  himself  and 
becanoe  aoottstomed  to  sleeping  with  a  loaded 
musket  by  bis  bedside.  On  Oct.  86. 1778.  a  com- 
pany of  the  Queen's  rangers  under  Colonel  Simcoe 
burned  his  church  to  the  ground.  While  Wash- 
ington's army  wnaat  Bound  Brook,  Millstone  and 
Princeton,  Dominie  Hardenbergh  was  a  frequent 
visitor  at  headquarten  and  was  visited  at  bis 
home  in  Rnritan  by  the  American  loinmander  in- 
chief.  In  1781  he  removed  to  Ro<«endale,  N.  Y.,  and 
became  pastor  of  the  church  there,  and  also  of 
the  churi'hes  of  Marbletown,  Rochester  and 
Warwarsing  adjoining,  serving  the.^e  churches  for 
five  years.  As  early  as  1770  he  began  the  agita- 
tion of  the  establishment  of  a  university  or  col-

HARNETT,  Cornelius,  statesman,  was  born 
probably  in  Cliowaii  ciuinty,  N.C.,  Ajiril  20, 
17*^8;  son  of  Cornelias  Harnett.  He  was  taken 
fay  his  father  to  the  Gape  Fear  section  of  Nortlx 
Oarotlna  in  17M.  Ba  waa  a  Mfmaantatire  tnm 
tiie  iNirough  of  Wflmlngton  la  the  piovlnaial 
assembly  of 
North  OuoHna. 
1 770-7  l,and(waa 
chairman  of 
imfxirtant  com- 
mittees. With 
Oen.  R  Bowe 
and  .ludge  — 
Maurice  M<x*re  s 
he  resisted  the 
Hurvey  of  the  southem  boundary  of  tlw  colony, 
ordered  by  Ooveraor  Martin  in  1T73.  He  opposed 
the  stamp  act  and  wa.s  the  leader  of  the  llevolu- 
tionary  party  in  southeast  North  Carolina,  t)eing 
piaoed  on  the  Continental  correspondence  com* 
niittee  for  the  Wilniitiprloii  district  and  on  the 
coiiiniitt<'o  of  safety  in  1774.  He  was  a  dclegjite 
to  the  Provincial  congress  of  177.5  and  was  made 
president  of  tlie  provincial  council  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  abdication  of  Got> 
erniir  Martin,  and  he  iM'came  the  governor  of  tha 
colony  pro  tempore.  When  Sir  Henry  Clinton  todc 
possession  of  tlie  territory  in  1778  he  excluded 

Harneft  and  Howe  from  the  i>ri\  ileges  ftf  imrdon 
olfered  t.i)  those  who  would  ret iini  to  tlieir  alle- 
giance to  the  fflny.  When  tbo  I>eclaration  of 
Independence  was  teoeived  by  the  Provincial 
congress  at  Halifax,  July  39.

H«  was  profemor  of  mathe- 
nuiticii  and  itstronomy  at  Ilatiover  college,  Hano- 
ver, Ind.,  1832-36,  and  of  natural  philosophy, 
cheiniiitry  an<l  Kt^olo^y  there.  1836-38;  professor 
of  mathematios  and  civil  engineering  in  the  Uni- 
venlty  of  LouisTitle.  Ky.,  18S9-44:  editor  and 
publLsher  of  the  Louisvill,.  A.^-  Mn,?,  lS||-a*(; 
truttteo  of  the  Louisville  school  Umrd,  IbTKMll. 
and  for  nevcral  years  pnaident  of  tlie  board:  a 
nietnlier  of  tlie  Charleston  presidential  conven- 
tion. 1860;  and  a  r«pre<ient«tive  in  the  Kentucky 
legislature,  18fil-«3,  declining  re  election.

Preeident  on  the  Federalist  ticket,  he  rasigned  his 
seat  in  the  sfiiatr.  lie  was  an  early  menilxT  <>f 
the  Amerii»iu  itultiraiOitioii  stx'iety  and  after  re- 
si»;ning  his  seat  in  the  senate  he  devoted  mnch 
of  his  time  to  its  interests.  Harper,  near  Cape 
Pnliiias.  Africa,  was  named  in  honor  of  his  mem- 
ory. Ill  IS'i")  he  was  a  candidate  for  represontA- 
tive  in  the  lUth  congress,  but  died  before  the

He  re- 
moved with  his  parentis  to  the  Western  reserve 
and  wjw  e^lutvited  at  the  Western  Reserve  college 
and  at  Richfield  academy,  but  did  not  complete 
a  college  course.  His  attention  was  early  di- 
rected to  hree<'h -loading;  >;uiis  and  small  arms 
and  he  began  his  experim«nt.s  in  titeir  improve- 
ment as  early  as  ISM.

He  liegan  hia  experiments  in 
producing  multi-charge  guns  in  1WM  in  company 
with  .\/.eI  S.  I.yiiiaii,  who  was  (he  <irit;inat<>r  of 
the  idea  of  applying  successive  charges  of  pow- 
der to  accelerate  the  speed  of  a  shell  or  solid 
shot.  In  that  year  congress  made  an  approprh^ 
tion  tiit(>st  tliese  guns,  but  the  exiieriments  met 
with  the  opposition  of  tlie  ordnance  department.

who  Ijoth  died  from  yellow  fever  and  left  the 
child  to  tbe  care  of  aWel^h  couple,  ix)m|Mnion4 
in  tiie  same  emigrant  ship^  She  was  carefully 
Immglit  up  in  an  humble  walk  of  life  and  was 
married  to  a  workiiiKman  named  HauRhery.  who 
tooic  her  to  New  Orleans.  La.,  where  he  died, 
leaving  her  ohildlem.  She  determined  to  help 
youny;  orphan*;  and  entered  Foydraa  orphan 
asylum  and  worked  both  In  the  care  of  the 
children  and  on  the  street.^  in  soliriling  aid  for 
their  support.  Tbe  food  and  ckitiiing  she  ob- 
tained she  carried  to  the  asylum  in  a  whedtaar* 
row.  Her  devotion  to  the  children  won  the 
friendship  of  the  superior  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  the  two  women  worked  together  to  build  a 
laK0VM7lanL  which  they  freed  firom  debfe  in  » 


few  years.  Margaret  managed  the  dairy  con- 
nected with  tbe  asylum  and  sold  the  surplus  milk 
in  the  streets.  Tlii.s  led  her  to  trust  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  an  old  established  bakery,  wLiob 
eventually  fell  Into  her  banda  in  payment  for 
the  debt.  .She  cofitinufd  the  sale  of  Tiiilk  and 
the  uwiiaK«-ment  of  the  Imkerj-  and  won  the  cou- 
lidenoe  of  the  business  community.  She  liecame 
known  w  "MvtfKnIb,  the  Orpbans'  Friend." 
She  did  not  cxmflne  her  labors  and  charity  to  her 
own  Catholic  faitli.  luit  Protestant,  Jew  and 
unbeliever,  black  or  white,  were  alike  objects 
of  her  oave.  This  devotion  led  to  the  eraetion  of 
three  large  asylums  tukI  n  home  for  tlir  .Tcrf»d  and 
infirm.  In  the  civil  war  she  fed  the  needy  sol- 
diers of  both  armies,  and  Confederate  pri.<ioner8 
had  her  constant  core.  The  recurrence  of  want 
incident  to  the  periodical  floods  on  the  Missisaippi 
bottom  lands  pive  licr  an  L'.vt*'nilHil  ficM  for  her 
praeticiil  cliarity  and  she  daily  visited  the  sub- 
merged distrteta  with  a  boat  loaded  with  bread. 
Her  death  was  the  tMf«.sion  of  unlven«l  TiKmrning 
and  the  children  of  eleven  or[ilian  a.>«yluiji.s  at- 
tended her  funeral,  as  did  ladies  of  .stK'ial  rank, 
merohaute,  lawyers,  judges  and  public  officiala. 
The  citixenH  of  New  Orleans  erected  a  momiment 
to  Iif^r  ini'iiiiiry  ir'  (ht>  public  square,  tlic  first 
wonuiii  ill  America  to  !«  honored  by  tliu  erection 
of  a  marble  statue  Uluatntive  of  iter  life  work.

Hon  of  William  Hawthorne  (bom  1607,  died  1681), 
who  came  from  Willahira«  England,  with  John

Hristow,  ]{u!<eoe  Conkling, 
and  John  ii.  Uartranft.  On  the  Isl  ballot  Iw  had 
91  votes  and  oa  the  7th  ballot  the  opposition 
to  Mr.  lilaine  gave  him  tlii<  nominal  inn  whii-li  by 
motion  of  William  P.  Frye  of  Maine  was  made 
unanimous.  The  Democratic  inrty  united  upon 
Samuel  J.  Tilden  of  New  York  aa  its  candidate 
and  his  reputation  aoi|uired  by  his  reform  meas- 
ures while  governor  of  the  state  and  by  his  abil- 
ity as  a  lawyer  and  statesman  gave  him  the 
sapport  of  many  dissatisfied  Republicans.  Tim 
result  of  the  elwtion  of  Noveinl-iT  ''-Tt'.  was  • 
question  of  long  and  bitt«'r  conte.st .  Tlie  electoral 
votes  of  Lonisiaoa,  South  ('an>lina  and  Florida 
were  in  dispute  and  fraud  was  charged  on  both 
sides.

vided by  »  qiecial  act  of  congreae  advocated  by 
both  parties,  the  decision  of  this  commissfbn  to 
be  final  if  nut  set  aside  by  a  concurrent  Mitr  nf 
both  houses  of  congress.  The  commission  refused 
to  go  beMfMl  the  certificates  of  the  governors  and 
decided  in  each  contested  case,  by  a  vote  of  eight 
Republicans  to  seven  Democrats  in  favor  of  the 
Republican  electors.

Ftaaidaiife  HayM  appoiatad 
aa  Ua  calnnet,  William  M.  Evarts  of  New  York, 
seoretary  of  state :  John  Sherman  of  Ohio,  secre- 
tary of  the  trt-awury;  (}ei>rge  W.  McCniry  of 
Iowa,  aeoretaiy  of  war;  Carl  Soburs  of  Miasouri, 
secretary  of  the  interior;  Rfcbard  W.  Tbompaon

In  the  appointment 
to  ofRce.  with  the  exception  of  bis  naming  a  few 
merahers  of  the  Louisiana  retoming  board,  his 
policy  was  to  regard  the  views  of  the  advocates 
of  civil  service  and  his  apfKiintnients  were  gener- 
ally very  acceptable.  Competitive  examinations 
were  instituted  and  applications  were  considered 
irresjH'i-t  ive  of  jMirtisan  control.  On  Miiy  ■").  1^77, 
he  called  an  extra  8<>KMi(in  of  congress  t<i  niei-t 
Oct.  15,  1877,  to  make  necessary  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  army.  In  July,  1877,  he 


suppressed  the  railroad  riots  caused  by  the  strike 
of  100,000 employees,  on  appUa^ion  for  help  from 

the  governors  of  West  Virgmia,  Marj'land,  Penn- 
sylvania and  Illinois,  by  sending  U.S.  troope  to 
the  several  points  of  disturbance,  after  '■rofr'g 
his  proclamation  ordering  the  rioters  to  diqwraa. 
In  his  message  to  congress,  Dec.  8,  1877,  he  con* 
grritul,>ted  the  country  on  the  peaceable  and  pros- 
perous condition  of  allairs  in  the  Southern  states; 
feoommended  tbe  payment  of  govMiunent  bonds 
in  gold;  favored  tlie  liniit+^d  coinage  tt  silver; 
insisted  that  tlie  c«n.stitutioii  impooed  upon  the 
executive  the  sole  duly  and  resi>onflibllity  of  the 

■ekotlon  of  Federal  officers  and  recommended 
that  congress  make  a  suitable  appropriation  for 

tlie   ll.se  (if  tlie   r  ivjl   scrN  ice   ci  iiiiiiiis.si(>n ;  Jind 

recommended  the  passage  of  laws  to  protect  the 
ftMwts  on  lands  of  the  United  States.  His  recom- 
mendations wen'  all  disregarded  by  congress. 
He  vetiM.nl  the  "silver  bill"  iiossed  by  both 
hou.ses.  on  the  ground  that  the  commeroinl  vnlne 
of  the  silver  dollar  was  then  eight  or  ten  per  cent 
leas  than  Its  nominal  value  and  that  Its  use  in  the 
piiynient  of  debts  already  contiacteil  wmil.l  lio 
an  act  of  bad  faith.  The  bill  was  patssed  over  his 
veto  by  over  a  two-third  majority.  In  his  annual 
message  of  Dec.  1,  1879,  he  congratulated  the 
country  on  the  return  to  specie  payment,  the 
great  revival  in  business,  and  the  refunding  of 
the  public  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  intereat.  He 
ttrge^l  u  pon  congms  the  snspenslon  of  silver  ooin- 
age  fearing  that  tlu'  rlicaiKT  coin  would  eventu- 
ally become  the  sole  standard  of  value.

He  was  called  to  the  oom- 
mand  of  Xhp  Tmho-^j^fH"  volunteers  in  the  Florida 
war,  and  received  three  brevets  and  retired  from 
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tiM  M1117  in  100.  He  wm  a  Tepnseatative  ttem 

Gharlnton  in  tli*^  Soutli  Carolina  leKi-sIaturc,  and 
A  pnaidential  elector  ia  1H38,  voting  for  Jackson 
And  Calhoun.  He  wee  appointed  U.8b  naval  agBBt 
by  President  Jackson  and  served  In  the  Mediter 
ranean  for  five  years.  i're«ident  Jackson  offennl 
him  the  miasion  to  Belgrium  which  be  declined. 
He  waa  appointed  in  1458  by  Qovemor  Oiat.  U.& 
aanator  to  flU  the  nmaoy  eaosed  b^the  death  of 
Senat^ir  JuNiah  J.  Evans,  and  served  in  tlie  ;i.*>th 
congress.  May  and  June,  ItiUti,  and  from  Dec.  6 
to  Jan.  5,  1859,  when  he  was  auooeeded  by  Jamea 
Chestnut,  Jr.,  elected  by  the  legislature.  He  died 
in  Charleston.  S.C..  Jan.  7,  1807. 

HAYNE,  Isaac,  patriot,  wan  bom  in  South 
Carolina,  Sept.  1745.  He  waa  an  eztenaive 
Ranter  and  lived  with  hia  wife  and  children  on  a 
plantation  in  Colleton  district  whili-  )ie  carried  on 
iron-workii  iu  York  district,  which  were  destroyed 
by  the  British  during  the  Itevolution.  He  early 
took  ap  arms  in  behalf  of  the  colonists,  and  aenred 
as  captain  of  artillery,  and  in  1780,  at  the  time  of 
the  invasion  of  South  Carolina  l)y  the  Briti-sli, 
Tolunteered  aa  a  private  in  a  cavalry  regiment, 
and  when  Charleston  capitulated  be  waa  paroled 
on  conditinn  of  imt  serving  agalnKt  the  British 
while  they  were  in  {K>M8eeBioil  of  the  city.

Hiiement  In  the  city.  Hia  wife  and  chiMnn  were 
at  till'  |M>iiit  nf  death  with  the  smallpox  and  he 
took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Crown,  condi- 
tional OB  bis  not  being  required  to  bear  arms 

againittho  colnnists  and  in  this  \vj»y  wfis  jillowed 
to  return  to  his  fiiuuly  only  to  litnl  liis  wife  dead. 
When  General  Qreene  had  driven  the  British 
anqr  within  the  limits  of  the  ci^  of  Charleston, 
the  Mttsh  commander  demanded  his  retnm  to 
the  l>e8itV'l  ariny  ami  tliis  .li'iM.-iini  iK'in^,'  n  viola^ 
tion  of  the  agreement,  he  considered  himaelf  dis- 
isharged  fhmi  bis  part  of  the  obligation  and  joined 

Oweaa'S  CoRMB,  bein;;  commi.ssiont^d  colonel  of 
milttla.  In  July.  1781.  he  mptured  Uen.  Andrew 
Williamson,  a  former  patriot,  who  had  deserted 
to  the  enemy,  and  CoL  Nesbit  Balfor,  commandant 
of  Charleston,  sent  a  foroe  to  capture  Hayne.  in 
which  he  w.is  su<'ccssful.  He  w!i_s  fjiven  a  brief 
examination  liefore  a  board  of  British  ofHoers  and 
witiunt  trial  was  sentenced  to  be  hanged.  The 
eitiaenaof  Charleston  and  his  motherless  children 
petitioned  for  his  pardon  to  no  avail,  and  Colonel 
Hayne,  after  ti  respite  of  forty-ei^ht  hours  to 
take  leave  of  his  ohildran*  waa  executed.  Gen- 
eral Cheene  on  Aug.  M,  17BI,  imed  a  ptodama- 
tion  announrinp  his  dotormination  to  make 
repriaals  of  all  British  otHcers  tliat  fell  in  his 
handa.  but  the  speedy  oloae  of  the  war  rendered 
letaliation  unnecefisary.  Colonel  Hayne  died  on 
the  gaUows  in  Charleston,  S.C.,  Aug.  4,  17S1.

He  was 
an  iiidu  on  tlie  .staff  of  Governor  Pickens  and  took 
part  in  the  operations  leaiiing  to  tiie  capture  of 
Fort  Sumter  in  I86L  Hia  home  waa  burned  dur- 
ing  the  bombardment  of  Charleston  by  the  Fed* 
eral  army  luid  his  viiUiable  library  destroyed  with 
the  ancestral  belongings  of  a  celebrated  family, 
the  aooomulatlon  of  generations.  Be  was  mar* 
ried  in  1H.V3,  to  Mary  Middleton,  daughter  of  Dr. 
William  Michel,  »urKt'on  in  tlif  army  of  Napo- 
leon I.  Hi.s  health  failed  during  the  war.  and  in 
1806  be  made  bis  home  at  Copse  Hill,  on  the  sum- 
mit of  the  sandhills  near  Angnata,  Ga.

adopted.  In  the  following  December,  l!M!uator 
Hayne  was  eleeted  governor  of  the  state,  and  re- 
signed his  aaat  in  the  seaate  to  amuma  tha  eov- 
•morahip.  and  in  the  meantime  John  C.  Gslhoun 
resigned  thi-  \  ire  iin'sidiMicv  to  sxicceeil  Hayne  as 
U.S.  senator.  Wlieu  President  Jackson  on  Dec. 
10,  188S,  issued  his  prodamatlon  denouncing  the 
measure,  Oovemor  Hayne  replied  defiantly  and 
prepared  for  armed  resistance  This  led  to  the 
compromise  mejisures  pro|K>!iiHl  hy  Clay  and  the 
Fresident.  and  the  iegishiture  of  Soutii  Carolina 
palled  another  state  onnvention.  presided  over  by 

tiovernor  Hayne,  when  tln'  oiiii  ii.iiii'e  of  nullifica- 
tion was  rejH-aled.

le.    He  united  with  the  Union  Fkoiflo 


r;kilroad  company  with  tin-  mi  li  rstandingthat  he 
was  to  liave  no  part  in  its  business  management, 
bat  wlien  tlte  affiiin  «f  the  eompany  beoame 

iiivulved  he  put  the  conipiiny  on  a  solid  Ijasis  by 
personal  lalxjr  and  direct  advances.  During  the 
eivil  uar  lie  did  much  to  sustain  the  national 
eredit,  and  was  offered  an  official  position  in  the 
treasury  department,  which  be  declined.  He 
visiti'd  KuriijM'  tlir.  e  times  and  wliile  in  England 
formed  a  friendship  with  John  8tuart  Mill,  the 
phlloeopher.  His  own  philosophical  writings 
were  read  with  interest  throughout  the  English 
81>eaking  world  of  learning.  On  Sept.  S^'i,  1828, 
he  wa.s  married  to  Caroline,  daughter  of  John 
Newbold  of  filoomsdale,  Fk.  He  was  a  trustee 
of  Blown  unlrersity.  1800-TS,  and  a  fetkfw,  1876- 
From  Brown  he  received  the  bonoiaiy 
degree  of  A.M.  in  1845  and  that  of  LL.D.  in  1800. 
He  gave  to  the  university  $40,000.  which  was 
used  to  endow  the  "  Hazjird  "  professorship  of 
physics.  Though  constantly  employed  in  Inisi-

HAZARD,  Samuel,  merchant,  was  bom  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Match  30.  1718-14:  the  seoond 
son  of  Nathaniel  and  Deborah  Hacard.  He  en- 

gaged  in  niercjititile  lni>.iiie-vs  in  New  York  city; 
was  an  active  elder  of  the  Wall  Street  Presby- 
terian diuroh.  founded  by  bis  anoestorst  and  a 

mcdinm  of  <'(>niiiiiiiii<atii'n  Ix'twcen  tlie  synods 
of  New  York  and  I'liiladeijihia.  He  wa>  married 
in  New  York,  October,  1739.  to  Catharine, 
daughter  of  Matthew  and  Cornelia  (deP^ysterj 
Cfau-kaon  of  that  city,  by  whom  he  had  seven 
children.  Hi<  wife  uas  a  sister  of  Matthew 
Clarkson,  fourth  muyur  uf  Pliiladelphia;  and  of 
Anna,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Finley,  fifth 
president  of  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  17fl1-88. 
She  died.  Aug.  l-'i,  ITSH.  On  removing  his  resi- 
dence to  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Hazard  was  one  of 
the  founders  and  a  manager  of  the  Pennsylvania 
hospital :  a  trustee  of  the  College  of  New  Jersey, 
174*-i  :  nni'  of  the  founders  of  the  University  of 
Penu.sylvania,  1749,  and  of  the  First  and  Second 
Presbyterian  churches  of  Philadelphia.  With  tbe 
early  history  of  Philadelphia  and  the  times  of 
the  great  revival  under  the  preaching  of  White- 
field  and  of  Gilbert  and  William  TaniWBt»  tb« 
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Ill§t0t7  ol  tbeStiOuml  Presbyterian  church,  Phil- 
Adelpbia,  is  closely  atisaciated.  and  with  that 
I'liiirch  the  Hazard  family  was  intiuiiitely  con- 
nected, either  aa  elder,  treiunirer  or  trtutee,  from 
17S0.  Thflij-  Itwl  reltgiotM  dinputes  with  the 
Moravian  leader.  Count  '/.hi/.rhAnrf.  Sfininpl 
Hazard's  must  ambitious  undertaking  W4u<  u  vast 
aeheme  for  ChristuuiiziBff  tbe  Indiaius  by  settling 
A  portion  of  the  greiifc  mati  gnnted  to  him  by 
ibe  itato  of  Connecticut,  and  tmder  a  royal  grant 
of  (3oi>r^r>?  II.  Ill'  haii  eiiri)tl>'ii  river  filMHi  jx-r-jius 
who  had  agreed  to  go  out  and  settle  there,  and 
had  ft  not  been  for  delays  In  gettin^the  grant, 
some  10.000,  inchifHrg  many  prominent  people, 
would  have  enrolled.  While  overcoming  thf&e 
delays  he  <lied  after  a  eicdEness  of  three  days  and 
the  cnterpriee  failed  for  want  of  a  leader.  He 
died  in  Philadelphia.

R.I.,  Jan.  U,  1797;  son 
of  Itowland  and  Mary  (Peace)  Hazard  and  a 
descendant  in  the  seventh  generation  of  Xhomaa 
Hazard,  one  of  the  orijrinai  mttlers  and  pro- 
I)ri''tors  of  the  Islan  l  of  \(j(ii>lni-rk,  who,  with 
NiclioLis  Easton  and  Roliert  Jeffries,  laid  out  the 
town  of  Newport,  RI..  in  U»B.  He  attended  tlie 
Friends'  iKjuriling  sch4M)l  at  Wcsltown.  I'll.,  1809- 
13,  and  in  IS|:i  engaged  in  the  iiuimifa<-ture  of 
cotton  and  woolen  g«KKls  at  Peace  Dale,  R.I., 
Buooeeding  bis  father.  In  liMO  he  retired  from 
burinem  and  nettled  at  his  country  aeat  **  VaU" 
clusc."  near  N"i'\vi"M)rt-  From  youth  he  was  inter- 
ested in  agriculture  and  !«lieep  raising,  keeping 
large  flocks  of  sheep  which  he  caretl  for  him»elf, 
thus  acquiring  the  soubriquet  "Shepherd  Tom.*' 
He  WHSconspictious  in  reforming  (he  management

HAZELWOOD,  John,  naval  officer,  waa  bom 
in  tinglaud.  prolNihly  in  IT20.  He  entered  the 
merchant  marine  8ervice  and  commamled  a 
vessel  sailing  between  London  and  Philadelphia. 
He  was  one  of  the  foonden  of  the  St.  George 
society  in  Pliilu'leljiliia  an<l  when  the  troiihles 
with  £ngland  ii.-<siimeil  Nha|ie  he  i<><ik  up  the 
oanaeof  the  coluni-sts  and  wax  apiKiinte.l  l>y  the 
committee  of  safety  in  December.  1773,  superia- 
tendent  of  fire-vessels  designed  to  protect  the 
city  of  Philailelphia  from  the  BlUMck  <<(  Lord 
Howe's  fleet.  In  July,  1T70.  he  was  sent  by  the 
oouneil  of  safety  to  INmgfakeepaie  <mi  the  Hudson 
river  ami  there  ermsultej  with  the  H«>rret  c<im. 
niilttH^  iif  N'-w  York  as  to  the  In'st  nietlioils  for 
the  defence  of  the  Hud>u>n  river  against  the 
British  fleet.  The  Mew  York  assembly  for  bia 
serrloes  In  this  matter  voted  him  the  thanks  of 
tliat  InhIv  ami  a  sum  of  t':!*Ki.  In  Oi-IoUt.  ITTt",. 
he  was  made  commander  in  the  Penusylvania 
navy  and  was  plaoed  in  full  command  of  the 
naval  forcenof  the  commoiiwenlth  in  Se].temlMT. 
1777.  He  was  in  oommand  of  tiie  Continental 
navy  in  the  Delaware  river,  IT77-7H,  and.  acoord- 
iag  to  Col.  William  Bradford,  he  refused  to  sur* 
render  the  fleet  to  Lord  Howe  when  the  British 
ailmiral  •■liter. •  i  1  «  a f  hay,  although  he  was 
promised  full  ptinlou  ami  kind  treatment.  In- 
stead, he  gaTO  the  admiral  prompt  notice  that 
ho  should  "defend  the  fleet  to  the  last."  He 
wa.s  a  njoniljer  of  the  "  ("ninmi.ssioners  of  pur- 
chase "  for  Philadelphia  anil  ;,'ave  his  s^-rvices  to 
his  adopted  oountiy  up  to  the  close  of  tlte  war. 
Charles  Wilson  Feale  painted  his  portrait  which 
was  |nirrlias<'il  l>v  the  city  of  Philadel|>liia  and 
placed  in  the  Hall  of  Independence.  He  died  in 
PhikKlelphia.  Pa.,  about  March  1,  1800.

HereoeWedlteJofaallamtariliiirlM  from 
Johns  Hopkins  uniTenity  in  1898.  He  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Americun  historical  anso- 
diation.

Ho  joined  his  brothers  in  the 
uiilliug  business  and  just  as  Hecker's  flour  was 
gabdag  a  fepntatlon,  bis  study  of  Kent  resulted 
in  hit  foiaaking  the  mill  and  devoting  himself  to 
metaphysics  antl  theology,  lie  joine*!  the  BrtKik 
Farm  community  and  subsetjuently  a  socialistic 
community  at  Frultlanda.  but  finally,  at  tha 
urgent  reqoeat  of  his  brothers,  he  retnmed  to 
the  flom:n,'  niill.  There  he  instituted  a  com- 
munity of  interests  with  his  brothers  so  that  they 
all  should  have  a  ooouacn  purse,  and  the  full 
charge  of  the  men  was  given  him.  in  order  that 
he  could  make  a  trial  of  his  theories.

Be  named  hit  propoted  Kwiety.  which  he 
founded  in  New  York  city,  the  **Ck>ngregution 
of  the  Miffiion  Priesta  of  St.  I^ul  the  ApoAtle.  " 
and  was  made  «ii|K«rior  of  the  order  iiopularly 
Imown  as  PauUat  Fathers.  Ue  built  the  church 
of  St.  niul  the  Apoetle:  a  lionie  for  the  oomma- 

nity  and  a  cln^t-  r  nf  sclitHds,  Converts  were  not 
restricted  liy  iiursli  rules  anil  priests  could  leave 
the  order  at  any  time.  The  organizatiOD  gvew 
rapidly  and  was  made  U|>  largely  of  converts 
from  the  Protestant  Epis<H)|ial  faith.  In  1865 
Father  Hecker  founded  tl>o  Cuthnhc  World  and 
the  Catholic  Publication  societj  for  the  diesemi- 
natiOB  of  tracta  and  books.  Congregational  sing- 
ing was  introduced  m  the  church  st^rvice.  Su!iday 
schools  were  organized,  and  }Nirish  and  Sun- 
day school  ht>rarie8  instituted.

HBCKBWELDER,  John  QotUieb  Emeetua, 
pioneer,  was  born  in  Bedford,  England,  llarcb  12, 
1T48.  He  was  brought  to  America  bgr  liia  par- 
ents, who  were  Mnravians,  and  educated  in  their 
settlement  in  Hethlehein,  I'a.  He  learned  tlio 
ttada  of  cooper.  He  visited  Ohio  in  1762  in  com- 
pany with  a  colonial  agent  and  there  bad  his  first 
intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes.  He  was 
employed  in  the  Indian  missions,  estahlislied  in 
Pennsylvauia.  170o-71,  and  as  assistant  to  David 
Ztesberger  in  Ohio,  mi-88.  At  the  request  of 
Henry  Knox,  secretary  of  war,  he  acoonipanied 
Oen.  Uufus  Putnam  to  Port  Vincennes  to  treat 
with  the  in  1792.  and  in  IT'ja  he  went 

on  a  similar  ccmminstno  t«>  the  Indians  of  the 
Lakes,  Besides  his  missinnary  hibors  be  was 
postmaster,  justice  of  the  im-ucc  and  of  tlie  court 
of  oommou  pleas.  Ue  reuiained  in  Ohio  till  1810, 
when  he  retunied  to  Bethlehem,  Fa.,  and  engaged 
in  literary  pursuits.  He  was  electe<l  a  member 
of  the  American  philostiphiuil  s<x-iety  of  Philadel* 
phia.  Many  of  his  unpublished  iiianus<;ripts 
relating  to  tlie  Indians  are  preserved  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania historical  society.  His  oontrilratioiw  to 
Indian  arcliieolo>;y  tn'at  of  their  condition,  lan- 
guage, manners,  life,  customs  and  cliaracter.  Cien. 
Lewis  Cms  says:  "  Heckewelder's  account  is 
pure  unmixed  pftnegjTic.  The  most  idle  traditions 
of  the  Indians  with  him  Ijecame  solier  history, 
their  superstition,  religion,  their  imUdence,  jihil- 
oeophical  indifference  and  pious  resignation,  their 
astonishing  irapmvtdeaoe,  )K«pitality.  and  many

In  1883  he  ai-cepted  the 
profesworshif)  of  fireek  and  (rerniaii  in  Trinity 
oollege,  and  was  transferred  suoceesively  to  the 
ohaira  of  German  and  metaphysics,  Greek  and 

nietaiihysics,  and  metaphysics  and  tlicnlo^-y.  lie 
was  chairman  of  the  fa<'ulty  and  i)residpiil  of  the 
college,  ex  olllcio,  18H4-'^7.  On  the  remitval  of  th* 
college  Ui  Durltam.  N.C.,  he  resigned  his  profes- 
sorship and  became  headmaster  of  Trinity  high 
sclicKil.  cstalilishe*!  in  the  old  college  building. 

HELM,  Bcnlamiat  pioneer,  was  Imm  in  Fair- 
fax county.  Va..  May  8^  17BT;  son  of  Oapt. 
Thomas  Helm,  n  pioneMT settier  of  Kentucky,  who 
removed  from  Virginia  to  the  Falls  of  the  Oliio 
in  the  fall  of  177'J.  In  the  spring  of  1T80  Captain 
Helm,  Col.  Andrew  Haynee  and  Samuel  Hay^ 
craft  located  where  EUmhethtown  now  stands 
and  built  three  forts  and  hliK-klunisfs.  locating 
them  on  a  triangle  one  mile  apart,  and  tliey  were 
known  aa  Helm's  Station.  Haynes's  Station  and 

Haycmft's  St.ition.  In  lsoi-n3  Cnpfain  Helm 
erected  the  first  brick  liou.se  built  in  the  place. 
Benjamin  l>e<'ame  a  surveyor:  was  state  senator, 
17867I8OO;  clerk  of  the  Hardin  oounty  courts. 
1800-17;  an  officer  with  the  rank  of  major  in  tiio 
war  of  1^12;  3lled  varirjus  other  oHiccs  of  honor 
and  trust  in  Kentucky:  purchased  the  farm 
owned  by  Christopher  Bush,  father  of  Mrs.  Sallie 
fBimh)  Johnston  Lincoln,  ste|vnir)ther  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  from  his  heirs;  and  wii,s  a  partner 
in  the  general  store  of  the  place  with  DufTUreen, 
conducting  the  business  as  Green  4  Helm. 
Major  Helm's  widow,  Mary  Helm,  died  in  1871. 
aged  91  years,  and  the  major  died  at  Kliziklx  th- 
town,  Ky.,  Feb.  24,  1838.  nearly  91  years  of  age. 

HELM,  Benfamin  Hardin,  soldier,  was  bom 
in  EIizab*-thtown.

Pieeident  Bur- 
net comtninioned 
him  brigadier-general

recruit  volunteers.  He  raised  a  company  at  liia 
own  expon.se  in  his  native  state,  with  which  he 
reached  (ialveston  in  November,  1836,  just  after 
Gen.  Sam  Houston  liad  been  inaugurated  preai- 
dent  of  tiie  vepaUlo.  Hcoeton  made  hfan  at- 

torney-j^eneral  and  six)n  after  socretary  of  state. 
Early  in  1838  ho  was  made  envoy  to  England 
and  France  to  secure  recognition  from  those 
nations  of  the  independence  of  Texas,  and  to 
effect  treaties  of  amity  and  commefl«e.  Lewis 
Cass  waa  U.S.  mini.ster  U)  Fniiioo  and  greiitly 
aided  Envoy  Henderson  in  liis  difhcult  misuion. 
While  in  Paris  in  1889  he  was  married  to  Franocs 
E.  Cbx.  f>f  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  returned  to 
Tens  in  February,  1840,  where  he  was  accorded 
an  ovation  for  his  diplomatic  service.  He  was 
i^ipointed  in  1844  Texan  minister-axtiaordinaiy 
to  Am  United  States  to  Join  ResideBt  Hfnister 
Van  Zandt  in  negotiating  a  treaty  of  annexation. 
The  treaty  as  prepared  was  rejected  by  the  U.S. 
senate,  but  annexation  was  secured,  Mandi  1, 
1845,  by  joint  resolutions  of  the  U.S.  congress. 
He  was  a  delegate  to  the  conve»ition  which 
framed  the  stiite  constitutiim  in  ISiri  jukI  in  Xo- 
Temher  of  that  year  was  elected  the  first  governor 
of  Texas.  He  was  faiaagiuated  Feb.  19, 1846,  and 
by  May  of  that  year  he  had  four  regiments  in  the 
field  to  take  part  in  the  war  with  Mexico.  Ho 
was  authorized  by  the  legislature  to  lead  the 
troops  and  was  commissioned  oujor-general  in 
the  tT.8.  army.  He  achieved  distinction  at  the 
battie  of  Monterey,  Sejit.  '-'l-','5,  isjo,  and  was 
voted,  a  sword  and  thanks  of  congress.  He  was, 
with  J^sfson  Davis  and  others,  a  commissionwr 
to  negotiate  tennsof  onpitulallonwtth  Ampudla, 


the  commander  of  tlie  Mexican  forces  at  Mon- 
terey. After  six  montlis'  service  he  resumed  his 
eflce  as  governor  of  Texas  and  iH>mpl<>ted  his 
term  of  office,  refusing  M-eleoUon,  liis  liealth 
being  much  brolcen.  In  December,  1657,  the 
legislature  of  Texas  cle4>tod  him  U.S.  84>nator  as 
soooesBor  to  his  law  partner,  Tliomas  J.  Rusk, 
deceased.  He  went  to  Cuba  for  his  haalfli,  then 
prooeetled  to  Washington,  where  he  took  his  seat 
iu  March,  18^,  <luring  the  first  session  of  the 
85th  congress.  He  served  but  a  few  day)$,  and 
tiien  want  to  Phiiadeipliia  fbr  medical  treatment. 
Be  died  In  Washington,  D.C..  Jons  4. 1888. 

HENDERSON,  John,  senator,  was  born  prob- 
ably in  New  Yorli  or  Ohio  in  1705.  He  was  a 
friend  and  oontemporary  of  John  A.  Quitman, 
and  both  these  young  lawyers  appear  in  Miasis- 
hippl  the  same  year,  1N21.  Henderson  located  in 
Woodville,  the  capital  of  Wilkinson  county,  while 
Quitman  settled  at  Uempiiis,  tlie  capital  of  tlie 
adjacent  county.  Henderson  was  a  roprosonta- 
tive  in  the  state  legislature  in  18:!.'»  and  a  U.S. 
senator,  1839-49.  He  favored  the  annexation  of 
Texas  and  theoonqnest  cf  Haadco  and  Cuba,  and 
with  Governor  Quitman  was  complicated  in  the 
Lopez  filibustering  expedition.  In  1851  the  two 
men  were  arrested  and  tried  before  the  U.S.  dis- 
trict court  in  New  Orleans  for  violating  tlie 
neotnllty  Iswa  of  1816,  and  were  both  acquitted. 
Henderson  died  at  Fasa  Christ  inn.  Miss.,  in  1857. 

HENDER50N,  John  BlVOks,  senator,  was  bom 
in  Pittsylvania  county,  Va.,  Nov.  16.  1826;  son 
<tf  James  and  Jane  (Dawson)  Henderson.  His

In  I860  he 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  national  con- 
vention at  Charleston,  S.C.,  and  Haltimore,  Md., 
wlieu  be  supported  tlie  candidacy  of  Senator 
Donglaa.  BawMMietoetorontlMDaiigbMand 
Johnson tidBrt  in  1880}  wasdefeatedby  Jamet 
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8.  RoUiiu  for  sepnMntetiTs  in  tb«  STth  oongiws 

thn  sainn  year,  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  state 
convention  of  18G1  that  determined  the  state  to 
rdmaia  in  the  union.  On  the  outbreak  of  the 
oivil  war  he  orgiuiimd  »  brigade  of  atate  troops 
and  yttm  oomnuarioirad  lirigadier-genenil  of 
militiri.  Ho  was  ujipoiiitoJ  in  lSf>'3.  1)y  TJfiut.- 
Gov.  Willard  P.  Uall,  U.S.  senator  in  place  of 
Tnulen  PoUc,  expelled,  and  he  was  elected  hj  the 
legislature  to  fill  out  the  term.  In  18C3  he  was 
elwtod  for  the  full  term  expiring  March  4,  1869. 
In  the  senate  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Indian  affain ;  otganixed  the  Indian  peaoe 
oommiMhm  In  1M7;  wae  the  author  of  the  thir* 
teenth  amendment  to  the  constitution,  ami  was 
among  the  original  agitators  of  the  suiTrage 
amendment  embodied  in  theoigaoio  hkwaa  fhs 
Af  teenth  amendment.  Ha  wm  one  of  the  sevHi 
Republican  eenatoTS  who  voted  for  acquittal  In 
tlie  impeachment  trial  or  Andrew  Johnson.  He 
was  married  in  1608  to  ilaiy,  daughter  of  Judge 
Eliaha  IVwteof  Mow  Yerk.  He  vMunied  Usiaw 
practice  in  St.  Loui^,  Mo.,  in  1868,  at  the  close  of 
his  senatorial  term.  Ha  was  nominated  for  gov- 
ernor of  Missouri  in  1873,  but  was  def«kted  by 
Silas  Woodson.  He  raoalTed  the  Repnblioan  nom- 
ination forTT.S.  senator  In  1798,  bat  was  defeeAed 
in  tlie  flection  hy  Ixiuis  Bogy.  In  ISTij  Ir-  wasap- 
pointed  by  Frt^ident  Grant  to  unsial  the  U.S. 
di-ftrict  attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
"  Whisky  ring,"  violators  of  the  revenue  laws, 
t)nt  wiis  removed  by  the  President  in  December 
of  iliut  year.  He  was  presiding  otllctsr  of  the 
ttopubU^u  national  oouventioa  of  1882.  He 
subsequently  resided  ta  WasbingtoD,  D.C,  where 
li.j  wiis  eIe<"'t<Tl  by  rongrfsq  a  rf'gcnt  of  the 
.Siuithiiuuiiui  Institution  in  January,  IWi,  nud 
A'^iiin  in  IH'.is.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Oeological  aitd  National  Oeographioeoeietiee,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Pan-American  conference 
of  I'-'-U-ttO.  1T<>  is  tilt'  author  of  many  urticle^on 
economic  tmbjucts,  especially  finance,  contributed, 
to  the  magaiinee.

He  made 
the  Treaty  of  Watauga  with  the  Chen^ee 
Indians  in  1773,  twelve  hundred  savages  being 
present,  by  which  the  company  beeame  proprie* 
tors  of  18,000  ncr.-s  of  ft'iTitory  U>r  .€10,r>oi»  «  ,irth 
of  go<xl«,  an  extent  uf  tt^rritorj'  conipritiiog  over 
half  the  areaof  the  presentstate  of  Kentucky  and 
the  adjacent  imrt  of  Tennessee.  A  government 
was  orgaiiizeil  at  Bi>on<«sborough  and  nendcrson 
wa.s  made  president  of  the  pro|>osed  state  of  Tran- 
sylvania. The  firat  legislature  assembled  under 
an  elm  tree  near  the  walls  of  the  fort  to  Fl»bru> 
ary,  1775.  nnd  of  the  membs  rs,  tlir  iiiuius  of

Juilge  Hen<li'i>< m  was  a 
iKiundary  line comuusaiouer  iu  1779.  llv  it-ntuved 
hi  Nashville,  Tean.,  the  same  year  and  itractised 
law  there  one  year.  Afterward  he  settled  on  his 
large  plantation  near  Williamsborough,  N.C., 
where  he  engageil  in  fanning.

1771 ;  graudsou  of  Micluiel,  who  died  at  Marlboro, 
N.J.,  Aug.  8S,  t7S2 ;  and  probably  a  descendant 
of  John  Henderson,  a  Scotchman,  who  came  to 
Anjeric.i  in  the  Henri/  and  Frmicin  in  1085. 
Thomas  Henderson  was  graduated  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Kew  Jersey,  A.B.,  1701,  A.M.,  17(14,  and 
studied  medicine  tmder  Dr.  Nathaniel  Scndder 
of  Freehold,  Ixtginning  pmctitN'  in  Monmouth 
county  about  170-5.  He  wa.s  electecl  a  member  of 
the  New  Jersey  Medical  society  in  1 706.

•rt%  bnttaljon  of  minute-nwn.  He  was  made  ma- 
jor of  Colotifl  Hcfiril's  ijilioii  June  14,  1776,  and 
Bubciequeiitly  lieutenuul-culuuel  o(  Forinan's  bat- 
talioa  of  Heard's  brigade.  He  wan  brigade-major 
at  Monmouth,  and  at  Freehold  Court  H'usi  lie 
was  the  "  solitary  horaenuin "  wjio  informed 
WiishinKton  of  tii<- cowardice oTGeD.  Charics  I^, 
who  had  thrown  awa7  his  advantage  and  depriv- 
ed hia  commander  of  the  amistance  of  6000  men 
by  ordering  a  retreat  withmit  >ti  ikiti- a  lih.w.

preferred  to  enter  tlie  navy,  and  obtained  through 
liis  kinsman,  ex-President  George  Washington, 
a  midshipman'fi  warrant.  April  H,  ITK'.l.  His  first 
cruise  was  with  Ck>mraodore  Truxtun  in  the  Con' 
MOaiion  and  be  was  present  at  her  encounter 

witli  the  French  ship  Tm  Vrnrjinncf.  Fcli.  1,  ISOO. 
For  his  bnivery  in  tliLs  contlict  lie  was  commended 
by  his  commander.  On  his  return  to  the  United 
Stales  lie  obtained  leave  of  absenoe  and  returned 
to  Winiamsburg.  where  he  attended  a  courae  of 
lerture-i  on  navi;;atiiiM  and  naval  science.  lie 
was  promoted  lieutenant,  Jan.  20, 1807,  and  placed 
in  command  of  a  gunboat  at  Norfolk,  Va.  Alter 
gome  years  of  similar  service  ho  was  promoted 
commander,  Aug.  12,  1811,  and  was  plactnl  in 
command  of  the  brig  EuijU'  on  I-ike  Champlain, 
and  waa  aecood  in  command  to  (Commodore  3Io> 
Donottgh  in  the  battle  of  Sept.  11,  1814.  He 
oix'ned  the  battle,  and  when  he  had  determined 
the  range  the  flagship  Saratoga  joined  in  the 
fight.  Far  bia  gallant  conduct  in  this  engage- 
ment congress  voted  to  him  a  gold  medal  and  the 
tiunks  of  both  houses.  In  1831  he  was  sent  to 
the  AVest  Indies  to  cruis4!  for  pirates,  U-iiig  inanter- 
omnmandaut  of  the  Iti-gun  stoop-of-war  Hornet, 
and  on  Oct.  88, 1891,  hecaptured  theflohoctier  Jfoe> 
cnw.

HENLEY,  Thomas  Jefferson,  representitlive, 
waa  bom  in  Indiana  in  1807.  He  attended  In* 
diana  State  nniversity  and  became  a  farmer.  Ho 
wiis  a  representative  in  tlie  state  legislature, 
IXtS— 12,  iM-iiig  for  a  lime  »<]>eaker  of  the  house. 
He  studied  law,  but  did  not  practise,  and  waa  a 
reproBcntatlve  ftora  Indiana  in  the  28th,  S9th  and 
WOih  nnnflrmnoo.  1  "1'  n  iM-ing  tlii«  first  iiait\eof 
the  state  elected  to  that  otlico.  Ho  iimde  the  trip 
overland  to  California  in  1849  and  established 
himseif  in  the  banking  business  in  Sacramento. 
Be  waa  a  Fieroe  presidential  elector  in  1858  and 
was  selected  to  carry  the  electoral  vote  of  Call- 
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fornia  to  Wnshinfrton.  Re  was  appofnted  poat- 

iria^ttT  ^'f  S:in  Fiam  i^co  in  INo'J,  ami  in  IS-VJ  wjw 
nuMie  aupuriateQdent  of  Indian  affairs,  holding 
the  poaitkm  during  tha  admlniatiatkmi  of  Praai* 
dents  Pierce  and  Buchanan,  1853-61.  He  estalv- 
lishfd  Miveral  new  reservationB,  and  although  his 
adniinistmtfam  of  Indian  affairs  was  severely  crit- 
icised no  chatgeaagniiwt  him  wwa  aubataptiated. 
Xhuing  the  civil  war  he  toolt  no  part  in  pnblio 
affain exc«_-|)t  tn  canv.vis  tlio  state  for  McCIellan 
in  1864.  He  was  again  a  presidential  elector  in 
184S8,  voting  for  Boratio  Seymour.  Be  died  on 
Ilia  farm  in  Mendocino  county.  Oal.,  in  1875. 

HENN,  Bom  hart,  representative,  woii  born  in 
New  Yoric  in  1817.  IliH  niothor  was  Anna  Hud- 
aon,  a  deacendant  of  Henry  Hudson.  He  waa 
appointed  regiater  of  the  TT.S.  land  ofRoa  at  PUr- 
Aald  in  the  newIy-organiz4>d  of  Inwu  hy 

Pleaideiit  Polk  in  184^1,  aiul  was  u  n-prfM-nuitive 
from  that  state  in  the  83d  and  33d  oongreaaea, 
1891-4S|  and  aa  a  member  of  tlie  liome«tead  oom- 
mfttaetiMde  a  notable  speech  on  the  Homestead 
bill,  giving  freo  lumies  t-u  actual  settlers.  On  re- 
tiring from  congress  he  engaged  as  a  banker  and 
dealer  in  real  eatate  in  TWirfleld,  Iowa.  Be  waa 
married  in  1842  at  Burlington,  Inwa,  to  Elir.'ilM'lJi 
Price,  who  was  a  granddaughter  of  iJr.  Eaier,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.  She  was  a  founder  of  the  JefTer- 
•on  CkMin^  libnty  at  flairfield,  Iowa,  in  1858, 
Mr.  Benn  was  aoontribntor  to  the  Spirit  of  ihe 
Timrs.    Ho  diod  in  Fairfield,  Iowa,  in 

HENNES5Y,  John,  R.C.  archbishop,  was 
bom  in  county  Limerick,  Ireland,  Aug.  90, 1885. 
He  came  to  America  in  1847  and  settled  in  Mis- 
aouri.  Be  was  educate<i  at  Carondelet  seminary, 
where  lie  i)ur.sue<l  tlie  study  of  theoltiffy,  and 
waa  ordained  a  priest  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  by 
Arohbiahop  Kanrtok,  Nor.  1,  1888.  Be  began 
his  labors  at  New  Madrid.  Mo.,  where  hi.<i  mis- 
sion embraced  6000  miles  of  territory  on 
which  no  railroad  had  yet  been  built.  He 
was  pastor  of  tlie  Church  of  tiie  Immaculate 
Conception.  New  Madrid,  Mo.,  from  January 
to  Ajiri!,  :  of  .St.  Patrick'^  mi .sion  chnrdi, 
Gravies,  attached  to  St.  Vincent's  cliurch, 
Sedalia,  Ma,  1881-84;  waa  irloe'iiraaideat  and 
professor  of  doj^niatif"  theolopy  and  Holy 
Scrii>ture  in  St.  Mary's  .seminary,  Perryville, 
Mo.,  18.>4-.'")7,  an<l  w.-is  nufie  president  of  that  in- 
atitutiou  in  1!557.  Ue  went  to  Home  aa  repraaent- 
ative  of  ArchUahop  Kenriek  in  1858;  was 
attached  to  the  cathedral  of  St.  Louis,  la'JO-flO, 
and  pastor  of  St.  Joseph's  church,  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.,  1800-66.  He  waa  elected  bishop  of  Dubuque 
April  84,  1866,  as  successor  to  Bishop  Clement 
Smyth,  deceased,  and  was  consecrated  .Sept. 
Hi>,  lsr»0,  by  Archbishop  Kenriek,  assisted  by 
Bishops  Henni  and  Duggan.  He  founded  Mer- 
cf  boapiftal,  Ikavenport,  Iowa,  in  1808,  and 


placed  it  under  the  charge  of  tlie  Sistert  of  Mer- 
cy in  18T;J,  and  founded  St.  Jiis«'pli's,  after- 
ward St.  Ambrose,  seminary  for  the  eilucation 
of  Catholic  youths,  and  the  same  year  8t.  Map 
lachy's  Benedictine  priory,  Creston,  Iowa,  tlie 
llrst  EInglish-epeaking  community  of  Benedic- 
tines in  the  United  States.  The  diocese  of  Daven- 
port waa  ael  off  from  the  diooese  of  Datmqoa  in 
1881.  Be  celebrated  the  silver  jubilee  of  bia 
conaecratinn  as  bishop  in  1801,  and  was  raised  to 
the  archie[)iscopal  dignity  Sept.  17,  ItitK),  Mon- 
aignor  Satolli,  impel  ablegate,  and  Cardinal  Oib> 
bons,  conducting  the  ceremony.  Ail  the  American 
archbLshoiM  excejit  one,  nearly  all  the  bishops, 
alH)ut  four  hundred  priests  and  hundreds  of 
prominent  CathoUo  laymen  were  present.  Bia 
brief  waadated  Rome,  April,  1888, and  hiaacewaa 
mode  an  archdiocese  and  included  the  diweses  of 
Davenport,  Cheyenne,  Omaha  and  Lincoln.  He 
was  recogTii7.e<l  as  an  able  onitor  and  proftmnd 
theolagian,  and  hia  ceal  in  educational  matters 
gained  for  hfm  the  name  of  "  Apostle  of  tiie 
.Vnierii'.'in  OatUolic  Educational  Schools."  His 
crowning  work  was  the  founding  of  St.  Joeeph'a 
oollega,  DalMKiae,  Iowa,  eatabliahed  Sept.  1. 1878, 
and  designed  not  only  for  <>cclosiasti<>;il  stmlents 
but  also  for  tliose  aspiring  to  any  of  tlie  other 
learned  professions.

HENNESSY,  John  Joseph,  R.C.  bi^liop,  was 
bom  at  Lady  's  Bridge,  county  C<»-k,  Ireland.  July 
19.  1847.  He  waabraiigbt  to  America  by  hia 
parents  when  three  years  of  age  and  they  aettle^l 
in  St.  Ix>uis,  Ho.  He  was  graduated  at  the  Chris- 
tian Brothers  college, 
St.  Louis,  in  1863; 
took  hia  theological 
course  at  tbe  Sale- 
sianum,  Milwaukee, 
and  hia  pbiloetophical 
conrse  at  St  Yin- 
cent's,  Cape  Girar- 
deau, and  in  IWO  lie 
returned  to  the  Sale- 
sianum.  On  Nov.  88, 
1888,  by  apecial  dis- 
pensation, being  un- 
der canonical  age,  he 
waa  ordained  a  prieat. 
Bia  first  mission  waa 
ten  counties  in  Mis- 
souri with  headquarters  at  Iron  Mountain.  He 
built  several  churches  and  in  18»7  the  convent 
at  Arcadia  under  charge  of  the  Ursuiiue  Sistera, 
.St.  Lc)uis,  Mo.  In  1878  he  was  appointed  pro- 
cunitor  and  vice-president  of  the  board  of  man- 
agers of  the  St.  Louis  Catholic  protectorate,  and 
in  February,  1888,  be  anooeeded  the  Bt.  Ber.  P. 
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J.  Ryan,  afterward  archbishop  of  Philadelphia, 
aa  pastor  of  St.  John's  church,  St.  Louis.  He  was 
appointed  bishop  of  Wichita,  Kan..  Aug.  1, 
and  was  consecrated  Nov.  30.  l!*;iH.  .sucteeUing 
First  Bishop-Eleot  James  O'Seill;.  who  had  died 
July  98. 1887.  before  asRiinilng  the  oflkM. 

HENNF.55Y,  William  John,  painter,  WM 
born  in  Tliunia.'iluw-n,  county  Kilkenny,  Ivelaad, 
July  tl,  1889.  His  father,  John  Hennessj,  left 
Ireland  in  1848  after  the  unsuooeasful  rising  and 
struggle  for  freedom  made  by  the  "  Young  Ire- 
land "  party,  esoaj)e(l 
to  Quebeo,  Canada, 
and  Arora  there  went 
to  Xpw  York  city, 
where  lie  became  a 
logral  American  citi- 
aen.  Be  repeatedly 
declined  nominatians 

to  pijlitii'al  (j|Tu'i.'S 
and  did  good  service 
during  the  d?tt  war 
in  the  cause  of  the 
Union.  William  John 
Henncssy,  with  his 
mother  and  brothers, 
joined  hie  father  in 
New  York  in  June, 
1S4»,  and  was  educated  by  prirate  tut*)r8.  He 
showed  a  strong  leaning  toward  art  and  when 
about  fifteen  yeani  old  began  to  draw  from  the 
model.  In  1896  he  entered  the  Antique  school 
of  the  National  Academy  of  Design-  He  waa 
elected  an  associate  of  the  Academy  iu  May, 
1868,  and  the  foUowtng  year  was  made  a  full 
ara<1etni('i.<u).  In  1870  ha  WSS  married  and  w<>nt 
abroad,  ruuiainiug  in  England  till  1875,  taking 
mouner  and  autumn  huliilayH  in  Normandy.  He 
removed  to  Fiance  in  1875,  leasing  a  manor  on 
the  ooaat  near  Hcmfleur.  In  1886  he  removed  to 
Saint  Oermain-en-Layo,  near  Paris.  He  vLuted 
Italy  in  1891,  removing  to  Brighton,  England,  in 
1888,  and  later  to  Liudfield,  England.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  ArtiHtti'  Fund  society 
and  was  elected  a  meml>er  of  the  Pastel  society, 
London,  and  of  the  In>titiitr  nf  Oil  Painters, 
London,  fieaides  many  illustrations  from  lead- 
ing American  and  EngUah  wagarines  his  more

Spring  ;  In  the  Shade  ;  The  Wood  CtUter  ;  FiffiUing 
a  Prairie  Fim ;  Awnjngm  MeiKiwr  ;  'IteMDoy 


and  Night ;  The  Water  Carriers,  San  Remo ;  Win- 
ter Sunshine,  Bordighera  ;  The  West  Pier,  Briyh- 
toil.  Lighted  Up  on  a  Winter  yiyht ;  and  TTie 
Wreck  of  the  Old  Chain  Pier,  Brighton  (pur- 
chased by  the  corporation  of  Brighton  for  the 
pablio  g^Iery).

HENNI,  John  Martin,  R.C.  archbishop,  was 
born  in  Misanenga,  Switzerland,  June  15, 1805. 
He  was  educated  at  the  gymnasia  of  St.  Gall 
and  Zurich,  at  Rome,  Italy,  and  at  tli«  wminary, 
Bardstown,  Ky.,  where  he  completed  bis  the<^ 
logical  ooone.  He 


was  made  sulMleacon 
Nov.  23,1826;  deacon 
Dec.  14,  1828,  and  or- 
dained priest  by  Bish- 
op Fenwfck  at  Cin- 
cinnati, Feb.  2.  ISXD, 
and  that  prelate  ap- 
pointed him  pastor 
over  the  German 
Catholics  of  Cincin- 
nati and  professor  in 
the  Atluenenm  in  that 
dty.  He  was  tmna- 

ferred  to  St.  Peter's        -j^  ^  '   ^    \^  M 
church, Canton, Ohio,  P^/tl'^ 
and  in  1834  Bishop 

Puroell  recalled  him  to  Glnoinnati  and  made  him 
pastor  of  Holy  Trinity  church  and  viatr-general 
of  the  dio<  L■^-e.  He  founded,  edited  and  puhlislied 
Wahrheits-Freund,  the  first  Qerman  Roman 
Catholio  paper  published  la  the  United  States. 
Tlf  foundf'd  St.  Aloy^^iiia*  Orphan  a.sylum  (fler- 
uion),  Ikiud  liill.  lie  was  theologian  to  Bishop 
Puroell  at  the  fifth  provincial  council  of  Baltl* 
mora,  1848,  and  proposed  to  that  body  plans  fora 
Gennan  theologleal  seminary.  The  council  peti- 
tioned the  p<tj>e  to  create  t)nM!i(.ics(' (if  Milwaukee 
and  recommended  Fatlier  llenni  an  bishop.  Uo 
was  appointed  Nov.  28,  1843,  and  oooseorated  by 
Bishop  Porcell  March  10, 1844.  His  new  see  in- 
cluded a  population  of  8000  Roman  Catholics, 
mostly  Germans.  In  Milwauk(»o  there  was  one 
church  edifice,  a  frame  structure,  and  in  the 
diooese  only  ftaur  priests.  In  1817  ha  had  at  work 
thirty-f'inr  jtripHis  nnd  that  year  opened  St. 
Marys  cliurch  on  Hmadway  and  Diddle  street. 
The  same  year  h<>  laiii  th«  coriierstone  of  St. 
Jolin's  cathedral,  founded  St.  Mary's  hospital  and 
placed  it  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  of 
St.  Vinr.'iit  .le  Paul,  and  in  found. ,1  St. 

Rose's  Orphan  asylum,  built  Holy  Trinity  church 
and  founded  several  benevolent  and  school 
societies  for  the  poor.  He  collected  money  In 
Cuba  and  Mexico  to  complete  the  cathedral  and 
consecrated  it  July  SI.  1858.  He  built  the  Sale- 
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sianum,  Milwavikoc,  l^!.')!-.'*.",  jukI  rna<le  Father 
(afterward  ArchbisliDii)  Ht-ist*  it.s  lirst  prt-tiitleiit. 
TIm  Catholic  itopulatiun  of  Wiscoiuin  had  iu- 
Of  led  to  800,000  in  1866  MiAtlw  diooews  of  La 
Crewe  and  Oraen  Bay  wmre  enatod  out  of  the 
BOrthern  part  uf  the  state.  In  1875  Milwaukoa 
wiM  ended  into  an  archbisbopho  and  Bishop 
Heoni  was  nfied  to  the  •rablepboopal  dignity. 
H(i  mcoiveil  tlie  jwllium  in  July.  Ilis  liealth  be- 
gan to  fail  but  he  coiitiuue<l  hi.s  laliurious  vi^ita- 
tions  tfarangh  laid,  and  on  March  I  t,  1H80,  wae 
giTWi  m  ooodjutor  the  Rt.  Bev.  Michael  Hei«, 
who  heoame  his  suooesmr.  Archbishop  Henni 
die!  in  ^lilwauk.-o.  Wis..  Sopt.  7.  I'-'-l. 

HENNiNQSEN,  Charles  Frederick,  soldier, 
wai  botn  In  England  In  1815.  His  pnieata  were 
natives  of  Sweden.  lie  becwnie  a  soldier  of  for- 
tune, serving  in  the  Carli.-^t  arniy  in  Spain  in  1834, 
gaining  the  ranks  of  lieutenant-colonel  and  subse- 
quently oolonel  and  oommander  of  caraliy.  Be 
was  talcen  prisoner  and  leleeaed  on  parole.  He 
then  servei)  iu  the  Russian  army  in  Circassia,  and 
later  joined  Kossuth  in  tiie  Hungarian  rerolu- 
tloD.  He  was  aeut  to  America  in  the  intere.sts  of 
Kossuth,  and  in  1886  joined  William  Walker  in 
Nicaragua.  He  was  made  brigadier-general, 
commanded  the  artillery  and  distinguished  liim- 
aelf  at  Orenada  and  Quereama  and  took  part  in  tlie 
negottatkme  which  resulted  in  President  Win- 
er's surrender  to  ("onimodore  Charles  H.  Davis, 
U.S.N.,  May  1,  1857.  lie  entered  lheConfe«lerate 
amy  in  1861  as  colonel  and  was  made  hi  igndier- 
general  in  Uie  artillery  aervioe.  Ue  superin* 
tended  the  manufacture  of  the  first  Uinte  rifles 
made  in  the  Unit«Hl  States.  He  puhlislicd  :  Rn-f- 
latioM  of  Ruatia  (IMS)  ;  The  Mutt  Striking 
Bventt  of  a  Tlvdve-motUM  OampaigH  with  Ai> 
mtthmt rre'jui  in  Navarre  and  the  Basfjue  Prof- 
incej»(i  vols.,  1K30)  ;  The  Uliite  Shtve  (a  novel)  ; 
Eaatem  Europe  ami  Emjwmr  Xichohta  (2d  ed., 
1846)  i  Sixty  Yean  Hence  (a  novel  of  Russian 
life)  i  Auf  and  Fature  of  Bmigarif  (18S3)  ;  Anah 
OgtM  and  ('(III! ntsts  :  Prraoiud  Rvcollevtioiis  of 
Niearagmt,}x\\d  other  works  published  in  England. 
He  die^l  in  Washington,  D.C.,  June  14,  1877. 

HBNRY,  Alexander,  trader,  was  born  in  New 
Brunswick,  N.J..  in  1739.  He  joined  the  army 
of  Sir  Jeffrey  Amherst  in  17IM1  in  its  exitedilion 
against  Montreal  and  was  present  at  the  surren- 
der of  that  place.  This  opened  a  new  market  and 

Heiirv  lifc.ime  a  fur  tr:ider.  In  1701  lie  went  to 
Fort  Miwkiuuw  as  a  trading-|>otit  and  won  the 
friendsltip  of  Wawatam,  a  Chippewa  Indian,  wlio 
adopted  him  as  a  brother  and  vlio  nved  his  life 
In  the  Indian  mamaofa  wlilch  oemtrred  at  the 
post  June  4,  17G3.    Heiify  thnaafter  lived  »  i(h 

the  Indians,  wearing  their  dress  and  s|>eakiug 
their  huqpiBge.  In  June,  1764,  he  went  to  Fort

Ion  and  armmixuiied  Hi-juktreet  to  Detroit.  A  fter 
that  city  liad  been  reinforced  and  Poniiuc  liud 
retired  to  the  borders  of  the  Maumee  river, 
Hency  re-engaged  in  th«  fur  trade  and  extended 
his  travels  to  the  Rocky  mountains.  In  1770  he 
induced  the  Duke  of  ( ilmu-ester,  Sir  William 
Johnson,  Henry  Bostwick  and  others,  to  form  a 
eorapany  to  work  the  copper  minee  of  Lake  8u- 
j>erior,  but  it  was  done  in  a  half-hearted  way,  and 
in  1774  the  company  was  dissolved.

He  was  ordained  to

1829;  was  pastor  at

HENRY,  Edward  Stevens,  reprewntative, 
was  born  in  Gill,  Mass.,  Feb.  10,  1k:I6  ;  sun  of 
Edwanl  Fish  and  Kliza  (Stevens)  Henry,  grand- 
son of  David  and  Prudence  (Fish)  Henry  and  a 
deaoendant  of  Hngh  Henry,  one  of  the  flnt 
settlers  of  the  town  of  Colcrain,  Mass.,  in  1738. 
Tlie  family  was  Scotch-Irish,  enugiatiiig  from 
near  Coleraine,  Ireland.  He  removed  to  Rtx-kvillo, 
Coon.,  in  1848,  attended  the  publio  acboola,  and 
became  a  ■uooeasftil  business  man.  Be  served  in 
several  IcK^al  iM.liiirjil  offices.  He  w;is  married 
in  1860  to  Luciua  E.,  daughter  of  Silas  M.  Dewey, 
of  Labaium,  Odbb.  He  waa  a  state  aanator, 

1887-88;  a  delegate  at  largo  to  tlie  Repdljlican 
national  convention  in  WSS,  and  treasurer  of  tlie 
state  of  Connecticut,  188©-fl8.  He  was  a  repro- 
aentative  from  the  first  oongrossional  district  of 
Oonnecticut  in  the  94th.

HENRY,  Qustavus  Adolphus,  senator,  was 
lx)rn  in  Scott  county,  Ky.,  Oct.  8.  1h04;  son  of 
Gen.  William  Henry.  He  wjvh  educated  at 
Transylvania  university,  graduating  in  1825; 
pnu'tisod  law,  and  repn-sented  Christian  county, 
Ky.,  in  the  state  legislature,  18ai  and  1838.  He 
was  niarrled  in  1688  to  llarion  lloClare,  of  Clari» 
ville,  Tenn., 
and  he  made 
that  city  his 
home.  Ue  was 
a  Whig  candi- 

ilate  fur  elector 
in  livlO  ;  an  un- 
sueoeaaful  can- 
didate for  rep- 
resentative in 
the  27th  congres.s  in  |si  .';  a  Whii,' candidate  for 
elector  for  the  slate  at  large,  1844, 1848  and  1858 ; 
a  repreamtative  in  the  atate  legishiture,  1851-88 ; 
and  unsuccessful  candidate  for  guvernnr  against 
Andrew  Johnson  in  1853.  He  was  a  delegate  to 
the  Union  national  convention  of  I.SOO,  that  met 
at  Baltimore  and  nominated  Bell  and  Everett. 
He  joined  the  Confederate  cause  In  1861  and  waa 
a  Confederate  States  S4'natnr,  1^01-65.  a  firm  sui>- 
porterof  the  policy  of  President  Davis.  In  July, 
1888,  when  the  newa  of  the  Ml  of  Vieksbnrg 

reached  theConfederatecaj)ital  he  niaile  u  iK'table 
sfteoch  in  the  C.S.  senate  that  would  have  won 
for  him  renown  if  it  had  been  pronounced  under 
more  favoiable  conditicoa  for  poblioity.  After 
the  war  he  resnmed  the  praettoe  of  law  but  took 
no  part  in  public  afTairs,  He  died  in  CSarksville, 
Tenn.,  Sept.  10,  1880.

H« 
studied  law  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  and 
practise<l  in  Virginia,  wliere  be  was  married  to 
Sarah  SoarlK>rough.  He  was  a  man  of  laigia 
means.  lie  was  a  burgess  from  Aooomao  county 
in  1779;  a  delegate  to  the  Continental  oongreas, 
17'*0-.'(l  ;  jiKlifo  of  the  court  f)f  ailmimJfy.

William U<uiry  {1701-1S',*4),  solilit-r.  lie  wii.setlu- 
eafead  at  Georgetown  aciult-iny,  Ky.,  at  Jefferson 
Uedieal  college.  Phil.-i<1elphia,  and  at  the  Coliege 
of  Physicians  atui  Sui  goona  where  he  was  gradu* 
ated  M.D.  in  1817.  Heserved  as  surgeon's  nittt«  in 
the  war  of  Mli  under  his  father,  who  was  major> 
geneial  of  Kentttoky  troops  at  the  battle  of  the 

Thames.  IT'"  pnK'tistvl  tnedioiiie  in  Ilopkinsville. 
Ky.,  and  then  in  orgimixt^d  tlie  ilrst  tctuimr- 
ance  society  in  tlie  state.  On  the  doath  of  his 
brother,  Robert  Pryor  Heniy,  Aug.  93, 1888,  be 
was  elected  a  representative  from  the  Logan 
district  in  tiio  IDth  con^l^l•es^  tu  i-uniiilrtii  the  im- 
ecqtired  term,  1836-37.

HBNRY,  Joseph,  scienti.st,  was  born  in  Albany, 
N.Y.,  Dec.  17.  1799 ;  son  of  William  and  Annie

fa  the  village,  but  passing  hi.s  time  chielly  in  de- 
vouring every  book  of  romance,  drama,  poetrjr 
and  fiction  he  could  find,  feeding  tluis  a  vivid 
imagination,  invaluulde  to  liiin  as  an  iinesti- 
gator  in  after  years.  During  this  period  his 
fatiMT  died  in  JMmaj  whan  the  bogr 


eight  or  nine  yean  old.  Joseph  was  awakened 

suddeidy  from  his  worhl  of  dreams  by  n  \hh)U  of 
lectures  on  natural  science,  placed  opiHirtunely 
iu  his  way  during  a  brief  Uluess,  and  imnedi" 
ately  began  with  ardor  the  pursuit  of  knowledge 
whioh  ended  only  with  his  death.  He  was  at 
thi.s  time  in  Ali)aiiy  and  his  mother  was  iu 
Straitened  uircumstatiues.  Ue  studied  in  the 
evenings  with  the  instructors  of  the  Albany 
academy,  and  Liter,  by  tfin  liing.  he  a«i|uind 
the  means  to  pursue  a  regular  couim-  at  the 
academy.  He  then  obtained  an  Ap|>ointnient  BS 
tutor  in  the  family  of  Stephen  Van  liensitelaer, 
the  patroon,  an  old  friend  of  the  family,  who 
had  watehfd  his  course  with  interest,  and  gave 
to  his  pupiht  Uiree  hours  of  his  time  each  day. 
In  the  meantime  he  waa  assistant  to  Dr.  T. 
Iloint'vti  Wffk  in  his  cliemical  experiments,  and 
under  his  direction  pursued  a  courst-  in  anatomy 
and  physiology.  In  18S5  he  was  appointed  chief 
Burveyorof  a  proposed  state  road  from  Albany 
to  Buffalo.  He  was  professor  of  mathematics  at 
tliu  Albany  academy,  lb"2ft-;i2  ;  prt)fcssor  of 
natural  pliiiosophy  at  tlie  Ck>llege  of  New 
Jersey,  Princeton,  1889-48,  and  professor  emer- 
itus, 184'<-78  ;  an  !  first  sicretary  and  director 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  1807-78.  In 
the  field  of  electrical  science  Henry's  re- 
■eamhee  were  pnrfound  and  extensive  and  the 
results  attained  by  bim  were  of  the  greatest  im- 
|Kirt.»nco  and  value.  He  repeated  many  of  the 
experiments  of  Arago,  Ampere,  Schweigger, 
Sturgeon  and  others,  elucidated  maiijr  prlncipki 
not  di.scovered  by  earlier  investigators  and  added 
much  to  the  knowledge  of  electro-magnetism. 
His  experimejits  in  electro-magnetic  induction 
were  especially  far-reaching  and  brilliant  and 
led  to  the  discovery  of  principles  which  becuM 
the  foundations  of  many  branches  of  the  eleo* 
trical  inihistries.  His  accomplishments  in  this 
direction  have  hi  en  recognized  by  the  »nientifio 
world  by  giving  the  name  "henry"  to  the  unit 
of  self-indnotion.  He  abo  made  important  in- 
vest ij^'at  ions  in  tlie  subject  of  atnios|ilieric  elec- 
tricity and  formulated  plans  for  the  protection  of 
huildingB  from  damage  by  lightning.  Between 
and  1M0,  he  made  ehilx>rate  experiments  tO 
determine  the  Is-st  method  of  COOStructiug  eleo- 
tro-magnets  and  of  (ulopting  battery  currents  of 
TBiying  strengths  to  tliera.  These  experimenta 
wwre  carried  on  rimoltaneonsly  with  and  reached 
the  Hamo  result  iis  those  made  by  Ohm.  The 
princTipIe,  now  univers.-illy  known  as  "  Ohm's 
la  w,'^  that  the  current  in  any  circuit  is  equal  to  It! 
intensity  divided  by  the  resistance  of  the  con- 
ductor, was  independently  discovered  and  applied 
by  Henry.  When  he  hegj»n  liis  rcMrarchesin  1897 
the  electro-magnet  was  an  ineflicient  instrument, 
',vt  ft  bar  of  iron  wound  looialywiChft

This  ha  called  a  quantity  magnet  iN-cause 
it  required  a  quantity  battery,  and  it  is  this 
magnet,  with  Its  especial  battery,  which  forms 
till'  sliort  I.kmI  "  ircuit  <>{  tli,.  t«'I.-;;ra|ih.  Tli.^ 
necesMiry  c-oniie<-ii<>n  of  the  luogucUt  with  their 
respective  bittterieH  forms  the  independent  dia* 
oovery  of  Hfiiry  of  the  law  of  proportion  lx»twccn 
the  projwtile  force  t>f  the  liatt-ery  ainl  the  resist- 
ance ill  tlie  wire  of  the  magnet  and  length  of 
circuit.  Ueury  published  an  account  of  hia  mag- 
nets and  pointed  oat  the  practical  application  of 
liis  priiicipli  s  t"  tlio  tc!f;j;niph  in  IS,'M  iti  the 
Amei'ican  Jourmtl  of  Sri^  inx.  The  Haute  year  he 
tmnanlttetl  signaU  through  a  wire  over  a  mile 
long,  causing  a  bell  to  ring  at  the  further  end  of 
the  wire.  This  length  of  wire  wan  sufllcient  to 
illustrate  to  hi.s  pupils  hiii  principl<*H  which  in 
1898  allowed  a  message  to  be  sent  around  the 
world.  At  Prinoaton,  Henry  stretched  hia  tete- 
gxapliic  win'4  acrona  the  rnlle^'e  grounds,  com- 
Blttnicutiiig  with  Mrs.  Ili-iiry  in  hia  residence. 
He  made  there,  in  is.'.lt,  his  largest  magnet, 
called  **  Big  Den  "  by  the  student*,  and  showed 
how  an  Intensity  magnet,  when  excited  by  dis- 
tant iiinui-nre,  mij^ht  he  iiiailo  to  or  <'lose 
the  circuit  of  this  powerful  quantity  utagiiet, 
btisglDg  tt  thna  into  action  at  a  distance.  This 
device  of  opening  one  circuit  by  means  of  another 
ia  used  in  the  telegraph  in  the  relay,  to  call  into 
action,  to  continue  the  line  to  another  intensity 
drouit,  and  to  bring  into  play  the  local  quantity 
dronlt.  It  was  oaed  by  Henry  from  1888  at 
rriin  t  tnn.  liavirig  Ik-cm  jM-iliaps  invenl'  il  by  biin 
earlier.  lie  .•showed  by  it  how  powerful  etrocis 
might  be  produced  at  a  distance,  causing  his 
magnet  in  the  laboratory  to  lift  and  drop  thou- 
sands of  pounda  by  electrical  communication 
hia  waideaoB  on  tlie  ofpodte  aide  of  the 


college  grounds,  the  same  principle  as  was  snl^ 
aequeutly  used  in  working  machineiy  brom  ft 
distanoe.  In  hia  telegraphic  experiments  Henry 

u.s4'cl  the  earth  for  the  return  current  at  least  as 
early  as  it^,  being  the  first  to  complete  the 
circuit  in  (liia  way.  In  1887  Wheatstone'and 
Cook  weie  struggling  vainly  with  the  tdc^'rapb, 
having  discarded  the  electro  magnet,  an  ewntiol 
element  of  their  project,  flnding  it  incajmble  uf 
action  at  a  distance.  Henry,  then  in  London, 
oame  to  their  anlstanoe  with  his  two  magnete 
and  explained  to  Wlicatstone  the  priticipleii  of 
his  combinatioiiH,  in  thi.s  way  rendering  practi- 
cable the  telegraph  in  England.  Qn  his  return 
to  America  he  aided  Morse  through  personal 
interviews,  by  the  exhibition  of  his  own  tele- 
graphic apparatuH  in  Princeton,  and  by  advice 
and  sympathy  by  letter,  until  tite  telegraph  waa 
tntroduoed.  The  Horse  instrument  was  a  local 
type  recorder;  ItoouM  not  act  at  a  liistaiu  <■  until 
Dr.  Leonard  T.  Qale  applied  Henry's  pi  iii(  i|ih',s 
and  made  the  invention  inactieable.  Not  es.sen- 
tial  to  the  telegnpli,  it  waa  anpencded  by  tlie 
phonetic  system  of  hitting  a  metal  sounder  by 
ini'aii^«  iif  a  lii'ivin^  bai-.  t)ie  simple  ilevirr  of 
Lieury  in  his  Albuny  telegi-uph  uf  Ib^tl,  iu  which 
a  bar  of  Iron,  vibrating  between  the  polea  of  an 
eleotro-magnet,  struck  a  Ih  II.  .Ml  the  esM-ntial 
elemento  of  the  electroiiiagnetic  tele^;raph,  viz., 
the  phonetic  device  of  bitting  a  nn'lal  soiimler, 
the  two  magnets,  the  one  in  the  long,  tlie  otlier 
in  the  short  eircnit,  their  connection  with  their 

reN|MM'tive  batteries,  tlie  oiwiiiii;;  of  om>'  rin-uit 
by  means  of  another, — couM  have  been  iiateiited 
by  Henry  as  early  as  I8:i:t  had  he  been  ao  inclined, 
but  he  refused  to  tie  up  for  his  own  use  dtaoofi- 
eries  which  he  hoped  miuht  l>enent  tlte  world. 
In  11^.11  he  inveiit«Hl  his  elt-ctro-magiietic  engine 
for  maintaining  continuous  motion  by  means  of 
an  automatic  polOKShanger,  which  pnrved  an  im< 
portant  step  in  the  developnieiit  of  tin-  art  of 
converting  the  ele<-tric  current  into  meclianical 
{Htwer.  Henry  entered  the  field  of  the  induction 
of  currente  as  early  as  1827,  obtainingapaite  fhwi 
a  common  magnet  before  he  made  his  electro- 
magnets, thuK  luaUiiii;  the  ili^i  ov ery  nf  iiiaL;neto- 
electricity  before  Faraday,  w-hu  announced  it  in 
188S.  In  18!W  or  1830  he  discovered  the  extra 
current,"  discovered  by  Fiaradar  in  1834.  In  1831 
he  obtained  induced  currents  and  sparks  with 
his  electro-magnets,  as  he  had  with  the  common 
magneta,  and  winding  a  reel  with  a  mile  of  wire 
to  be  revolved  between  the  arma  of  a  huge  mag- 
net, antioipatt'd  the  dynamo.  In  1832  he  made 
other  valuable  experiments  in  this  line  and 
published  his  first  paper  uixin  the  subject  in 
the  A«eced*N0a  of  the  Anericaa  Fhiloaopliloal 
aooiety.  In  1814  ke  pmecuA  in  FMnoetoo  the 
aubjeotoC  ilie  *' extra oumBt**  witb oopper ilb* 
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boat  in  ooils,  producing  spu-ka  from  tii«  elbow 
which  could  Ik-  lieard  in  the  rc.xt  room.  He 
fouod  tliat  a  secondary  current  could  produce  a 
third,  thta  a  fovrCh,  and  lo  oo.  He  made  a 
"  (luiiiitity  "  induced  current  produce  an  "  inten- 
sity," and  vice  verm.  He  discovered  the  osciUa- 
tory  diameter  of  the  electrical  discharge ;  and 
«ntioi|iatiiig  the  wirelem  tel^giaphj  of  1000, 
induoed  evciento  at  a  distance  >-in  a  plate  in  the 

eellarot  tbePhilouophical  Hall  while  the  priin.-iry 
onrfent  waeio  the  upper  story,  and  between  two 
wiree  stcetolied  aoroas  the  ooUeKe  grounds,  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  apart,  with  a  college  building 
intervening.

his  residence  to  his  laboratory.  He  began  with 
this  subject  in  1834  and  1835,  anil  the  same  year 
diaoovered  electrical  screeniiig.  Be  made  namar* 
om  ezperimente  on  the  variona  parts  of  a  con- 
ducting wire ;  on  atmospheric  electricity,  by  fly- 
ing kite-,  (ill  till?  ciillr).'*-  trioiinds  ;  on  the  tenacity 
of  water  in  soap  bubbles^ ;  on  light,  heat,  phoe- 
pihontio  emaaatioiw;  and  thooaande  of  other 
oxp^riraents,  many  of  which  be  never  pubUshed. 
His  lectures  to  his  students  at  Princeton  included 
geology,  mineralogy  and  archit<»cture.  In  1827- 
88  be  aided  Dr.  Beck  in  developing  bis  state 
^ftem  of  meteofologloal  obewvations.  In  1886- 
87  he  visitetl  Euroi)e.  where  he  made  the  ac- 
quaintance of  leading  scientists,  and  in  1839 
proposed  t»  tha  VJS.  lovemment  to  carry  on 
■imultaneoue  magnatia  and  matooralogical  ob- 
•enrations  at  appointed  itatkiBa.  When  congress 
1  the  Smithaonian  Inatitution  in  August,

Joseph  Henry 
was  appointed  flrat  secretary  and  director,  and  he 
equippeil  and  develo|>ed  the  establiHhment.  In 
order  to  continue  his  work  in  Washington,  he 
de<'liiied  the  chair  of  natural  philoftophy  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  presi- 
dency of  the  College  of  New  Jersey  In  1^8,  and 
again  in  18(57,  nlllioii;;!!  tlir  s;il.iry  of  eitlicr  iil:i<-i» 
would  have  bten  double  tliat  riHeivtil  from 
the  government.  Ha  made  nuiiiy  ex|K-rinient3 
in  aoouatica  for  government  buildings  and  aim 
on  the  tenacity  of  building  atones,  and  in  many 
other  matters  for  which  his  aid  wits  re<iuirtMl. 
All  the^  services  to  the  government  were  given 
without  change.  He  origiaaled  the  qratem.  of 


investigationa  which  raaoUed  In  the  gorem* 

nient  weather  reporting  sy.stem  ;  he  heljied  to 
organize  the  U.S.  light-ltouse  board  in  1H52, 
and  was  made  chairman  of  the  board  in  18fl. 
He  abto  advised  the  formation  of  tl>e  national 
light-house  system,  and  investigations  in  its  be- 
half were  among  the  last  timt  occupie<l  hi.s atten- 
tion. During  bis  connection  with  the  light-bouae 
board  he  made  an  Interesting  series  of  experi- 
meata  on  sound  in  connectioit  with  thf  w.'ivw 
and  on  the  echo  from  the  waves;  and  also  es- 
IH'riniented  on  the  burning  of  oils,  devising lampe 
which,  by  the  introduction  of  cheaper  oils,  saved 
the  government  millions  of  dollars.  He  waa 
elected  president  of  tlie  American  As?<4>ciatioa 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science  in  1849 ;  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Scien<-e.  and  its  president,  I'Jfi.'^-TH  :  n  fellow  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Art.s  and  ScienceM ;  and  a 
member  of  the  American  Philosophical  sooie^ 
and  of  numerous  other  learned  aooiatiaa.  He  was 
knighted  by  the  King  of  Norway  and  Sweden 
an'l  wa.s  made  master  of  St.  Olof.  He  receiviHl 
the  honorary  degree  of  A.M.  from  Union  college 
in  1888.  and  that  of  LL.D  fiom  tiie  Callage  of 
South  Oaroliaa  in  1838,  from  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New  York  in  1850,  and  from  Harvard 
in  1851.  Hix  i>ai>er8  printed  in  Boientific  publica- 
tiona  indttde  over  150  subjects ;  bis  official  papem 
include  a  aeriaa  on  meteorology  in  Ita  connection 
with  iigricultoia,  contributed  to  the  Agricultural 
Reporta  (18S5-88).  and  Scientific  W'ritinga  of 
Jo$eph  Henry,  published  by  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitution in  two  volumes  (1888).  He  edited  th« 
annual  volumea  of  ^ 
the  Smithmnian  Re- 
port* (184(^77)  and 
published  ^OobMS 
of  Ijcetureaon  Pliys- 
U!»(1844).  After  his 
a  memorial 
fas  held  in 
his  honor  in  the 
house  of  represen- 
tatives, attended  by 
the  Preaident  and 

all  the  head-*  of  de- 
IKirtment.s,  represen- 
tatU'es  of  learned 
aocietiea  and  a  large 
conooune  drawn  by 
afTiT'tion  as  well  as 
respect.

HENRY,  Patrick,  atateeman,  was  bom  in 
Studley,  Hiinover  county.  Va..May  29.  1786;  aon 
of  Jxlin  uikI  Siirah  (Winston)  Svihl'  llonry.  antl 
grandsun  of  Alexander  and  Jean  (Robertson) 
Henry,  of  Abenleen,  Sootland,  who  oaroe  to 
Vir^:itii:i  prior  to  I7'!0,  ainl  of  Is.Ha<5  ami  Mary 
(l>;il>ney)  Winston.  Joim  Henry  was  a  nu-niber 
of  the  Cliuri-li  of  EnKlninl,  a  dainical  scholar, 
and  a  bruUier  of  the  Iti^v.  I*ulri(!k  Henry,  first 
rector  of  St.  Oeor^o'i*  parish.  SpattRvlvania 
county,  jitnl  nil inuiti-Iy  >>f  St.  Paul's  par'sli.  liaii- 
OTer  county,  ilia  tuotlier  waa  a  I'reshyterijui,  a 
iMcr  of  tha  Rev.  William  Robertson,  of  the  Old 
Qnj  Friars  ohureb,  Edinbtiruh,  and  cousin  of 

thu  Rev.  William 
Kobort.Hon,  tho  Scot- 
tish historian.  Pat- 
riok  Henry's  maternal 

(fmnilfather,  Isjiar 
Winston,  came  from 
York.sliirc,  Knglatnl, 

to  Virginia  early  in 
the  eif^hteenth  cen- 
tury mill  wa.H  nKirried 
to  Mary  Dabney. 
Their  daughter  Samh 
wa.s  rnarricil.  first  to 
Col.  Joiwi  Synjo,  v*'ho 
dicil  in  1T:<1,  and  thi-n 
to  John  Henry,  who 
took  h«irto  his  home 
in  Studley.  They  roniovcl  to  "  The  Uftreat."  six 
miles  further  from  Kieliniond,  vvhiln  I'atrick 
was  an  infant,  and  here  he  at(en<l<*d  a  com- 
mon English  school,  where  he  learned  to  read 
and  write  and  mastered  the  first  principleH  of 
arithmetic.  After  he  was  ten  yearn  uU\  hin 
father  was  his  only  tutor.  He  became  profl- 
oient  in  Latin,  gained  a  little  knowledge  of  Oreek 
an<l  wii-s  a  g'wi'l  mathematician.  He  was  well 
versed  in  ancient  and  m(Hl*M'n  histoiy  whou 
he  wan  fifteen,  and  bad  actjuired  nomeknowiedga 
of  the  French  language.  Wheneigbteenyeanof 
Bfce  he  established  with  hts  brother  William  a 
country  store  wliicli  they  cunihict«'d  unprolilaMv 
one  year  and  then  wound  ^up  the  basiuess.  lie 
was  married  in  1754  to  Sarah,  daughter  of  John 
Sliellim,  also  of  H.innver  cotinty.  who  hrou^^ht  tO 
him  six  nc;;ro  sl.ivcs  and  300  acres  of  land.  He 
made  a  poor  existence  by  farming  and  was  fre- 
quently helped  by  his  father.  To  add  to  his  mis- 
fortunes bis  dwelling-house  was  burned,  together 
with  bia  ftiniltnre.  EEe  then  sold  tome  of  his 


negnms  and  with  tite  ptooeeds  purclia.<iod  a  I 
of  goods  for  a  country  stun.  Two  yearn'  espe* 
rienee  found  bim  in  debt.  He  tliereupon  com* 
meticed  tliestudy  of  the  law,  and  within  .six  weeks 
after  takini;  up  '*Coke  upon  Littleton"  and 
"  Digest  of  the  Virginia  Acts,"  he  apjieared  be- 
fore Peyton  and  John  Randolph,  George  Wythe, 
Robert  C.  Nicholas  and  Edmund  Pendleton  at 
Williamshur;;  to  l>o  examined  for  admi.ssion  to 
the  bar.  The  Randolphs  signed  the  license,  buft 
Wythe  refused,  while  Nioholaa  and  Pendleton  on 
pmmis4'  iif  fiidiri-  reading  also  si;.,'nfd  tin'  lici-nse, 
Henry  jip|H'ai>i  to  have  l>eeri  hensihlu  to  liis  de- 
ficiencii<H  for  lie  tMintinue^l  his  studies  ftir  some 
montlis  before  beginning  to  pmotise.  In  1760  ba 
bad,  accordinir  to  his  account  book,  sixty  clients 
and  ha'l  rliui  .1  nin'  liiindrfd  and  M>vcnty-fivo 
fees.  Ue  iKH>a  relieved  himself  of  liis  debts  and 
supported  his  fismily  oomfortably,  besides  help- 
ing hi.s  father-in-law,  who  was  not  a  pnisfwrous 
man  and  who  kept  a  tavern  at  Hanover  Court 
House,  where  the  »un-in-law  lived  u  Idle  on 
attendance  at  court.  On  Nov.  8,  1763,  he  was 
retained  by  the  colony  in  the  eelebnited  "  par- 
sons' ruse,"  involving  tlio  coiistitutionalily  <.f  the 
"  option  law."  also  known  as  llio  '•two-penny 
ad.  '  p:isscd  by  the  Virginia leginlature.  As  early 
as  1606  the  salary  of  a  rcKttor  of  the  Establislied 
Cimrch  In  Virginia  was  fixed  by  .statute  at  16,000 
pounds  of  tobacco,  to  be  levied  by  the  vestry  on 
the  parish.  The  law  was  re-enacted  and  ap- 
proved by  the  king  in  1748.   At  this  time  and  for 

some  years  after  the  value  of  tohjicco  wjls  two 
IK'iu-e  a  |M)iind.  wlii<di  wa-s  lifly  |>er  cent,  advance 
on  till'  value  of  Hi'.tO.  when  the  law  liad  lieen  lirst 
fixed.  In  October,  IToo,  the  house  of  burgesses, 
finding  that  a  drought  luui  so  cut  simrt  the  crop 
of  toba<'<'o  that  it  WMuM  !>•'  ini]>ossili|i>  fur  the 
people  to  |Mty  their  toliiu'CM  debtii  in  kind,  paased 
an  act  making  it  lawful  for  debtim  to  pay  their 
tobacco  dues)  and  taxes  in  money  at  the  rate  of 
two  pence  for  every  pound  of  tobacco,  this  ai  t  to 
continue  in  force  for  ten  months.  Tohai-co  hav- 
ing risen  in  value  in  consequence  of  the  short 
crop,  some  of  the  clergy  were  unwilling  to  forego 

the  advnntaKc  of  eiillccting  their  salaries  in  kind 
and  upiK'alod  to  the  crown  to  annul  the  a»!t.  In 
17.18,  it  being  apparent  that  the  tohacoo  crop 
would  again  fall  sliort,  a  similar  act  was  passed, 
to  continue  In  force  one  year.  Neither  of  these 
ai'ts  h.id  the  usual  clause sus|K'ndiiig  its  u|H'ration 
until  the  royal  sanction  was  obtained.  On  this 
ground  the  representative  of  tlie  Virginia  clergy 
obtained  the  veto  of  the  king's  council.  Thi^  Ii-d 
the  liev.  James  Maurr  to  sue  the  colony  fur 
damages,  a.s  tlie  price  of  tol>aoooat  the  time  liad 
appreciated  two-thirds,  and  lie  reoovarsd  to  equsi 
the  maikst  prioe  of  tobacco.  A,  new  trial  was 
allowed  and  though  the  cause  was  considered 
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lost,  Henrj  was  employed  as  ooanael  for  the 
colony.  He  diHcuH»«<l  the  mutual  relations  and 
noiprooal  duties  of  the  king  to  Itia  aubj«ct»,  and 
«C  the  olergjr  to  tiwir  {Muuhioaas,  and  when  he 
deolnred  that  tho  king  who  wouM  insist  on  such 
a ptinoiple  as  advanced  would,  instead  of  renuiin- 
inf  the  father  of  Iuh  people,  degenerate  into  a 
tyiant  and  would  forfeit  all  rights  to  the  obe- 
dienoe  of  his  subject*!,  the  murmur  of  "treason** 
nut  through  the  court -Hduso,  and  thi'ii  when  lio 
cmtinued  by  denouncing  tite  parsons  for  refus- 
ing to  share  the  hardshipa  of  the  obnunnnity, 
tliey  li'ft  the  court-room  in  a  bo<ly.  When  the 
jury  brought  in  a  verdict  nf  one  i>enny  fur  the 
plaintiff  the  enthusiastic  iH«o])ie  lK>re  tlie  young 
advocat'e  on  their  shouldecB  in  triumph  around 
the  court  s  ;ir<l.  FatHok  Henry  tn  the  Hanover 
court  hoiis.'  had  struck  the  kcyJiott>  of  the  Amer- 
ican Itovolution.  His  practice  rapidly  increased 
and  in  1765  he  was  elected  to  the  house  of  bur- 
gesses to  fill  a  vacancy.  Her©  he  took  his  sent. 
May  '20,  and  met  all  his  examiners  of  two  years 
before  except  John  Randolph,  besides  many  other 
distinguished  statesmen  of  Virginia.  ..Nine  days 
after  he  had  taken  his  seat  he  offered  resoTBttOns 
dSQjing  the  ri^rlit  of  Great  Britain  to  enforce  the 
■tanp  act  in  Virginia.  Peyton  Randolph,  Pen- 
dleton, Wythe  and  other  experienced  debaters 
opposed  the  reeolutlons,  but  after  what  Jefferson 
ohamcteriised  a  *'mo»t  bloody"  debate  Henry 
carried  his  rest)lutii>n8  by  a  nmjority  of  one. 
Jefferson  speaks  thus  in  bis  autobiography  of 
Heniy^is  talenta  as  an  omtor :  "They  were  gfeat 
indeed  :  such  as  1  have  never  lieiird  from  any 
other  num.  He  api>eured  to  me  to  speak  as 
Bonier  wrote."  It  was  in  this  debate  tliat  by 
Toioe  and  gesture  he  electrified  the  house  with 
w**GMar  had  his  Brutna,  Charles  the  Fhrst  his 

Cromwell,  and  George  tlu;  Tliird  ^  "TtMp 

Klllt"  cried  the  siieaker,  John  Robinson,  and 
**Treason  I  treason  I "  re-echoed  from  every  part 
of  the  hoiLse.  Without  faltering,  but  rising  to  a 
loftier  attitude  and  fixing  on  the  speaker  an  eye 
which  seemeil  to  flasli  fire,  Henry  completed  liis 
sentence,  "  muy  ^irqfit  bg  their  extimplt.  If  Uiit 
be  traason  make  the  most  of  it.^  From  that  mo- 
ment Patrick  Henry,  on  that  d:iy  twenty-nine 
jrears  old,  was  the  [jolilioul  lea  lcr  of  Virginia. 
In  1709  he  was  admitted  to  practise  in  the  gen- 
eral court  and  attained  eminence  in  criminal 
cases.  In  May,  1773,  he  helped  in  organizing 
and  was  nia<le  a  nicmlnfr  of  the  commit  lee  of 
oorreapondence.  In  1774  Ite  was  a  delegate  to 
the  Virginia  oonvention,  the  first  pnblio  aesem* 
bly  to  recommend  an  annual  genenil  congn-ss. 
He  w.is  a  deU'gato  to  the  Continental  congress, 
ITTl  Ti'i,  :iiid  oiieneil  the  first  session  by  a  speeoh 
in  which  be  declared,  "  I  am  not  a  Virginiaa» 
but  an  Anscioan."  Haaenredoiitheoommittee 
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to  prepare  the  address  to  the  Hag,  bat  his  diaft 

was  too  advanced  for  tlie  conaSfTattve  |Nirty  lad 
by  John  Dickinson  and  the  address  was  modi- 
fled.

otie  to  sp'nli  npainst  it.  Tlie  vote  of  one  col- 
ony defeated  the  measure  and  Patrick  llenry 
alone  arose  to  the  oecaision  that  precipitated  the 
war.  He  followed  thin  action  by  a  motion  be- 
fore the  Virginia  con  veiition,  March  23,  17T-").  to 
put  the  colony  in  a  state  of  defence  preivanilory 
to  war  which  was  threatening,  and  followed  the 
motion  with  a  speech  remarkable  in  the  exam- 
ples of  eloquence.  The  delegates  met  in  St. 
John's  Episcopal  church,  Richmond,  and  Mr. 
Henry  for  two  days  had  listened  with  mortifica- 
tion to  the  proceedings  which  had  been  directed 
toward  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  diflficulties 
between  ttio  colonies  and  Engl.md.  He  foresaw 
in  any  compromise  acceptable  to  the  king,  abso- 
lute eubmission  that  wonld  be  little  less  than 
slavery,  and  finding  that  some  IkiM  act  w.xs 
necessary  to  rou.se  tlie  patriotic  spirit  of  the 
assembled  delegates,  he  prepared  a  set  of  resolu- 
tiou  providing  for  an  immediate  organisation  of 
the  militia  and  the  placing  of  the  cM>lony  In  a 
condition  of  defence.  Tlie  readinp  of  tliese  reOO> 
lutions  alarmed  some  who  saw  in  them  revultt> 
tion,  disgrace  and  death,  and  such  delegatea 
deplored  Henry's  rashness  and  lack  of  prudence 
and  asked  him  to  withdraw  the  resolutions.  In- 
stead of  this  he  pronounced  his  immortal  oration, 
closing  with  the  sentence,  "  I  know  not  what 
ooorae  others  may  take,  bat  as  for  me.  glre  me 
liberty  or  give  me  deatli  I"'  To  quote  from  Wil- 
liam Wirt:  "  Ho  took  his  seat.  No  murmur  of 
applause  was  heard.  The  elliBat  was  too  deep^ 
After  the  tnnoe  of  a  mooMiit,  eeveral  membeis 
started  from  their  seata.  The  cry  *  to  arms  1* 
(M-MMued  to  quiver  on  every  lip  and  gleam  from 
every  eye.  Richard  H.  Lee  arose  and  supjiorted 
Henry  with  his  nsoal  spiiit  and  eloqnenoe.  But 
liis  meloily  was  lost  amid  tlie  agitations  of  that 
oceitn.  which  the  master-spirit  of  the  storm  liau 
lifted  on  liigh.  The  supernatural  voice  still 
sounded  in  their  ears  and  shivered  along  their 
arteries.  Tlieijr  heard  in  every  pause  the  cry  of 
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HbeirtT  or  doath.  Thtj  beoune  impatient  of 

■peeoli — their  souU  \v<»r«  on  flr«  for  action."  The 
iMolutioos  were  adopted.  In  Slay  he  led  a  voluo- 


teer  force  agalnut  Ijord  Dunmore,  the  royal 
governor,  to  oblige  liiin  to  restore  or  |*ay  for 
gunpowder  taken  from  tlie  public  magazine,  and 
be  (liiu  bfloama  the  le»der  in  resistmice  bjr  arnui 
to  Britlah  •uthoritf  In  Virginia^'  The  Virgini* 
r<inv(>nti(>n  of  l"".")  ina<le  liirn  c-onimander  of  all 
the  Virginia  forces  and  during  his  almenre  in 
Philadelphia  on  attendance  at  tlu*  r<-<-oii  J  8i>->wion  of 
the  Contineiital  congrpfw,  oommiaeioned  him  oolo> 
nal  of  the  lat  Virginia  regiment  When  the  Vir- 
ginia troo{M  were  t-iiki-n  into  the  Continental  army 
congress  commiBsiuaed  a  subordinate,  brigadier- 
genaial,  and  offered  a  tingle  regiment  to  Ootooel 
Henry,  whodeclin(><}  any  odiiiiniMjuoa  from  tlmt 
body.  lie  was  elected  to  tlio  Virginia  conven- 
tion of  May,  1770.  charged  with  "  the  care  of  the 
leintblic,*'  the  royal  governor  Itaving  fled.  Thla 
oooTention  fhmied  a  ne«r  eoostitotion  and 

elected  Honry  tho  first  ^,'nvrrnor  of  the  fitJ»t«  on 
the  first  ballot.  Ho  was  re-t!iet'tod  in  1777,  1778, 
1784  and  l7H->  and  in  17h6  declined  a  re-election. 
In  1777  be  planned  and  sent  out  the  Oeot^ 
RoKern  Clarke  expedition  which  eonqoered  the 
northwost.  and  would  not  ratify  the  treaty  with 
Great  Britain  until  tlto  northwest  poets  were 
•nrrendered  ee  agreed  by  the  treaty.  Be  served 
in  the  Virginia  convention  that  ratified  the  Fed- 
eral constitution,  and  after  vfliemently  opjuising 
it  ax  daii|;eroUH  to  the  lilH-rties  of  tlie  iteopli- lie 
offered  aniondiuont.4  to  Uie  inatrument  which 
were  partially  adopted.

In  171».>  he 
declitieil  the  |H)sition  of  secretary  of  state  in 
Presid.  i-t  Washiogtpu'a  cabinet,  in  ITlMtbe posi- 
tion <  <f  i  I  In)  ice  of  the  U.S.  snpreme  court  and  the 
nomination  for  K"^'*'rnor  of  Virginia,  and  in 
1787,  the  miwiion  to  France  nlFered  by  President 
Adams.  In  1799  lie  allowed  himself  to  be  elected 


to  the  state  legidatore  f  n  order  to  oppose  the 

Virginia  re-siilutions  cjf  which  he  deemed 

dangerous,  but  he  died  Utfore  taking  his  seat. 
Hie  fint  wife  died  in  ITIS,  and  on  Oct.  9, 1717.  he 

married  as  his  svecond  wife,  Dorothea  SjHtlswood 
I>undridKe,  a  KnirnlilauKhler  of  (iov.

HERKIMER,  Nicholas,  soldier,  was  bom  on 
the  Bnraetsfleld  patent,  afterward  Herkimer 
county,  H.Y.,  about  17',*fl,  in  a  hooso  <  n  i  tiMl  by 
his  father,  Johan  Joet  (or  Hanyost)  Ergliemar  (or 
HsrUmeir),  about  17W,  one-lialf  a  mile  east  of  tJie 


atOBa  elnudi  at  Fort  Herkimer,  aod  wUoh  waa 
standing  in  18M.  His  father  some  tiuM  before 
1756  built  his  second  house,  a  stone  mansion, 
about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  west  of  the  stone 
ohuroh.  Both  these  houses,  with  thestonecliuroh, 
were  indnded  within  the  atooksde  of  the  fort. 
.Tohan  Jost  Herkimer  came  tn  America  in  1710 
with  a  party  of  I^Uatinates,  who  Mettled  on  Liv- 
ingston  Manor,  ColiunUa  county.  N.T.,  and  after 
a  few  years  removed  to  St-hoharie  county.  On 
Sept.  9,  1721,  tliis  party  of  94  persona  obtained 
I>ermis.<<ion  from  Governor  Burnet  to  purchase 
9400  acres  of  land  on  the  Mohawk  river  below 
Little  FWIs.  The  Indian  grant  was  dated  July 
9,  17-,!,  nni!  tin-  colonial  patent  ^i^'cn  by  the 
crown  cumuiissioners,  April  HO,  1725.  The  tract 
was  known  aa  Buraetsfield  patent,  and  one  bun- 
dred  acres  were  allotted  to  each  of  the  patentees 
selected  by  lot  and  t!»«  site  ot  Fort  Herkimer  fell 
to  Joh.'in  Jost  Herkimer,  who  wa.s  a  farmer  and 
also  carried  on  a  trade  with  tlie  military  posts  on 
the  frontisr,  soppljring  the  troops  with  whsal 
flour,  corn,  jwirk.  beef,  rum.  sugar  and  cnndles, 
17.28-40.    Ue  was  aUu  a  oouiwissiuner  of  pulilio 


roads.  Nicholas  was  oommisfdoned  a  lieutenant 

of  iniliti:i.  .Tan.  K.")*^.  titiil  whi  n  llw  Frencli 
and  Indians  attai-ked  German  Flatts  that  year 
he  was  in  oominand  of  Fort  Herkimer,  and 
was  instrumental  in  gathering  most  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  s(>ction  within  tbo  fort.  He 
received  from  his  father  the  gift  of  .VX)  acres 
of  land,  portions  of  Lindsey  and  Livingston's 
and  Fall  Hill  patents,  where  his  fhmily  man- 
sion w.iM  stili-ie<|ueutly  erected.  This  w;is  in 
the  Canajoharie  district,  Tryon  county.  Ua 
was  colonel  of  th<>  1st  liattaliori  of  militia  of 
the  county  in  1775  under  provincial  authority. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  committees  of  safety  of 
Ijoth  Tryon  and  Herkimer  counties,  177')-';(1,  and 
chairman  of  both  committees  in  1776.  Ue  was 
commissioned  by  congress  Sept.  5. 1776.  brigadier* 
R«>neral  of  nii1iti;i  <if  Trvim  i-nimty.  rrn''-"!  f^rtlie 
defence  of  Atneriran  liberty  and  placeil  in  com- 
mand of  tha  nartham  department.

8t.  Legar  liad  800  ngulan  and  1000  Indiana, 

while  Cblonel  nansev<x>rt,  who  commanded  the 
fort,  had  but  T.V)  »uen.  Colonel  St.  Leger  wnt 
out  a  force  to  intercept  Herkimer,  Aug.  5,  17T7, 
and  led  Uerlumer's  militia  into  tlie  wooded 
TBTine  near  Oriskany  on  either  aide  of  which  the 
Indians  were  cDiu-ealeil,  while  at  its  end  the 
British  regulars  were  alMi  in  amhusli.  The  rear 
guard  and  supply  train  <>r  (ienoral  Eerkimer 
were  captured  and  Uerlumer'a  b<nw  was  killed 
under  him.  while  he  was  himself  seriously 
wounded.  Still  able  to  sit  np  la;  took  a  roni- 
manding  position  under  a  tree,  and  wtiile  calmly 
smoUng  hia  pipe  dlreeted  the  battle.  He  ordered 
the  men  to  adojit  (lie  ladtaa  niode  of  warfare 
and  they  sejiarat^d  in  groupe,  flmliug  refuge  be- 
hind trees  and  rocks,  and  kept  up  the  figbt  till 
CJolonel  Willett  issued  from  the  fort  with  a  ooup 
■fdnable  force  and  the  Indians  were  driren  trom 
the  tu-Iil.  the  British  regulars  Koon  following.  St. 
Leger,  anticipating  the  arrival  of  another  relief 
putf,  raised  the  siege  and  ivtraated  into  Canada. 
Of  General  Herkimer's  force,  one-third  fell  on 
the  battlePield  and  many  were  mortally  wounded 
or  carried  away  captive.  General  Herkimer  was 
flonreyed  on  a  litter  to  his  house  thirty-five  miles 
dtatant.  His  leg  was  unakilfully  amputated  and 
he  died  ten  days  after  the  o|M'ration.  The  gov- 
ernment recognized  hin  services  hy  voting  in 
Oontinental  oongreaa  In  October,  1777,  to  nii.se  a 
monnment  to  the  menMny  of  "Brigadier  Herki- 
mer." The  act  waa  not  carried  out,  however, 
and  in  I"*.'?  ( iMVerimr  OeWitt  Clinton  urged  the 
New  York  legislature  to  do  what  congress  had 
fttlled  to  perform,  and  aa  the  bill  failed  he  re- 
peated tlie  request  in  his  next  mes-sage  in  IN'JS 
with  no  bett>>r  result.  In  1844  Judge  William 
Gampbell  petitione<l  the  28th  congreasto  reiiiK^ui 
the  promise  of  the  Continental  congress  of  1777. 
He  repeated  his  petition,  strengthened  hy  that  of 
the  Ni.nv  York  Historical  s.wiety  to  tlie  'Jt)I  Ii  con- 
gress. The  centennial  of  the  Imttle  was  cele- 
brated in  1877,  and  Horatio  Seymour,  pmtidrat

ye;irs  of  eir.irt.  Krouze  tJililets,  Ox4J  feet  on  the 
four  sill'  -  KJistrute  and  conuneniorute  the  hero 
of  Oriskauy  aud  record  the  names  of  his  gallant 
men  who  fell  figliting  in  their  counttyla  cause. 
The  accompanying  engraving  shows  General 
Herkimer's  house  at  Danube,  aliM  liis  grave, 
marked  by  a  Hag,  and  at  the  rtifitt  the  baae  of 
the  monnment  erected  in  18B4.  He  died  in 
Danulie,  N.Y.,  Aug.  17,  1777. 

HERMAN,  John  Qottlieb,  Moravian  bishop, 
was  bom  in  Niesky,  Prussia,  Nov.  18, 178B.  Ha 
was  educated  in  the  college  and  seminary  of  the 
Moravian  diurch  in  his  native  conntry.  ernirrated 
to  .America  in  1^17,  and  was  a  tea<'l>er  and 
preaclier  in  Pennsylvania  until  1844,  when  he 
was  elected  to  tlie  snprene  ejteoutive  board  of 
the  Moravian  church  and  he  vraa  consecrated  to 
the  episi  cijiai-y  in  Knro]>o,  Sept.  -7.  IMC.  Ho 
visited  the  missions  in  the  West  Indies  in  1846, 
and  In  1648  preatded  over  the  general  tynoi  of 

the  ent  ire  Moniviaii  <-1uircli  at  llerrnlmt .  S;ixony. 
In  1*40  ho  returned  to  the  I'liited  Slates  !is  jire- 
aiding  bishop  of  tlie  southern  district.  Wliile  on 
an  offlotal  visit  to  the  Cherokee  country  he  died 
in  a  log  cabin  in  the  wildemesa  of  sonthwestem 
Missouri.  July  20,  1n.-,4.

HBTH,  Henry,  soldier,  was  bom  in  Virginia  in 
l^'i'i.  His  gran>  I  filthier.  William  II«?tli,  wtis  born 
in  1733 ;  was  an  ofticer  under  General  Mont- 
gonary  In  the  Ftaneh  war  and  was  wounded  at 
Quebec ;  w.is  Heutenant-colnnel  in  the  8d  VirKinia 
regiment  during  tlie  Ameriuin  revolution,  and 
died  in  Ilichnioml.  Vii.,  April  15,  1S08.  Henry 
was  graduated  at  the  U.8.  Uilitary  academy  in 
1M7  and  was  assigned  to  the  6th  U.8.  faifantry. 
H«' was  rapiilly  aflvanced,  ami  was  n  '\'»i)t:iiii  in 
iy55.  On  April  25,  1801,  he  resigned  from  the 
U.S.  army  and  took  service  in  that  of  Virginia  as 
majorof  infantry,  March  16,  1861,  and  as  colonel 
of  the  Vtlh  Virginia  rpginn-nt,  Juno  17, 1801.  On

eral  in  the  Confederate  army,  and  after  a  cam- 
paign in  wastem  Virginia  his  brigade  with  those 
of  Williams  and  Ilninvhvi  v  M;ir-,lmll  formed  a 
division  un.lar  Mitrsiiall.

He  was  ordered  to  Gettysburg  to  secure 
anppliea  for  the  army,  Jane  1868.  On  July  1, 
he  opened  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  when  his 
division,  made  up  of  the  brigades  of  Generals 
Archer,  Pwttigrew.  Davi.s.  Brockenbrough  and 
Ckwk,  opposed  the  division  of  Reynolds.  On  the 
retreat  of  the  army  up  the  valley  after  the  battle 
of  Gf'ttysl)nr;r  In*  fought  at  Hrist<H>  Staticm,  Oct. 
U,  18ti3 ;  tlirc)ii^;l»  the  Wilderness  in  all  the  en- 
gagements to  Colli  IlarlMr  and  at  the  determined 
Stand  at  Siioitsylvania.  May  21.  18B4.  He  was 
snbHe<|iiently  transferred  to  Petersburg  and  bora 
a  roii^|iii'uims  ]i!irt  in  ■lefcndiiig  that  place,  and 
in  the  buttles  on  the  Weldon  railroad,  Aug.  18, 19 
md  86, 1864,  up  to  the  snnender  of  Lee,  April  9, 
IWa,  where  he  was  one  nf  the  general  offli-ers  re- 
ceived by  General  Gnmt  afU-r  tlie  eapitiilation, 
having  lieen  known  hy  the  victorious  commander 
as  a  subaltern  in  Mesioo  in  1847.  After  the  war 
he  engagsd  for  a  time  In  busineM  In  South  Osro- 
lina,  but  subsoqiionily  werit  to  Wnsliington.  D.C., 
where  President  (irant  offered  U)  place  him  in 
charge  of  the  Indian  bureau,  which  position  he 
deoUned.

President  the  position  of  personal  adviser  in  re- 
lation to  alleged  Indian  frauds  then  under  invert^ 
gation.

HEWES,  Joseph,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of 
Iiulei)t'ndence.  was  l>orn  in  Kingston,  N.J.,  in 
1730 ;  son  of  Adam  and  Providence  Hewes.  His 
parents  were  among  the  peisecvted  Qnaken  of 

New  I'iii;laiid  wild  were  rf>ini>elleil  to  Ir-avo  Con- 
neclit'ut  on  account  of  tlieir  reliKioiiH  tenets. 
When  crossing  the  Ilousatonic  river  tl>ey  were 
so  closely  pursued  bjr  Indiana  that  Mis.  Hewea 
was  severely  wounded  by  a  shot.  They  settled 

at  Kiii_',t  II,  N..I.,  iii'ar  Priiii-i'ton,  where  .Ti)st  |ih 
was  well  educated.  Ue  was  apprenticed  to  a 
meroliant  in  PhifaiF 
delphia,  and  later 
was  furnished  hy  his 
father  with  capital 
to  enter  the  shipping 
and  mercantile  busi- 
ne4>.s  on  his  own  ac- 
count. He  removed 
to  Edenton,  N.C.,  in 
1760,  where  he  en* 
gaged  in  business  and 
KiMin  became  promi- 
nent in  local  politics. 
He  waa  elected  a 
sliite  senator  in  1T63 
and  re-elect«!d  wvenil 
c«)nBerutivo  terms, 
and  in  1774  was  a  delegate  from  North  Carolina 
to  the  1st  Continental  oongress,  where  he  was  a 
nienilH'r  of  the  commilteo  that  prejiared  the  re- 
port on  "  the  statement  of  the  rights  of  the 
colonists  In  general,  the  several  instances  in 
which  their  rights  are  violated  and  infringed, 
and  the  moans  m<wt  proper  to  l>e  pursued  for 
obtaining  tlieir  restoration."  In  1775  he  left 
tlie  Society  of  Friends  because  of  its  action  in  con- 
demning the  prooeedings  of  the  Continental  oon<* 
gress.  He  was  active  in  promoting  (lie  iion-im- 
portatiou  agreement,  although  his  own  business 
was  virtually  ruined  by  the  compact.  In  1776 
he  waa  a  member  of  the  secret  committee,  of  the 
committee  on  claims  and  chairman  of  the  naval 
coniinit(<'e.  The  la^t  nnmc^d  |>oHit ion  made  him 
practically  tlie  first  secretary  of  the  navy,  and  as 
such  he  fitted  out  eight  armed  vessels  with  rs- 

niarkalilft  economy  rind  de>j>atch,  and  ptaTitied 
with  (Jeneral  Wasliiiigton  the  o]HTation  of  the 
campaign  of  1T76-T7.  lie  was  very  active  in  lai^ 
ing  supplies  in  his  state.  He  at  first  oppoeed,  but 
Unally  voted  for,  the  tmmedtate  adoption  of  the 
Declaration  of  Indeiwiidence,  in  acooidance  with 
the  resolution  of  the  North  Carolina  convention 
of  April,  1776,  which  was  the  earliest  colonial 
movement  toward  a  declaration  to  throw  off  the 
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BfitMi  joke.  Ill  ITTT.  wheu  the-  enemy  thrMt- 
ened  bis  own  btale,  he  vm»t«d  his  aeat  in  oaii< 
greM  and  gftve  IiIh  servlcflK  to  North  OuroHna

Pa.,  Aug.  1,  1844  ;  son  of 
John  and  Barbara  (Eynon)  Hicks;  grund.son  of 
JamoH  llicks  and  of  James  Eyiioii  ;  and  a  de- 
scendant of  George  Hicks,  who  with  liis  brother 
Lemuel  fled  firom  norfb  of  Oennany  (Holland)  to 
England  in  ICtli  (•••r.'nrj,a  refugeo  from  |x>]>i.sh 
persecution.  Tlio  Kynaus  are  of  Welsh  origin 
and  trace  their  ancestry  back  into  the  history  of 
that  ancient  people,  having  for  centuries  lived  In 
and  about  Ckudlff.  In  or  about  1840  John  and 
Barbara  Hicks  immigrated  from  Wales  to  Amer- 
ica, and  in  1847  settled  in  Dluir  county,  I'a., 
where  the  son  received  an  education  in  the  publio 
schools.

On  retirinj;  from  puhlic  life  he 
continued  his  law  practice  as  a  member  ot  the

Bis  father,  a  native  of  Elsoff,  Wittgenstein,  West- 
phalia, Germany,  arrived  in  Philadelphia  from 
R4.>tterdani  and  purch.isi'd  a  farm  in  (Joshcnlioj)- 
pen.

He  came  to 
America  as  a  boy  with  his  fatlier  and  succeeded 
him  in  Ida  ohsreh  In  Salem,  having  previously 
been  assistaat  to  the  Rev.  Henry  AVh  it  field,  at 
OuUford,  Conn.,  whose  daughter  he  married. 
He  was  one  of  tlie  leading  clergymen  in  New 
England,  being  serenty-two  years  in  tlie  minis- 
try ;  pabliahed  various  sermons  and  furnished 
the  attestnition  to  Cotton  Mather's  MaguaJia, 
which  w!iH  jirelixed  to  the  first  volume  i)f  that 
work.  He  wiw  pronounced  by  the  critic  H.  W, 
Griswold,  to  be  "  incomparably  tlie  beat  writer" 
among  the  American  Ptiritan  divines.  He  died 
in  Salem,  Mass.,  Di  e.  9,  ITif*. 

HIQQINSON,  Stephen,  delegate,  was  bom  in 
Salem,  Mass.,  Nov.  2^,  1743  ;  son  of  Stephen  and 
Elizabeth  (Cabot)  Higginson,  and  a  descendant  of 
the  Rev.  Francis  Hi^'ginson  (1S88-1030).  He  be- 
came a  nierclutnt  and  a  shipmaster,  and  accunui- 
lated  a  oonsiderable  fortune.  In  1774  he  visited 
England,  and  while  there  appeared  by  request  at 
tlie  lionse  of  commons  to  exjiress  liis  (ipinion  as 
to  the  licviilutiouary  feeling  in  Massjii-lnisctts.

He  removed  with  his 
jiariMits  til  New  York  city,  and  was  r<hicati'd 
ill  tlie  puhlic  schools,  \lv  iHM'anie  a  clerk  .and 
law  .student  with  (  ainpln  U  &  Cleveland  in  IM:{9, 
rising  to  tite  poaition  uf  utanaging  clerk,  and  was 
admitted  to  practise  in  the  court  of 
pi.  as  in  IMlCi.  He  acted  as  niastt^r  in  clianrcry 
for  heveral  y^ara.  Ounpbell  &  Cleveland  were 
the  oomisel  for  A.T.  Stowsrt,  the  "maiahant 


prince,"  and  in  1^  Mr.  Stewart  made  young 
Hilton  his  privatf  c'nuiscl  and  secretary.  He 
was  married  soon  after  to  £Ueu,  daughter  of 
Edward  Banker,  ooasin  of  Mrs.  Stewart,  and 
si.st^-r  of  James  H.  Banker,  president  of  the  Bank 
of  New  Y'ork.  He  was  a  judRe  of  the  court  of 
coniuion  pleas,  ISS'^i:!,  and  |>ark  cuniniissioner 
for  several  yean.

HINOriAN,  Jacob,  planter,  was  bum  iu  8t. 
riiul'd  parittli,  Talbot  ooonty,  Hd.,  only  son  of 
the  itev.  James  Hindnmn,  who  came  to  Amerioa 
from  England  about  1710,  became  rector  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Paul,  Talbot  county,  Md..  nnd  died 
in  1718.  Jacob  was  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
Rot.  Jaoob  Hendcraon  (for  witom  he  had  lieen 
named),  the  oomnjissary  of  the  Bishop  of  London 
for  the  province  of  Maryland.  He  was  married 
to  Mary,  daughter  of  Honry  Tripi^",  Esq.,  of  Dor- 
obeMer  county,  Md.  About  1744  be  removed  to 
Talbot  ooonty,  and  In  1748  parohawd  a  birge 
("stato  on  St.  ^ficliat-rs  Ttlvt-r,  whirh  lie  natned 
'•  Kirkham."  lie  engaged  in  iilantiug,  wiui  one 
of  the  lord  proprietary's  conunis-^ionors  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peaoa,  was  high  sheriff  of  tiie  ooonty, 
and  a  vestryman  of  St.  Mfehael^s  parish.  His  son 

.I.'uncH  raist'il  and  cornni.itnli-d  tin  indt'|M'ndent 
comi>any  in  1774-5 ;  was  treasurer  of  the  Eastern 
Shore,  from  May,  1777,  to  January,  1778^  waa  • 
member  of  the  third  executive  council  under 
Governor  Johnson,  and  of  the  houiteor  delegates, 
and  after  the  Revolution  removed  to  Baltimore, 
where  be  engaged  In  mercantile  business,  and 
died  In  1880.

HINDiHAN,  Thomw  CafMichael,  soldier,  was 
faoTD  in  Tippah  coant7.  Hiss.,  ftbout  1829 ;  son  of 
Thomfts  dArmiohael  Hindman,  an  offloer  in  the 
war  of  1813.  who  reinovod  from  near  KikixvIIU', 
Tena.,  to  Talladega,  Ala.,  and  subsequently  to 
near  BIpley,  Tippah  oonnty.  Hiss.,  where 
Thomas.  Jr.,  was  born,  and  received  a  t-omuion 
school  education.  He  went  to  Mexico  as  lieuten- 
ant in  the  2d  MixHi.viippi  regiuicut,  Colonel 
Clark,  1846,  and  aenred  till  the  oIom  of  the  war. 
He  aitiidied  law,  1847-49,  and  waa  admitted  to  the 
hfir.  Hfj  was  a  repri-sentative  in  the  state  lep:is- 
lature  in  1851  or  1852  ;  was  a  friend  of  Jefferson 
Davis,  and  advocated  the  right  of  the  states  to 
aeoada  aa  earljr  aa  18S1,  when  he  oanvaaMd  the 
■tate  In  oppoaitton  to  Henrj  8.  Ftoote,  TTnioDist. 
Hf  rtMiKivHil  to  Helena,  Ark.,  in  1853,  and  prac- 
tised law  with  Maj.  John  C.  Palmer.  He  repre- 
■anted  the  HelaM  diatrict  of  the  atate  In  the 
86th  congrew,  18iS8-81 :  supfiorted  Henry  M. 
Hector  for  goTemor  of  Arkansas  in  1859,  and 
was  rc-ctected  to  the  37th  congress  in  1880. 
When  the  atate  seceded,  he  raised  a  regiment  for 
the  Coafedaimto  Statee  army,  which  he  oom- 

mandod.  and  which  was  inrrcascil  to  n  lf>;;ii"in  hy 
the  addition  of  a  battalion  and  batttiry  of  artil- 
lery. He  was  at  Pittnian's  Ferry,  Ark.,  1861, and 
in  August  waa  aenC  to  Gave  City,  Ky.,  and  thenoe 
toCbrinth.ViaB.  HewaaoamniisBionedhrfgadier- 
genenil  \vhili'  in  Kentin-ky,  and  commanded  a 
division  at  Corinth,  April  &-7,  1862,  where  he  was 
thfown  from  his  horae  and  injated.  He  waa 
ooramissioned  major-general  the  day  before  the 
battle,  and  afterward  commanded  the  trans- 
MissLn^ippi  (li-'tnct,  with  headquarters  at  Little 
Book,  Ark.,  where  he  had  organized  a  new  armj 
of  18,000  araed  and  8000  unarmed  men,  when 
superseded  by  Hon.  Tlifiiijliilus  H.  HohtTes,  ITe 
commanded  tliu  <Juufcd«>rate  force  nt  the  battle 
of  Prairie  Qrove,  Doc.  7,  1803*  where  he  was 
driven  back  by  the  Fedeml  axmj  under  den. 
James  O.  fflont,  and  he  retreated  to  Ltttle  Rock. 
TTh  reported  to  General  Bragg,  at  rimifanooga, 
tiept.  1, 1863,  and  commanded  a  division  of  Polk's 
oorpa  of  the  left  wing  of  Biagg^  army  on* 
der  LaiQB§tieat  at  the  Imttle  of  Chicknmnupt, 
Sept.  19-SO,  1888,  whore  ho  was  wounded  aud  su- 
perseilt;il  by  (icn.  j.  P.  Aii<lorson.  He  <|uarrelled 
with  the  commaudiag  general  and  was  relieved 
of  hb  eoamand  fior  a  time,  but  again  oom- 
inanded  his  division  in  Hardee's  corps.  J.)luiston'3 
Army  of  Tennessee,  in  the  battle  of  IU;.sit€a,  Ua., 
Hay  14, 1864.  He  drove  back  tliL<  Federal  line  at 
SiNuaaw  llountaiQ,  Joae  »1t  1804,  bat  being  ex- 


posed totlio  firoof  tlie  Confeilerate  artillery,  was 
obliged  to  fall  back,  and  this  movement  sub- 
jeotedhiadlviaiontotlieliMa  of  alioat  1000  men. 
Aft«r  tlie  war  he  removed  to  the  city  of  Mexico, 
but  returned  in  1867  and  settled  in  llt-lcna.  Ark., 
where  he  resumed  the  practice  of  tlits  law.  He 
waa  married  to  a  daughter  of  Henry  S.  Bisooe, 
of  Arhanaaa,  and  they  had  one  son,  Prof.  BiacxM 
Hiiiilriian.  OeiHTal  Hindmati  was  ass:issii:ated 
at  his  home,  it  is  supposed,  by  one  of  Iiis  former 
soldiers  in  revenge  of  aa  act  of  diadplinet  Be 
died  at  Helena,  Ark.,  Sept.  38,  1808. 

HINDMAN,  William,  statesman,  was  bom  in 
I>orchest*r  county,  Md.,  April  1,  1743;  son  of 
Jacob  Hindman  (q.  v.)  He  studied  law  at  the 
Tnns  of  GoBfi,  London.  In  1785  he  was  admitted 
'  '  1  e  Maryland  bar  and  settled  in  Talbot  county, 
w  here  he  inherjii' 1  p.irt  of  bin  fatlier's  property 
in  1766,  and  dividt>d  hie  sttenlion  between  law 
and  agriouitnie.  He  waa  n  member  of  the  state 
oon  vention  and  seoretary  of  the  county  cxnnmittee 
of  observation  in  I77.'i ;  treasurer  of  the  eastern 
shore  of  Maryland,  1775-77,  and  a  member  of 
the  atate  senate  in  1777,  and  again,  1781-84.  He 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Continental  congress, 
1784-88 ;  a  meinl)er  of  the  executive  council, 
1789-93.  and  a  reprf^  iitutive  in  the  2i\,  3d,  4th 
and  Sth  congresses,  17(K^M.  He  waa  U.S.  sena- 
tor to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  James  Lloyd, 

resigned,  ami  servt-!  fmrn  Decpmbfr,  ISfM),  to 
November.  I*i01.  See /-i/'  ""li  .S'enwe»,  by  Sam- 
uel A.  Harrison,  H.D.  He  dietl,  unmat^ 
tied,  at  the  naidanca  of  liis  brother,  CoL  James 
Hindman, in  Baltimore, Md.,  Jan.  10.

Ue  received 
ilia  preparatory  aduoatioo  in  hia  native  city, 
lladled  for  a  time  at  Wilberforce  university, 
Ohio,  and  at  Albion  c-ollege,  Micliigan,  and  w-iut 
graduate<l  from  Howanl  university.  Washington, 
D.G.»  in  1888.  Ue  took  a  post-graduate  cwurse  in 
ehemlstry  at  Harvard  university  in  1889,  and  in 
1890  entered  tl>e  Michigan  Agrir-nlturnl  college 
at  Lansing,  where  be  t<Hik  the  re>jrular  course  in 
dairy  science  and  agrimlt mal  rheniistry.  Ho 
■tudied  dairy  bacteriology  under  Dr.  Herliert  W. 
Conn  (q.  v.),  1890-91,  and  was  the  first  member 
of  the  colored  race  to  iiitroducn  tliL-  dairy  s<'ience

HOFFMAN,  Oaiuk,  raprewntativa,  vaa  bom 
in  New  York  city,  Oct.  13,  1794;  son  of  Josiah 
Ogden  and  Mary  (Coldeii)  HofTinan,  and  grand- 
son of  NioholH.s  and  Sarah  (Ogden)  HofTinan  and 
of  David  Olid  Ann  (Willet)  Colden.  He  waa 

graduated  atOolom- 
biii  in  1812,  nnd  was 
intended  for  the  Imr, 
but  ineferred  to  join 
ttw  anvy.  Ha  volun- 
teared  in  the  TT.8. 
navy  in  1813  ai-  l  wan 
warranted  a  midt»hip- 
nan  In  1814,  aarving 
under  Decatur  on  the 
President.  He  was  a 
prisoner  with  his  cap- 
tain when  the  Pnai- 
dmt  waa  captured. 
Dm.  81.  1814.  and  in 
_  1815    again  8»Tved 

under  him  in  the 
war  with  tha  Baxbmty  atatea.  Ha  raigned 
fhwn  tha  nary  tn  1818,  atudled  law  with  h!a 
father,  and  settl'il  in  Goslien,  N.Y.,  where 
ha  pcaotiaed.  When  he  left  the  navy  Captain 
Deaatnr  expraaaed  his  regret  that  he  should 
have  "exclianged  an  honorable  profession  for 
tliat  of  a  lawyer."

HOFFHAN.  Walter  Jamea.  ethnologist,  was 

born  at  Weida-nville.  l.«higli  county.  Pa.,  May 
30, 1840 ;  son  of  William  F.  and  Elisabeth  ( Weida) 
Hoffman.  His  paternal  aneeaUna  for  aereml 
K'vnt-nitioii'^  wi'Vf  phyMcian8,and daaceoded fhnn 

tiio  Barons  lloirmnn, 
hereditury  grand  mar. 
ahals  of  Styzia,  as 
aaily  as  1460.  His 
niatertiai  Knic^tiii's 
were  Huguenots,  the 
head  of  that  branch 
having  settled  in  the 
state  of  New  York 
l>efrtre  1086.  He  ac- 
quired his  prepare* 
tory  edneation  vnder 
private  tencliers  and 
iit  ibe  public  schooU, 
ami  studied  niedl* 
cine  under  tlie  direc- 
tion of  his  father.  He 

was  graduated  from  Jefferson  Mpdiral  collecre 
in  1860,  and  practised  his  profession  in  head- 
ing, Pa.,  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Franco-Proa- 
siaii  war,  in  1870.  when  he  accepted  the  com- 
nii.ssion  of  staff-surgeon  in  the  Prussian  army 
and  proceeded  to  the  vicinity  of  Metz,  serving 
with  the  7th  array  corps.  For  this  servioe  be 
waa  decorated  by  the  Emperor  of  Germany.  Re- 
turning  to  the  Uiiiti  d  Slates,  he  wa.s  appointed 
acting  assistant  surgeon,  U.S..^,,  Maj*  10,  1871, 
and  detailed  as  naturalist  and  mineralogist  to  the 
expedition  for  the  exploration  of  Nevada  and 
Arizona,  under  Lieutenant  Wheeler.

During;  tlii--  timo 
lie  studied  the  mythology  and  language  of  the 
Bloax  Indians,  the  namee  of  over  thirteen  tlioa< 
sand  of  whom  wore  on  the  annuity  roll  of  the 
agent.  The  following  spring  (lH7:i)  he  was  aj>- 
pointed  medical  ofnce-assistant  nnd  naturalist  to 
aocompany  the  Yellowstone  expedition  of  1873 ; 
bring  specially  detailed  to  the  7th  17.8.  cavalry, 
commanded  by  (Jencral  Custer,  and  later  to  tlio 
23d  U.S.  infantry,  commanded  by  Qen.  D.  S. 
Btanleyt  oommagder  of  tha  czpedltioB.  Tn  the 
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autumn  of  18T3  he  Tetumed  hb  prartuw  in  ItoMl- 

iiig,  I'll.,  and  wn>  |.i.'^i<leiit  of  tlie  Collnse  of 
Pliysioians  ami  Suipieotis  of  that  cily,  1876-77. 
Ill  1H77  he  wa»  ai»[>i)inteU  to  take  charge  of  tlio 
ooUeotioa  of  etiuwlogy  uaii  mineraluKy  uixlor 
Prof.  F.  V.  Haydea,  chief  of  th«  U.S.  geographi- 
cal and  gotiloRical  survey  of  (Iir  tci  t  h^ii  irs.  At 
the  orgauicatiuD  of  the  bureau  of  ethuolog}-, 
Sepli  10,  tBt9,  he  was  apimintiHl  as^stant  ethnol- 
ogist in  charge.  Dr.  Ilolfmati  visited  nearly  all 
the  Indian  tribes  within  tho  United  Staten,  in  the 
prosecution  of  researclies  rehitiiig  to  Indian  ges- 
ture language  and  piotogrephic  wriling.  In  1W7 
he  bevan  a  study  of  the  cult  nocietr  of  tite  OJibwa 
of  ^!iniu'--<)t:i.  known  a-:  tin'  "(Jraiid  M<'di4*ine 
Socu'l.v,"  into  winch  Ini.I  v  Iu- wiiM  adniittol,  tlio 
ft rnt  white  man  tO  be^  'inif  a  iin>n)l>er.

nOQANtJoiin  Joseph,  R.C.  bishop,  wa.s  born  in 
Bruff ,  county  Limerick,  Ireland,  May  10, 1829.  He 
was  educated  at  the  village  aohool  and  under  pri« 
vatotnton,  and  in  1847  emigrated  tothelTnited 
States  and  continued  liis  stmlics  at  the  Kcnrick 
seminary,  .St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  wasonlaine<Ia  priest 
by  Archbishop  Kenrick,  April  10,  IS-VJ.  Ho  was 
pastor  of  St.  Joachim's  church.  Old  Mines,  and 
St.  JaroeA  clrareh,  Potoet.  18S8-54,  and  of  tbe 
pari-sh  of  St.  Michaol's,  St.  Louis,  which  ho  organ- 
isced,  and  where  he  built  a  school.  Ue  then  or* 
ganiaed  muutions  in  northwest  Miaaouti,  and  la 
1880  began  tlie  foundation  for  a  Roman  Catltolio 
settlement  in  southwest  Mis.4uuri,  wliicli  was  in- 
terrupted by  the  civil  war.  When  the  new 
diooese  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  was  created,  March  8, 
1688,  Father  Hogan  was  elected  as  its  bishop, 
and  was consccnite<l  in  the  ("atiicilnil  of  St.  Lotiis, 
Sept.  13,  1808.  In  liis  nt- w  jurisdiction  he  found 
nine  pcieata  and  eleven  churches,  and  ho  in- 
oreased  the  number  fourfold  during  liis  adminia- 
tration  of  twelve  years.

When  tlie  new  diocese  of  Kansas  City  wn  created, 
Sept.  10, 1660,  Kshop  Hogan  was  appointed  dio- 
cesan, and  was  also  ni.ade  administrator  of  the 
diix-ese  of  .St.  Joseph,  wliich  ottico  ho  lield  until 
till'  .'i]>iMiintment  of  Bi.<«hop  Burke.  June  10,  1888. 
He  made  Ills  residence  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  where 
he  built  the  convent  of  the  Redemptorist  Fathers, 
and  tlieolnj^ical  seminary  of  tin-  St.  Louis  Prov- 
ince of  the  Congregation  of  the  Most  Holy  Ke- 
deenwr :  and  In  May,  1888,  laid  theeomer-etonaoC 
the  Cathedml  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.

Siivannah,  Ga.,  in  1870,  where  he  advocated  and 
carried  against  great  opposition  the  establishment 
of  "  fraternal  relations "  with  the  Presbyterian 
ohuRSh,  north.

His  (!c!iiM>l  training  was  limited  to  the 
district  school  till  Im-  wa-,  sixteen  years  old,  when 
he  entered  a  printing  ollico,  where  he  served, 
18S4-M.  He  studied  hw  in  Raleigh,  N.C,  1889- 
41.  anil  was  aitniittod  to  the  l)ar  in  l^m.  Ho 
pundiast'd  the  IJiileigh  Slmnlurd  and  published 
it,  lM4:j-(>8.  He  w;is  a  rej)rvsentiUive  in  the  state 
legislature,  1S40-47 ;  met  with  the  governors  of 
▼Irginla,  South  Carolina  and  North  CttroHna, 

and  protnitieiit  cil  i/.ens  of  I  lice  states,  at  Ualeii^li, 
N.C,  at  the  time  ot  tlie  statu  fair  in  the  fall  of 
18S9,  to  consider  what  action  might  be  necessary 
on  the  port  of  the  slavebolding  states  in  the 
event  of  the  election  of  John  C.  Fremont  as 
President,  wliich  meeting  was  the  first  move- 
ment leading  to  secession  in  1801.  Ue  was  a 
mamhwof  the  moawhm  coovenlioo  of  IfajM, 
HWl,  and  aigned  the  ordliiMiee  of  sa  wlon.  He 


was  a  state  commissiuner  for  the  eetablishmsnk 
of  the  Doaf  and  Ihunb  institute  and  tlie  tttat» 
Insane  asylum.   He  was  appointed  by  Preridenft 

Johnson  iirovisional  governor  f)f  North  Carcdii.,-* 
in  1865,  at  the  same  time  Jonathan  Worth 
elected  hy  the  people. 

A  dual  Koveruinent 
resulted,  which  exitit- 
eil  for  a  time,  when 
Oovemor  Worth  waa 
recognised  and  held 

the  (.nice  till  IsftS, 
when  lltddea  was 
elected  by  the  people, 
and  held  the  office 
until  he  wasimpeach- 
eil  by  the  state  Bcnato 
in  1870.  Tlie  im- 
peadunent  trial  wai 

tlie  cidniination  of  a 
period  of  great  politi- 
cal escitement  ac- 
companied by  riot  and  bloodshed.  Oovemor 
Holden  had  placed  Bereral  counties  under  inar« 
ti;il  law  and  called  out  the  ftatc  militia  U> 
enforce  the  same.  He  hud  v.unly  applied  U> 
the  President  of  the  United  Statt^s  for  Federal 
troops  to  maintain  order  and  put  down  insurrei>> 
tion,  and  then,  on  Nov.  10,  1870,  had  withdrawn 
all  show  of  martial  force  and  proclainieil  tliw 
restoration  of  civil  authority.  On  the  meeting 
of  the  state  legislature,  Dec  99, 1879,  the  house 
of  repr»jsentatives  presented  eight  articles  of  im- 
peachment againnt  tho  governor  for  high  crime* 
and  aiiidsm— nra,  to  the  aanate,  which  bo4r 
summoned  the  gotemor  to  appear  and  answer* 
The  state  was  represented  by  its  prosecuting  ofll- 
cersand  by  former-tiovernor  Tliomas  I!raj:K.  and 
the  defendant  was  represented  by  equjilly  able- 
counsel  and  the  trial  resulted  In  his  being  "  re- 
moved from  tlie  oMce  of  governor  and  disquali- 
fled  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  truKt  or  profit 
under  the  state  of  North  Carolina."  He  removed 
to  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  was  editor  of  th» 
MtMooolltigwIMprm,  1871-79.  Be  then  returned  t» 
Riileigh,  hiding  been  api)oint«sl  by  the  rre>i, lent, 
{Mfstmaster  of  that  city,  and  hu  hcdd  theotlice  till 
18H4.    Ho  died  in  RjileiRh.  N.C,  March  1,  1W»3.

Tie  resipned  from 
the  army,  Feb.  31,  18>')3.  and  engaged  in  farming 
In  Sonora  county,  CaL,  and  in  superintending 
anililarr  roaiU  in  Or«g^,  ISSS-TiO.  Ho  was  colo- 
nel of  California  militia,  18.19-61,  and  when  the 
civil  war  broke  out  he  hastened  to  Washinjrton  to 
offer  his  services  to  the  government.  He  re- 
c«lTed  little  enoonragement  tnm  General  Snott 
and  w.is  al">iit  to  leave  the  city  when  lie  callcl 
upon  rn-^i'lent  Lincoln,  to  whom  heH|Kike  <>f  his 
want  of  .success  ill  obtaining  a  place  in  the  army 
in  which  he  liad  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 


colonel.  Speaking  to  the  President  of  his  having 
witnessed  the  battle  of  Boll  Uun,  July  31, 1861, 
he  remarked :  *'  It  is  neither  vanity  nor  boasting 

ill  nil-  tn  <I<'<'lare  that  I  am  a  belter  general  than 
you,  sir,  liad  on  tiiat  field."  Mr.  Lincoln  says: 
"  I  wan  impressed  with  him,  and  rising  out  <>f  my 
chair  I  walked  op  to  him  and  putting  my  baud 
on  his  shoulder,  said  ;  '  Colonel,  not '. 
(Jolonel  Hooker,  stay,  I  have  use  for  yOtt  i 
regiment  for  you  to  command.' "  Uo<^Mr  ftmnd 
the  regiment  to  be  a  brigade  of  New  England 
tr'>o]>s  ut  Camp  Union,  Bladonsburg.  Md.,  whers 
hi.s  disciplinu  txxtn  converted  raw  recruits  into 
trained  soldiers.  Win  commission  as  brigadier^ 
general  was  antedated  to  May  17,  1861.  In  the 
fall  of  1881  he  commanded  the  approaches  to 
AVasliinKton  anil  his  briga.le  was  enlarged  to  a 
division  an<l  he  was  stationed  at  Indian  Heail, 
Md.,  opposite  Dumfries,  Va.,  until  ordereil  to  tbo 
peninsula,  April,  1802.  lie  led  the  second  divi- 
sion, third  corps,  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  where 
Gen.  Pliilip  K'  ariiy  coiiiiiiaiid /d  the  fir--t  divi-ion. 
After  a  battle  in  whicli  the  divisions  became 
somewhat  intemdngled,  to  distinguish  his  men 
thereby,  Kearny  ordered  them  to  wear  diamond- 
Hha|ied  Ixulges*  cut  fnun  red  flannel  cloth,  while 
Hooker  use<l  a  siiiiilar  l>iidj;e  cut  from  wliite 
flannel.  lu  this  was  originated  the  corps  badges 
afterward  so  generally  used.  Hookerls  divtsbm, 
with  that  of  W.  F.  Smith  of  tin-  (th  corps,  opened 
llie  liiUtlo  of  Williamsburg,  May  .'»,  in  front 

of  Fort  Magruder,  and  hcdd  liwk  rep«.ated  on- 
slaughts of  the  combined  Confederate  force  until 
reinforced  by  Keamy  and  Hancock.  The  loss 
in  bis  division  was  heavy,  being  \"'t  out  of  an 
entire  Federal  Iohs  of  2228  men,  the  balance 
being  sustained  chiefly  by  Kearny's  division. 
Hooker's  report  of  this  battle  says:  "History 
will  not  bebelievecl  when  it  Is  tohl  that  the  noble 
oflicers  an*]  men  of  my  division  were  {lermitted 
to  carry  on  this  unequal  struggle  from  moniing 
until  night  unaided,  in  the  presenoeof  more  than 
tliirly  thousand  of  their  comra<h's  with  arms  in 
llieir  lian.ls  ;  iieverl lieless  it  is  true."  His  cum- 
tllis-ioii  as  iiiaj.ir-^jeiieral  a(  U.S.  VOlUUteOrs datCS 

from  May  5,  1862.  His  division  regained  the 
ground  lost  by  the  advance  Federal  line,  and  on

General  HcKiker,  wlnle  direi'ting  the  buttle  from 
(be  iK>rtico  of  tlie  rhaiK-ellor  bouse,  was  leaning 
against  a  pillar,  which  was  struck  by  a  cannon 
bntt  and  lie  was  so  stunned  an  to  be  for  a  connid- 
erahle  time  s<'iiseles.s.  He  diil  not  re(<!\i-r  liia 
judgment  sufliciently  to  transfer  bis  coiuniond, 
the  while  General  Meade  commanding  (lie  5th 
corps  wiw  awaiting  the  airival  of  Gen.  r>iirius  M, 
Conch,  his  ranking  ofti<-«>r  ami  comm.mder  of  the 
2d  corjis,  then  in  a  distant  part  of  the  tleld,  the 
army  was  virtaally  without  a  oommaoder.

Tii  .1  few  days  Il  npers 
Ferry  was  evacuated  and  shortly  after"  ai\l  ihu 
anny  under  Genera]  Meade  fought  and  won  the 
battle  of  Gettysburg.  Cmigresi  raooKDised  Uen* 
oral  Hooker's  terviees  in  a  resolution  thanking 
him  for  "theHkill,  energy,  and  endurance,  wliich 
first  covered  Washington  and  iialtituure  from  Uie 
meditated  blow  «f  tlio  advancing  wid  powerful 
army  of  rel>els  le«l  hy  General  Robert  E.  Lw." 
He  retired  to  Baltimore,  Md..  and  on  Sept.  24, 
1S4V),  wuN  a.sHigned  to  the  command  of  the  llth 
and  12th  army  corps,  subsequently  consolidated 
as  the  SOtli  corps,  which  troops  he  transported  by 
railr<.;id  to  relit^vo  General  Rosecrans  at  t/hat- 
tan<H>gn.

Wewt  Point,  hut  left  there  nn  rif-ount 
of  ill  heidth.  Ilti  couipleled  his  M-luioi  liainiiig 
in  North  ('arolinu  and  wus  ailmitted  to  the  liar 
in  Cliarleston,  8.C.  He  settletl  in  practicie  in  La 
Fayette.  Ala..  In  HKtU,  where  he  was  a  major  in

Sliort  1 J  after  this  he  received  a  serious  axe- wound 
and  iluring  the  long  cou&nement  that  followed 
he  won  quite  a  local  reputation  as  a  portrait 
painter  aud  earned  by  this  moans  about  $100  with 
which  lie  purchased  books  and  artists'  materials 
and  began  the  study  of  art.  Soon  after  he  opened 
n  '.tiidin  in  lldTitrf  ril,  where  h*'  worki'i?  success- 
fully for  tvv«»  yt'in>.  lieturning  t.>  \  t.Tinont.  he 
tievoted  his  attention  to  Iands4'atie  iMiintingand 
for  three  years  taught  drawing  and  painting  in 
Castteton  seminary.

Indies,  1M.)2.  lie  be^-anie  commonwealth's  at- 
torney to  Elizabeth  City  county  in  1856.  Al- 
taady  as  "  Henry  Ellen"  he  had  contributed  to 
various  southern  puljlirationn.  notably  the  Liter' 
ary  MeHni'ugrr.

HOIHUNS,  Qeorgo  Wasbingtoa,  representa- 
tive, was  bom  in  Goochland  oonnty,  Va..

His  father  was  fir^t  a  Metluwlist  and  luttr 
a  Protestant  Episcopal  clergy  man.  The  son  was 
•duoated  in  the  "  old  field  "  sofaoob  and  studied 
law,  teaching  Hchoo!  in  order  to  pay  his  law  tui- 
tion. He  became  a  lawyer  in  Ivelmnon,  Va..  and 
was  a  delonat<>  to  the  state  legishiture,  18JJ3-;M  ;

baoic  as  the  reign  of 
Richard  IT.  His  father 
was  a  merchant,  and 
hLs  mother  was  tliu 
highly  accomplished 
daughter  of  a  fellow 
of  Trinity  (villege, 
Dublin.  He  immi- 
grated to  the  United 
States  with  his  par- 
ents in  1801,  settled

placing  it  under  liis  m>u,  Uie  Kev.  Theoilore 
Austin  Hopkins,  under  whose  aUe  ieadersldp  it 

iM'cauie  a  strong  and  iiemiaiienl  cliiirc)i  school 
for  boys.  Ill  lt<<jT,  as  seventh  presiding  bisluipof 
tiie  American  ohoicb,  he  tttti-nd<M|  the  first  Lam- 
beth oonfeience,  an  assembly  lie  had  sugRexted 
as  rariy  as  IN51 .  Whil4>  aiding  the  biHliop  of  New 
N'ork  in  vi-iiiiiL;  pail^lii  -  in  th<'  nortliern  part  of 
llio  slate  lie  coutracttsi  a  cold,  and  died  after  two 
days*  illmMH.  Ho  was  an  ardiitert,  mid  one  of 
the  first  to  intrcMliice  rfotliic  arebiteclure  in  the 
L'liitnl  .States.

Ho 
fn-i'l  lii^  own  slaves  an<l  ailvocateil  universal 
i!aiuni:ijiiitiun  and  coioiiizaiion  in  Africa.  His 
particular  theory  of  sin  and  its  punishment  be- 
oame  known  m  Hopkinsianism  and  his  tbeolog* 
leal  belief  marked  an  epouh  in  religions  thonght 
in  New  Knylaml.  lb-  rereiveil  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  D.D.  from  Hiown  university  in  1790.  He 
published,  besides  various  sermons  :  .4  System  of 
DoflHurB  Contaitted  in  Difiue  lU'i-rlat ion  (1793)  ;

MOi>KIN&,  SamiMi,  soldier,  was  bom  in  Albe- 
marle county,  Va.,  about  1750.  He  was  an  oflloer 

uiiiler  W:isliinKton  in  the  .Vtiwriean  IteTOlution 
and  was  conspicuous  in  the  battles  at  Princeton, 
Trentmi,  Monmouth  and  BmndTwine.  He  was  a 
hero  of  the  battle  of  Oermantown,  where  he  waa 
cnmmamlerof  n  battalion  of  light  infantry  which 
was  nearly  annihilateil.  and  wliere.  while  leading 
ills  men,  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  was 
lieutenant-oolonel  of  the  llth  Virginia  at  the 
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siege  of  Charleston,  S.C..  and  when  Col.  Richard 
Farker  was  killed,  he  coiiiiiiutided  the  regiment 
was  made  prisoner  with  thi>  other  officers  on 
the  surrender  of  the  city.  May  20,  1780.  His 
bold  threat  to  riuse  a  iimtiny  svhilo  on  board  » 
Teasel  en  route  for  Virginia  as  a  prisoner  of  war, 
•ecurad  for  the  prteoners  proper  food  and  treat* 
incut,  hitherto  donii^d  tli'Tii.  He  scttlcil  in  llic 
GrtH'ti  Uiver country,  Kcutui-ky,  iu  1797,  and  iloi>- 
kins  county,  in  which  he  lived,  was  named  for 
him.

HOPKINS,  Samuel  Miles,  representative,  was 
born  in  Siileni,  Conn..

2Htl.,  29th  and  .30th 
congresses,  1841-48, 
and  in  the  SSd,  33d, 
34th.

IT'.':';  fu.ii  ,,f  Saimu-l  ami  IlliAiiU-th 
(Puxion)  IIouNtun  ;  grandson  of  liobert  and 
Hargaret  (Davidson)  Houston:  graat-gfandaon 
of  Samuel  iiinl  .Ann  (Dunlop)  D!ivi(ls<)n,  and 
great*-grandson  of  John  Hoiislnn,  of  lowland 
Scotch  origin,  who  enii;;rat4»"l  from  the  north  of 
Ireland  in  lOtW  and  settled  in  Pliihulelphia.  The 
Pkzton  family  immigrated  to  America  at  the 
same  tinu'  as  tin'  HmiNtoiis  aiiil  in  tlu-ir  com- 
pany.

Wliile  the  regt- 
luont  was  at  Knosville  he  received  front  Preai- 
dent  Madison  a  commission  as  ensign,  and  ho 
subse«iiiently  joineil  General  Jackson's  army  and 
toiikiwirt  ill  tlie(les|>erate  Iwllleof  TolKijieka,  Ala., 
March  31),  1814,  where  he  was  wounded  with  a 
barbed  arrow  while  scaling  the  enemyli  breast- 
works, and  ho  was  onlcn-.l  to  thi-  rear  by  Jai:k- 
Bon.  He  refused  to  leave  the  lield,  forced  ilia 
coinrailes  to  pull  out  the  arrow  by  main  strength, 
and  with  blood  flowing  from  the  wound,  and  un- 
supi>ort«d,  he  anawered  the  call  for  volunteers  to 
^t<>rlll  the  ravine  in  ulii.  li  tlie  remnant  of  the 
Creeks  liad  taken  rufuj^e.  Ue  reiu'licd  the  en- 
tnmoe,  when  he  fell  pierced  by  two  bullets  in  his 
right  arm  and  shonMer.  He  was  lK)rnc  rimii  the 
field  and  liis  wiiiuhIs  were  pronoun<-eil  fatal  by 
the  surgeon  in  alli'iidance.

He  was  elected  governor  of  TenoanM  in  1427  bj

The  same  day  lie  (jues- 
tioned  her  so  earneHtly  that  he  forced  from  her  the 
eonfeasion  that  another  luid  her  lore,  and  wtth- 
out  awaiting  the  explanation  she  was  anxiena 
to  make,  the  irapetunua  aoldipr  at  onoe  roleased 
her  from  her  obligation  n.s  a  wife  and  left  the 
preaenca  of  his  bride.  He  placed  bis  resignation 
•a  govemoir  in  the  hands  of  a  friend,  to  be  de- 

livereii  til  the  pro|>er  .lutlioridcs,  iind  .•voufctit  se- 
cluHiuu  uniiing  liis  old  friends,  the  Clu  roktH'H, 
who  had  been  removed  through  his  influence 
to  a  leaervatioD  bayond  the  Misaiasippi.  He 
never  explained  bis  oondact,  and  the  narrative 

here  given  the  bride  rniilidi'd  to  a  friend,  and 
it  wttii  not  made  public  for  seventy  years.  His 
•flance  on  the  subjaot  and  bia  sudden  depart 
tare  did  an  injury  to  both  the  parties,  but  no 
w»)rd  of  blame  ever  ONcaped  from  the  lips  of  either.

He  nuuried  a  half-breed  woman 
named  Tyania  Rudgers,  according  to  the  Indian 
fashion.  They  had  no  children,  and  his  slnrere 
attachment  to  her  was  evidenced  by  his  sending 
for  her  to  Join  him  at  Naoogdoehes,  Teas,  bat 
slic  refu^eil  to  leave  her  people  and  a  few  years 
afterward  she  died.

In  iiaii--  f'  lr  tli'- prntertion  of  American  settlers  on 
the  borders.  He  took  up  his  residenoe  at  Nacog- 
doobee,  aadon  the  oatbreak  of  the  atruggla  fbir 


independence  he  was  elected  commander-in- 
cliief  of  the  forces  of  eastern  Texas  and  organized 
a  volunteer  force  to  aid  the  revolution.  He  also 
helped  to  oiganiae  a  cMi  government  for  the 
rejniblic  at  .San  Folipo  de  .\ustia,  April  1,  1833. 
He  up{K»sed  the  declaration  of  absolute  independ- 
ence and  used  his  inflnnnftft  fa^  'fflHIBiliatO  the  IIV 
oral  party  in  llezioo  and  to  remove  the  impres- 
sion that  the  movement  was  a  conspiracy  of 
slaveholders.  Under  the  provisional  government 
formed,  Stephen  8.  Austin  was  made  a  commis- 
aioaer  to  the  United  States,  and  Sam  Houston, 
comnmnder-in-chief  of  the  army.  The  delay  of 
the  council  in  passing  ordinanceti  providing  for  a 
rearalUBg  service  paralyzed  Houston's  efforts  and 
he  was  noaUe  to  raise  an  adequate  army  to  meet 
the  advance  of  Santa' Aniuu  The  capture  of  San 
Antonio,  the  siege  of  the  Alamo  and  the  massacre 
of  Ooliad  followed.  Hie  fall  of  the  fortress  of  the 
Alamo,  Ibreh  6, 18M,  resulted  In  the  destruction 
of  the  entire gnrri^i III  nf  nSTexans.  who  h.-nl  held 
at  bay  2500  Mcvicaus  until  the  lubt  defender  was 
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killed,  and  at  Goliad  890  prisoners-of-war  were 

murdereil.  A  new  convention  met,  March  3, 
IKVi,  a  declaration  of  independence  was  ado[ited,  ' 
and  Houston  was  unanimously  re-elected  com- 
mander-in-chief. The  inhuman  warfare  oon« 
ducted  by  Santa  Anna  arou?«ed  the  fieople  of 
Texas  to  desperation  and  a  large  army  was 
quickly  recruited.  General  Houston  commanded 
tiie  troops  at  the  battle  ot  San  Jacinto,  April  21, 
1896,  where  with  74S  men  with  **  Remember  the 
Alamo  !  "  as  a  battli'KTV  he  engaged  MiH»  Mex- 
icans, completely  defeating  the  enemy,  and  cap- 
tared  their  arms,  baggage  and  camp  equipments. 
The  Mexicans  lost  680  killed,  206  wounded  aad 
those  not  ejwaping  by  flight  were  made  prisonere- 
of-war.  Santa  Anna  escaped  to  a  swamp,  where 
be  secured  a  disguise,  but  waa  captured  and  his 
lifs  spared  through  the  powerful  influence  of 

Houston,  who  secured  from  him  acessalionof 
hostilities,  an  interchange  of  priw)riers.  and  .secret 
agnement  that  the  Mexican  gi-m  ial  would 
pioenrs  tha  acknowledgment  of  the  independence 
of  Texas.  The  Mexleatt  congress,  however,  decreed 
tli.nt  all  treaties  and  conventions  subscribed  by 
Santa  Anna  while  he  was  a  prisoner  should  be 
null  and  void.  Houston  was  severely  wounded 
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at  San  Jacinto,  and  was  sent  to  New  Orleans  for 
traatmsBt.

that  convention,  taking  part  in  several  debatei,

(ieorgia  who  had  left  his  seat  in  congress  to 
work  among  his  ooostituenta  in  Oeorgia  against 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  then  before  the 
congress  for  adnption.  This  enforced  al»sence 
alone  prevented  Houstoun  signing  the  document. 
He  waa  made  a  member  of  the  executive  connotl 
of  the  state  Hay  8, 1777.  and  elerte<1  governor, 
Jan.  8,  1778.  As  commantler-in-chief  of  the 
Georgia  militia  he  led  the  trimiw  for  the  inva- 
sion of  eastern  Florida  in  ooK>peration  with  Maj.- 
Gcn.

Uilte.l  from  Amlover Theological  si-iiiinary  in  l^iSl, 
having  meanwhile  done  vacation  mission-work 
In  yermant  and  Osaada.

tion West  of  the  Minsi-ssippi  river  above  the  ter- 
ritory of  Orleans  with  the  seat  of  goveroment 
at  St.  Louis.  In  March,  1818,  President  Madison 

np|">inteil  him  a  lirigailier-general  an^l  lie  rom- 
maniti'<|  the  t«Trit^>ry  west  of  the  MitutiiUiippi  river. 
He  .lieil  in  St.  Louis.  Mn..  Sept.  18,1814. 

HOWARD,  Benjamin  Chew,  represenUtive, 
was  born  at "  Bel  ve<len« Baltimore  county,  Md., 
Nov.  5.  1791  ;  Kon  of  tiie  lion.  John  Eager  and 
i'eggy  Oswald  (Chew)  Howard.  He  was  gradu- 
ated at  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  A.B.,  1800; 
A.M.,  1^12.  He  practised  law  in  Raltimorecounty. 
aii'l  iu  1814  organized  a  company  of  volunteers, 
which  he  commanded  at  the  battle  of  North 
F^nt,  Md..  Sept  13, 1814.  He  was  a  presidential 
elector  in  1838,  and  a  representative  in  the  01st 

an<l  'i'iil  eongre.>*ses,  :5:?,  and  again  in  the  '.Hth 
and  35th  congresses,  lti3J>-;)9.  He  was  chaimtan 
of  the  oommitteeon  focvign  relatione  and  drew 
up  the  boundary  report.  Ho  was  reporter  of  the 
.supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  lHi;i-i'i^.  and 
a  delegate  to  the  peace  conference  of  IHrtl.  In 
1861  he  waaa  candidate  for  governor  of  Maryland 
on  the  Democratic  ticket,  bat  withdrew  his  name 

at  the  last  HKHuent  to  prevent 'a  dinturlMince. 
lie  was  married  to  Jane  Urant  (>iimor.  He  re- 
oeived the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  from  tlie 
College  of  New  Jersey  in  1880.

HOWARD,  BkMdM  WMIa,  author,  was  bom

iel  M.  Howard.  .She  was  educat«<l  in  the  pulilio 
whools  of  Hangor  and  in  New  York  city,  and  in 
1875  her  first  book  was  published,  which  made 
her  literary  fame.  She  went  to  Stuttgart.  Ger> 
many,  in  ;''7"i.  :e  ted  as  a  eorri-spondeiu  for  the 
Boston  TratuKript,  and  engaged  in  teaching  and 
other  literary  work  and  in  editing  a  magaiine 
puhlisheil  there  in  English,  l'-^'^.

John  EaRcr  and  Peggy 
Oswald  (Chew)  Howard.  He  was  educated  at 
home  by  tutors,  and  first  appearad  In  pidiUo  life 
by  hia  iqtpointnent  aa  aotlng  gorenwr  of  Maty- 
land,  July  11. 18S1,  on  the  death  of  Oor.  Daniel 
Martin.  He  was  elected  to  the  ofBce  in  1831  and 
reflected  in  1833,  serving  1831-^,  wlien  he  waa 
anooeeded  by  James  Thomaa.  He  was  a  Whig 
presidential  eIe<>tor  in  18:16  and  1840,  voting  in 
botli  ele(;tit)ns  for  William  II.  Harrison.  He  waa 
a  slaveholder  and  supporter  of  the  fugitive  slave 
law.  He  waa  nuurnedi  Dec.  96, 181 1,  to  Prudence 
Oough,  dangbter  of  Oov.  CbarleaC.  and  Prisellla 
(L)()r-N4»y)  Ridgely,  and  had  eight  .sons  ami  five 
daughters,  born  and  brought  uji  on  tlio  family 
estate,  *'Waverly,'*  near  Woodstock,  Howard 
county.  Md.  Governor  Howard  died  at  "  Wav- 
erly,"  Md.,  Aug.  2,  1848. 

HOWARD,  George  Elliott,  educator,  wa.s  lN>m 
at  Saratoga,  N.Y.,  OiA.  1,  1849 ;  son  of  Isaac  and 
Margaret  (Hardin)  Howard.  He  was  prepared 
for  college  in  the  Nebraska  State  Normal  school ; 
was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Nebraska, 
A.B.,  1870;  A.M..  1870;  studied  constitutional 
bistoiy  and  Roman  jurisprudence  in  tiie  univei^ 
sltiea  of  Munich  and  Paris,  1870-78;  was  profes- 
sor of  lii'-t'  I y  ar.  l  lii'.'nl  ..f  the  hi.storicnl  depart- 
ment. University  of  Nebriiska.  187D-91,  and  in 
the  latter  year  aoceptfnl  tlio  chair  of  history  at 
Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  university.  He  was  mai«> 
ried,  Jan.  1,  18.80.  to  Alice  May  Frost.  As  secre- 
tary of  the  Nebra.ska  Historical  society,  1SS.V91, 
he  laid  tlie  foundation  of  an  excellent  library  uf 
American  history,  and  collected  the  material  for 
three  vi  ilutncs  relating  chiefly  to  the  early  history 
uf  Xi'linuska.  He  wa.s  elected  a  meml)er  of  the 
American  Historical  asswiation,  the  American 
Economio  association,  and  the  American  Acad- 
emy of  Political  and  Social  flelenoe.  He  reerived 
from  tho  University  of  Nehra.ska  the  degree  of 
Pli.D.  in  1893.  His  published  works  include :

Aft«r  a  brief  period  spent 
la  meroantile  buainea,  be  studied  law  under 
William  W.  Hoppin,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
is'il,  and  pnirtiM-il  tintil  l>i')S,  \\  l,,  !,  he  returned 
to  meroantiie  life,  and  aft«r  that  time  was  en* 
gaged  naainljr  in  managing  the  baatneis  of  the 
Harris  Manufacturing  company,  of  whirli  he  Im^- 
caint)  protdilont  in  1S07.  He  was  elected  a 
repre!«entativt)  in  the  general  assembly  from 
Coventry  in  1857  and  1858;  was  a  delegate  to  and 
a  secretary  of  the  Urst  Republican  national  con- 
Tenti'iii  at  I'hiladelphia,  June  IT.  1H.VI.  and  of  t)io 
oonventiun  at  Cincinnati,  June  14,  lb76,  and  was 
a  presidential  elector  in  1872.  He  wns  elected 
governor  of  Rhode  Island  in  1873,  was  reflected 
in  1874.  and  declined  renomination.  He  was 
appointe<l  l>.v  the  President  an  assistant  conimis- 
siflAer  to  the  industrial  expoeitioo  at  Paris  in 
1878,  and  made  an  extended  report  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  textile  exhibits  from  all  rountries.

Brattli'lmrci.  atiil  was  graduated  at  Williams  col- 
lege in  IVi*).  lli^  tuition  was  paid  out  of  Ids 
earnings  as  tcikcher  of  district  schools.  He 
taugl^t  at  an  academy  in  Masuchnsetts  in  1880- 
81 ;  removed  to  Miohi|<an  In  1888:  studied  law  in 
Ilt  truit,  aiid  was  admitted  to  tho  har  iti 
He  was  married  in  lKi5  to  Catherine  A.  Shaw,  of 
Ware,  Mass.  He  waa  »  reprssentatlTe  In  tli» 
Michigan  legislature  in  1'<J8;  a  ri']ire-ientative  in 
the  2ith  congress,  lsil-1.1;  attorm  v-g.-THTal 
of  Michigan,  l^Vi-fiO;  r.S.  senator  to  till  the 
nnezpired  term  of  Kinsley  8.  Bingham,  deceased, 
1888-65,  and  by  re-election,  1885-71.  Be  was 
rhaiminn  of  tin- ■irdiiam  c  ci  inuuittw  ami  amem- 
ber  of  other  prominent  senate  committees.  He 
drew  op  the  platform  of  the  oonvention  made  op 
of  Whigfl  and  Freesoilera,  aaaembled  at  Jack- 
son. Mich.,  July  6,  1854,  which  gave  birth  to  the 
Kt*publican  party,  and  he  is  accrodited  with 
having  named  the  new  party.  He  was  a  dele- 
gate to  the  LoyaHste^eonventkm  of  1886  at  Phila- 
delphia. Williams  college  conferreil  ujion  him  the 
degretj  of  LL.I).  in  1866.  Ho  publiiilje'l  a  Trans- 
lation from  the  French  of  the  Secret  Memoir*  of 
the  SmpnaM  Joaephine  (1847).  He  died  in 
Detroit,  Vlch.,  April  3,  1»71. 

HOWARD,  John  Eager,  senator,  was  born  at 
"Belvedere,"  Baltimore  county,  Md.,  June  4, 
1788 :  son  of  Cornelias  and  Roth  (Eager)  How- 
rird  ;  grrin<isi>n  of  Josliua  and  Joanna  (OTarro!l> 
Howard,  and  great-grandson  of  George  Lager, 
who  came  to  Balti- 
mora  oonnty  before 
1688.  Joshna  Howard 
citme  to  naltimora 
from  Manchester, 
England,  where  he 
wan  an  officer  of  the 
army  of  the  Duke  of 
York,  .settling  and 
building"  Belvedere*' 
as  a  home  In  1667. 
Joanna  OTarroll, 
whom  he  njarried, 
was  a  native  of  Ire- 
land. John  £agar 
Howard,  at  the  oot- 
brcftk  of  till-  Ufvohi- 

tion,  joined  the  .\merican  forces  as  c;iptain 
in  the  aeoond  battalion  of  the  flying  camp. 
Col.  J.  C.  Hall.  He  fought  in  the  battle  of 
White  Plains,  N.Y.,  Oct.  2t«,  1776.  under  Gen. 
Hugh  Mercer.  In  March,  1777.  ho  wa«  proiiiote<l 
to  the  rank  of  major  and  assigned  to  the  fourth 
battalion.  Colonel  Hall,  and  engaged  in  the  bat- 
tles of  Monmouth  and  (oTinanto^  n.  On  March 
11,  1770, he  was  promoted  lieutenant-colonel,  and 
assigned  lo  the  aeoond  Maryland  ragfanent,  and 
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wn»  with  Geimal  Gates  at  tho  disastroua  bot- 
tle of  Cunden,  Ang.  ft,  1780.  The  mme  year  be 

joined  the  army  tinder  Opufral  nn^JiP.  and  hia 
bayonet  cltargo  al  the  battle  uf  Cuw|>eiiii  b<.'cun)d 
the  defeat  of  the  British  forces.  It  is  said  tiiat 
he  received  the  awards  of  seven  British  ofliuen, 
who  surrendered  to  htm  daring  the  engagement. 
Ciii»i,'rc^s  oniiired  a  medal  struck  and  presented 
to  him  for  lii4  braveiy.  He  wan  at  the  retreet  at 
Onilford  Court  Bboae,  Uweh  IS,  1781,  and  iit  the 
battle  of  Hubkirk'i<  Hill.  April  15,  whoro  ho  suc- 
ceeded to  the  command  uf  the  8d  MurylauJ  regi- 
ment. Ilis  command  was  reduced  to  thirty  men 
at  EutAW  Springs,  and  m  their  only  wrnriag 
officer  he  nuule  a  flnal  dhargv,  and  fdl  mevvnly 
wounctc.l.  Ilr-  was  niarricil,  May  18,  IT)*?,  t'> 
Peggy  Oswald,  daughter  of  Judge  Benjamin  and 
Mary  (Qalloway)  Chew.  He  was  a  delegate  to 
tho  Continental  congress,  1787-88 ;  governor  of 
M  irylaii  l.  IT^D-OS,  and  was  U.S.  senator  as  suc- 
cessor lo  Kichard  Potts,  rtsigia-ii,  ITSWJ-OT,  and 
for  a  fall  term,  17S7-im  Prudent  Washing- 
ton iDvJted  him  into  hb  oaUnet  at  a«eretary  of 
war  in  1790,  and  in  1798  selected  hini  as  one  of 
the  mnjor-gent;ntIs  in  the  army  orgnnizing  in 
ailtiei|Mtion  of  war  v^ith  France.  In  1814  he 
prepared  to  take  the  fiald,  and  when  the  national 
capital  was  In  the  han^  of  the  BritlBh  be  op- 
posed nil  ar^utnente  looking  to  a  capitulation. 
In  1S16  he  was  the  candidate  of  the  Federalist 
party  for  Vioe-Preeident  of  the  United  Statee, 
and  n  ri  iv>  -l  tironty-two  flectoral  vot^-s.  His 
Sua,  Jolm  iu»(;er  Ilovvanl,  servtHl  in  the  wur  of 
1812,  and  with  his  three  brothers  was  at  the  bat- 
tle of  North  Point,  Sept  IS,  1814 ;  and  bia  grand- 
son, John  Eager  Howard,  aerved  In  the  ITexioan 
war,  and  was  first  on  tho  walls  at  the  Htomiing 
of  Cliapultepec.  Another  son,  Oeorge  Howard 
(f[.v.),  was  governor  of  Maryland;  another aon, 
Benjamin  Chew  (q.v.),  was  a  representative  in 
congress  ;  another  son,  Cliarles,  was  graduated 
at  St.  Marj-'s,  Baltimore,  was  sonii  iinu'  presi- 
dent of  the  Baltimore  and  Susqueluuuia  railroad ; 
aft«>rw8rd  praaidfliit^judge  of  the  Orphans*  oourt ; 
in  was  president  of  the  board  of  police  cora- 
iiiis^iunt-i-g  of  Baltimore,  and  was  married  to 
ElizalH'th  Pluebe,  daughter  of  Francis  Scott  and 
Haiy  T.  (UoydJ  Key.  Oovemor  John  Eager 
Howard  died  at  "Betvedero,*Md.,  Oct.  19. 1897. 

HOWARD,  Joseph,  Jr.,  journalist,  waHlK)rn  in 
&ooklyn,  N.Y.,  June  8,  1833 ;  son  of  John  T. 
and  Siwan  (Raymond)  Hioward,  and  graadiOB  of 
Joseph  aud  Austiss  (Smith)  IToward.  of  Salem, 
N.Y.,  who  removed  to  Brooklyn,  NA'.,  in  1830. 
Joseph,  Jr.,  was  a  student  at  Farmington,  Conn., 
and  entered  Renaaelaer  Folyteohnio  inatltate. 
IVoy,  N.T.,  in  the  claas  of  1857.  He  entered 
jonmali'^m  ai  n  Cfintrilnitor  to  the  Xr-w  York 
Tititet  in  180O  over  the  aigoature  "  Howard,"  and 


attended  and  reported  for  that  paper  the  national 
oonventlons  of  that  year.  Ha  was  war  oorve* 

spondent  of  the  Tinua  in  1861 ,  and  reported  from 
the  Virginia  battlefields  the  two  great  battles  of 
that  year.  He  was  city  editor  of  the  Brooklyn 
and  of  the  New  York  jSundoy  Mtreurg  in 
188S,  and  beoame  a  regolar  oontrihutor  to  news- 
papers and  magazines  in  New  York  and  lioston. 
In  1864  he  wrote  and  publiabed  what  purported 
to  he  a  prhelaraatioB  from  President  Linooln. 
callinp;  for  SOO.fKjO  men  to  arrrst  the  rebellion,  but 
wtutl  was  intc'ndfd  as  u  burlesque  was  taken 
seriously  by  the  government,  and  BIr.  Howard 
was  arrested  aud  incaroemted  in  the  U.8.  prilOD* 
Fmt  Lafayette,  for  fourteen  we^,  when  he  was 
released  without  trial.  lie  w;is  inmifdiately 
made  oiHcial  recorder  of  the  Department  of  the 
East,  and  as  snch  served  at  the  triab  and  at* 
tended  the  execution  of  Captains  Young  and 
Kennedy,  of  the  Confederate  States  service.  In 
1S»?6  lio  resumed  his  connection  with  the  New 
York  Tima,  and  in  August,  18C8,  became  man- 
aging  editor  of  the  Demoerat,  then  flmt  published 
by  '•  Rrick  "  Puiiieroy  in  New  York  city.  On 
Jan.  1,  man,  Iw  Ix^cainii  editor  of  the  New  York 
Star,  of  which  he  became  publisher  and  sabss* 
quently  proprietor.

HOWE,  John  Ireland,  inventor,  was  lK>rn  in 
Ridgififld,  Conn..  July  20,  ITVW.  He  wsuj  e«lu- 
cate<l  for  the  meiliral  i>rofessi<m,  waa  renident 
physician  in  tlie  New  York  almshouse,  and  a  prso- 
titioner  in  New  York  city  and  after  1899  in  North 
S.il«'tn.  N.Y.  Ht' iwitonti'd  an  iinlia-rtiMwr  mm- 
pound  in  If^'M  and  built  a  factory  for  its  manu- 
facture in  1829  at  North  Salem.  Be  cUime<l  to 
have  been  the  first  person  to  attempt  to  combine 
with  india>rubber  otiier  su)Mtance<4  to  make  it 
more  useful  in  the  arts.  His  siibstaiico  not  prov- 
ing the  best  for  the  purpose  nothing  came  of  hia 
invention.  In  1880-81  he  prodnoed  a  machine 
for  manufacturing  pins  with  solid  heads,  which 
he  |iHt«nt«4l  in  W-ti.  He  completed  another 
maehime  for  their  manvfiMjtnre  in  1688,  and  in 


r.  1884,  IwTiag  seotirad  patenta  abmad,  he 

erected  in  Manchester,  England,  a  muchinf  by 
which  pins  to  the  weight  of  24.000  to  tlic  {Hjund 
were  produce*!.  Fiiiling  to  sell  his  imtents  in 
England,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  in  1898 
and  erected  a  fiwtory  in  New  York,  removing  it 
tn  Piriningliani,  Conn.,  in  IKW.  He  patented 
ilia  rotary  machine  in  ItUO,  and  this  macliine  waa 
used  with  no  malarial  improvements  for  thir^ 
years.  Ha  waa  awardt^l  me^laU  for  his  inventions 
with  improvements  nuule  from  time  to  time.  He 
died  in  Birmingham,  Conn.,  Sept.  10,  1878. 

HOWE,  Julia  Ward,  author,  was  bom  in  New 
York  oity.  May  27,  1819 ;  daughter  of  Samuel 
and  Julia  (Cutler)  Ward.  Among  Imr  ancestors 
were  the  Marions  of  South  Carolina,  Governor 
Samuel  Ward,  of  tha 
Roger  Willianw.  Her 
father  waa  a  success- 
ful l>anker,  and  after 
the  death  of  her 
mother  in  1884  had 
the  cli;ir)2<'  <>f  her  ed- 
ucation, which  waa 
extremely  liberal  for 
the  time,  including 
theandent  and  mod' 
ern  languages.  Julia 
inherited  poetic  ge- 
nius bom  her  moth- 
er. After  her  fath- 
er's death  in  1830  she 
visited  Boston  and 
while  there  met  Mar- 
garet Fuller.  Bhe  was  married  in  New  York 
in  to  Dr.    Saniuel   firidley  Howe,  tba 

eminent  philanthropist.  Tliey  »i)ent  the  Urst 
yesir  of  their  inanM  life  aknNMl  and  their  first 

child,  Julia  Bumana,  was  bom  in  Borne.  Italy. 
Mrs.  Howe  was  already  well  acquainted  with  tha 

French,  Cierinan  and  Itjiliaii  langnaj^es.  Itefore 
the  civil  war  she  conducted  with  her  hw^batid 
The  CommmtwtaUk,  an  anti-slavery  paper,  and  in 
1^1  she  wrote  tlie  famous  "  Battle  Hymn  of  tha 
Hepuhlic."  A  trip  to  Ort*»'e  in  1807  resulted  in 
her  eiiterUiiiiing  work,  "  Frt)ni  the  Oak  to  the 
Olive."  In  1869  she  espoused  tlie  cause  of  woman 
snffkage.  and  her  lint  speech  before  a  legislative 
committee  was  made  in  the  green  room  of  the 
state  house,  B<wton,  in  thejwinter  of  lsfi9.  She 
w;is  an  original  member  of  the  New  Knglundclub, 
of  which  she  was  elected  president.  She  pre- 
sided from  tima  to  time  over  the  delibenitioas  of 
the  American  Woman  Suffrage  a-s-sixMation  and 
was  a  delegate  to  the  World's  Prison  Reform  Con- 
gress in  London  in  1878.  During  lier  stay  in 
England  she  made  evi>rv  effort  to  promote  the 
fonuatiun  of  an  interiuttional  |>eaee  association 
of  women,  for  which  she  had  already  pubUabed 
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one  appeal  the  ok>M  of  tiM  FnaoO'Pnmiaik 
war  in  1870.  She  wu  prarfdent  of  Uw  WoraanV 

branch  of  the  New  Orleans  exposition, 
and  was  elected  Tioe-president  of  the  American 
Ankhon*  goild  In  1806.  She  iHeeohed  In  Borne, 
Italjr,  Santo  Domingo  and  from  Unitarian  pulpits 
in  the  United  Stiitfs,  and  lectured  before  the 
Concord  School  of  IMiilosopliy.  Of  Mrs.  Howe's 
fatnily,  the  well-know  a  Sam  Ward  of  New  York 
and  Washington  society  was  her  brother ;  the 
elder  of  her  sisters  was  the  wifo  of  tht'  sculptor, 
ThTrmaw  Crawford,  and  the  mother  of  Francis 
Merlon  Crawford,  the  novelist ;  her  youngest 
sister  married,  in  1846,  Adcdph  Mailliard,  whose 
father  was  administrator  of  the  American  estate 
of  Joseph  Bonaparte,  ex-king  of  B|Miin  ;  Irt 
daughter  Julia  Bomana  waa  a  distinguished 
educator ;  her  daughter  Lanim  EL  Biohaide  be- 
came  a  well-knowB  author  ;  her  daughter  Maud, 
also  an  author,  was  married  to  John  Elliott,  the 
artiat :  her  daughter  Florence  became  a  writer 
on  social  topics,  and  her  ion  Beaxy  Marko 
acquired  a  wide  reputation  as  a  writeron  lion  and 
stoel  ni;in;if.ii  tiirc.

(Bosworth)  Smith  ;  great-grandson  of  tlie  Rev. 
Perley  Howe;  of  Mark  Antony  and  Abigail 
<POtter)  D'Wolf,  and  of  Samuel  and  Elisa 
(Drown)  Smith ;  and  a  descendant  of  James 
Howe,  who  came  in  1637  to  Roxbury,  and  in  1638 
settled  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  and  of  Uicliard  Sniitli. 
wiio  settled  in  Bristol,  R.L,  in  1680  and  was  clerk 
of  the  town.  BUhap  HoweV  giandfhther,  Oapt.

HOWE,  Robert,  soldier,  was  born  in  Bruns- 
wick county,  N.C.,  in  1783,  of  English  ancestry. 
Be  visited  England,  1764-66,  and  on  lits  return 
was  conitnLsiiioned  captain  of  Fort  Johnson.  N.C.. 
by  (iovernor  Tryon.  H«»  wiw  a  nienilter  of  tiie 
Colonial  assembly,  1772-73,  and  a  delegate  to  the 
Colonial  congress.  New  Berne,  N.C. ,  1774,  the 
assembling  of  which  Governor  Martin  opposed. 
Hoivi'  r<  [ilied  to  tlie  guvernor's  address  and  his 
remarks  caused  the  governor  to  issue  a  proolama- 
libn  from  tJbond  tho  British  ship  CruUer,  Aug. 
8,  1775,  denouncing  II  for  taking;  the  title  of 
colonel  and  for  calling  out  and  training  the 
militia.  On  Aogust  21  Howe  was  apfiointetl,  by 
the  Oolonial  oongtMi which  met  at  Hillsborough, 
colonel  of  the  9d  North  Carolina  regiment,  and 
in  Dco'niU'r.  177',  was  ordert-d  t<>  proceed  with 
his  regiment  to  Virginia,  where  he  joined  Gen. 
William  Woodford  at  Norfolk,  And  drove  Lord 
Danmore  out  of  that  part  of  the  statt*.  He  w.is 
given  a  vote  of  thaitlis  by  the  Virginia  conven- 
tion and  by  congress,  and  was  promoted  briga* 
dier-general.  In  March,  1776,  he  joined  Oen. 
Henry  Lea  and  niarelied  his  regiment  through 
North  Cnrolina,  en  mulr  f.>r  Charleston,  S.C. 
The  people  of  bis  elatti  reifivf-d  him  with  public 
hOBOra,  and  on  reaching  Charle'^ton  he  was  given 
command  of  the  North  Uarolina  tro(^  and  soon 
after  succeeded  Oen.  James  Moore  in  the  com- 
inanil  of  tl»e  entire  Southern  (Icpartincnt.  He 
was  made  major-general  in  October,  1777,  and  in 
the  eprinit  of  1776  led  an  tmsuooeaBf  nl  expedition 
against  Florida  .m  l  was  ol>lige«l  to  fall  back  to 
Savannalt,  Ga.,  whirii  city  he  undtrtook  to 
defend  with  his  docimxit'  1  forcM,  aided  by  the 
militia,  against  the  British  forces  of  General 
Prevost.  Be  was  surprised  by  Ueutenant-Ootonel 
Catn|  il>i'll  and  forced  to  evacuate  tho  place.  This 
di.*iji.ster  led  to  a  court-martial  which  honorably 
acquitted  him  ftrom  blame.  Oen.  Ghriali^er 
Oad.sd»>ii.  of  Charleston,  criticiseil  his  conduct  in 
a  public  lott-or.  wliich  resulte<l  in  a  duel  in  which 
neither  was  imrt,  and  the  incident  was  the  .sub- 
ject of  a  humorous  poem  by  Major  John  Andr6. 
Howe%  conduct  bad  ao  dl^kaaed  the  people  of 
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South  Ouolina  and  GeorKiu  that  Gen.  Renjumin 
Linoola  laperwetled  him  aud  h«  joined  Washing* 
tonli  army  on  tha  Hadaon,  when  be  eonmandad 

\V»!st  Point  in  1780  and  <(uollc<l  tho  mutiny  of 
the  Pennsylvania  anil  New  Jersey  line  in  ITbl. 
Ha  KOeiTed  for  this  aarrioe  the  thanks  of  Wash- 
ington. In  1788  he  quelled  another  attempted 
mutiny  of  the  troops  in  Philadelphia.  In  1785 
oongre:ss  n[)|K>int*eHl  him  an  Indian  commissioner, 
and  on  his  return  to  North  Carolina  he  was 
elected  to  Vbm  state  legislatare,  bat  died  before 
taking  his  seat.

While  engaged  in  oany^ 
ins  funds  to  a  detachment  of  the  Polish  army  be 

w;is  ;irrest<>d  hy  the  I'russi.iii  .nil hi iriti(>s.  impris- 
oned for  nix  wtHtlu  and  thou  taken  to  the  French 
frontier  and  liberated.  He  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  1833  and  opened  the  first  school 
for  the  instruction  of  the  lilind  in  Brjnton  at  his 
fathi'f's  tiiiiise,  the  foiindalion  of  the  Perkins 
Institution  for  Ute  Blind,  of  which  institution  he 
was  superintendent  until  his  death.  Wa  sooeeos 
as  the  instructor  of  Laura  Bridgman,  the  blind 
deaf-mute,  gavo  riso  to  the  rapid  multipli- 
cation of  inMtitutions  fur  the  blind  in  the 
United  States.  He  also  founded  an  azperi-

HOWLEY,  Richard,  governor  of  Georgia,  was 
lx>rn  in  Liberty  oomity,  Ga.,  probably  in  or  near 
Savannah,  about  1740.  He  wasa  lawyer  of  stand* 
ing  and  a  repreeentatlve  from  hie  county  in  the 
legislature  of  thp  colony.  On  Jan.  4,  17S0.  lie 
was  inaugurated  govenior  of  Georgia  and  was  a 
delegate  to  the  Continental  congress,  t?80-8l. 
While  holding  the  governorship  he  had  to  remove 
the  seat  of  government  outside  the  colony,  which 
wiis  in  possession  of  the  liriti-li,  ;iri>l  witli  liis 
council,  secretary  of  state,  state  treasurer  and 
several  militia  and  Continental  eflSoere  he  held  n 
council  near  Augusta  and  Hed  to  North  Carolina 
witli  tliti  uxidiives  of  the  state  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  paper  money.  Thib  currency  liad  so  de- 
preciated that  his  eqxnSBS  to  Philadelphia  as  * 
del^tate  «ost  the  state  half  a  milKon  of  dollars. 

While  in  congres-s.  fear  thai  flial  Uxly  would  de- 
liver tbe  territory  of  Georgia  over  to  the  British 
rather  than  defend  it,  led  Govenor  Howley  lo 
write  aremonstmncc  Hipncd  by  tho  Georgia  dele- 
gates, which  was  publiHhed  iu  Philadelphia  in 
1781.   He  died  in  S;ivannah,  Ga.,  December,  1784. 

HOWRY,  Charles  BoweOt  joriit,  was  bom  at 
Oxford.  Hiss..  May  14. 1844 ;  son  of  Judge  James 
M.  and  Narci?isa(Bowpn)  Howry  ;  gr;ind.M)n  of  ttie 
Etev.  Daniel  Howry  and  of  Charles  Bowen,  and  a 
desoendant  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  faml* 
lies  of  Revolutionary  stock.  His  first  ancestois 
in  America  came  to  Pennsylvania  and  South 
Carolina,  and  the  Bowens  lK)re  a  cunspicuollS 
part  in  tbe  battle  of  King's  Mouutaio.  Ue  en* 
tend  the  University  of  Misaiaaippt,  leaving  hto 
studies  at  tho  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  to  enlist 
as  a  privato  iu  tlie  29th  !hUat«issippi  infantry  of  the 
Confederate  army.  He  was  promoted  IstUsn- 
tanant  before  the  oloae  of  the  war.  His  served  in 
the  battles  of  Chtolcamatiga,  Lookout  Mcmntain, 

Missionary  Ridge,  Resaca.  New  Ilojie  Cliurch, 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  Atlanta,  Jonesboro  and  Frank- 
lin,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Che  Uwt-naaied. 
Ho  wns  frradiiated  from  the  law  de]iartnient  of 
the  Univsjrsity  of  Mississippi  in  1867  with  the  de- 
gree of  LL.B.  and  began  tlie  practice  of  law. 
He  declined  tbe  appointment  of  state  attorney  of 
Misslasipiii,  offered  Mm  by  Governor  Aloom  in 

lS7n  ;  win  a  represent.! ( ive  in  the  Mi.-^sissipj)! 
stato  legiiihiture  in  18NO-S4  :  was  district 
attorney,  1885-80  :  a  member  of  the  Democmtio 
national  committee,  1891-06  ;  assistant  attorney- 
general  of  the  United  States.  IWt.'l-OB,  and  asso- 
ciate justice  of  the  U.S.  court  of  claims  from 
1898.  He  was  elented  a  member  of  the  American

HOWRY,  James  Moomuui,  jurUt,  wan  born  in 
Botetourt  county,  V«.,  Aug.  4,  1804  ;  ton  of  the 
Rev.  Daniel  and  Fnnlrica  (Wax)  Howry.  He 
iWMiTod  a  limited  educatioa  in  tlte  oommoa 
•ehool,  read  law  in  Tennenee  with  General  Par* 
sons  at  Ittjj^i-Tsvilli'  .m-l  witli  E()hniim  S.  Fi>stfr 
(q.v.),and  in  1820  wan  olfottnl  uolonvl  of  the 
Tennessee  regiment  in  Hawkins  ooanty,  Tenn. 
He  subeequently  serred  as  clerk  of  tlin  Tennessee 
senate,  hoiue  of  representatives  and  supreme 
court  ;  and  in  \<W  \v;ih  Ritorni'y-i^'.  n.TiiI  for  the 
oifouit.

His  adminis- 
tration met  the  approval  of  the  citizens  as  mani- 
fested by  resolations  passed  unanimously  at  the 
Demoomtie  state  flooventfon  of  1898.  He  was  a 
delegate  nt  l.ir^^e  to  the  DomrK-ratic  national  con- 
vention Kt  C.'iiu;innati,  June  22, 1880,  where  lie  was 
the  first  deh«guto  to  second  the  nomination  of  Gen. 
W.  8.  Hancock  for  President.  He  wras  again  a 
delegate  to  the  Democrstio  national  convention 
at  Chiciig<),  July  I'^'M,  whf»re  he  wasteniporarj- 
chairman,  and  in  the  canvas  that  followed  he 
accompanied  the  Vice-Presidential  candidate  in 
his  tour  of  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Illinois.  President 
Cleveland  appointed  him  U.S.  minister  to  Jafmn 
in  1883,  where  he  negotiated  tho  celebrated 
axtradition  treaty  and  also  negotiated  and  signed 
^  independent  treaty  of  amity  and  oommeroe 
in  1SS9.  On  nnurnin.,-  to  the  United  States  in 
hu  made  iiis  liuau)  in  Tylt>r,  Texas.  an<l 
beoamo  interested  iu  railroads  in  Texas,  and  was 
«lse*ed  president  of  tiie  Alexandria,  ^rler  and 
Korthwestem  Railroad  company.  He  was  mar- 
ried first  to  Elizji.  daughter  of  Dr.  C.  B.  Hudson, 
of  Lafayette,  Ala.,  and  seoondly  to  Janie  R., 
daoghterof  the  Hon.  WltHsRolwrts,  of  Texas.  He 
receivf>il  the  honorary  degree  of  TiL.D.  from 
Mercer  university  in  ItHil.   He  is  the  author  of

HUBBARD.  Richard  Dudley,  govemor.of  Con- 
necticut, was  born  in  Berlin,  Conn.,  Sept.  7, 1818 ;

Ho  was  graduated  at  Yale  in  1839 ;  entered  the 
law  oftico  of  Ilungerford  Sc  Cone  at  Hartford  and 
qualified  himself  as  a  l.iwver.  He  settled  in 
pcaotice  in  East  Hartford,  and  was  a  representa- 
tive In  the  general  assembly  in  1849.  He  then 
roniiivf  l  to  Hartford  and  represent' d  tluit  to«  ti 
in  the  general  assembly,  1855-58.  He  was  state's 
attorney  for  Hartford  ooonty,  184C-4t8 ;  a  repre- 
sentative in  the  40th  congress,  1867-49,  declining 
re-election  ;  was  the  defeated  Democratic  candi- 
date for  governor  of  tho  «tatc  in  1872  :  was  gov- 
ernor, 1976-78,  and  the  defeated  candidate  in 
1878.  He  wasatrustee  of  Trinity  college,  18S6-88L 
He  receive<l  the  honorary  degree  of  A.^f.  from 
Trinity  in  1851  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  Yale  in 
1877.   He  died  in  Hartford.  Conn.,  Feb.  28, 1884. 

HUBBARD,  Richard  WUHmi,  artist,  was  bom 
in  Middletown,  Conn.,  Got.  15,  1810;  son  of 
Thomas  and  Frances  (Talx>r)  Hubbard.  He  was 
a  student  at  Middletown  academy  and  at  Yale 
ooUsga,  but  did  not  graduate.

TTo  wris  a  half- 
brother  of  Danit'l.  Kaao.  John  and  Bt-njainia 
BagVt  and  was  educated  in  Europe.  He  was  a 
oaptaln  in  tlie  2d  South  Carolina  regiment,  Wil- 
liam Moultrie,  eoloneL  Re  was  one  of  the  de- 
fondeis  of  Fort  Moultrie  axninst  Sir  Pt'tt'T 
Biriter'a  fleet,  June  38,  IT70.  Hu  wan  promoted 
lieutenaot-oidonel  and  was  appointed  deputy 
qnartermasterrReneral  of  the  Southern  depart- 
ment under  Quartermaster-General  Mifflin.

HUGHES,  James,  vi<'ar-geiicrnl,  was  lH)rn  in 
county  Cork.

John's  college,  Fordham,  N.Y.,  where  he  waa 
graduated  with  limuirs  in  I'^IS.  He  took  hi.s 
theological  course  at  St.  Sulpicc,  Paris,  and  on 
retomiiv  to  America  was  ordained  to  the  priest- 
11  1"  !  July  4, 185:},  by  his  uncle.  Bishoj)  Bernard 
o  Keilly,  of  the  diocese  of  Hartford,  at  Provi- 
dence, U.I.  He  became  secretary  to  the  bishop, 
rector  of  St.  Joseph's  cathedral  and  president  of 
St.  Thomas'  preinratory  seminary,  Hartford. 
The  Siiiiie  year  lie  was  ajiixiirited  vicar-general 
and  administrator  of  the  diocese.  He  became 
pastor  of  St.  Patrick's  church,  Hartford,  Nov. 25, 
1854.  He  rebuilt  St.  Catliarine's  convent  at  a 
cost  of  8^0,000,  built  two  asylums  and  {Kirish 
s<diool8,  secured  two  cemeteries  and  erect c<l  a 
residence  on  Church  Street.

While  in  tho  liarVmr  of  Portsmoutli,  England, 
the  Conatitution  was  followed  and  watched  by 
two  English  ships  and  as  the  question  of  right  of 
Beareh  was  at  tho  tiniw  tuiHettled,  C'apfnii:  IImH, 
being  8Uspi<-ii>us  of  tlieir  moventent**,  onU  red  the 
ship  cleared  for  action.  The  next  day  he  sailed 
for  Cherbourg,  France,  and  was  followed  by 
several  men-of-war.  The  Conttitution  outsailed 
all  but  one,  and  when  a  safe  distance  had  been 
gained  Hull  hove  to,  beat  to  quarters,  and  when 
the  frigate  came  doee  to  the  Con$l1tution  no 
hostilities  were  otTered  and  the  incident  was 
over.  It  resulted,  however,  in  the  return  of  two 
seamen  taken  by  the  Zetrpanf  from  the  Ctheso* 
prake  four  years  before.  Heturning  to  America 
the  Constitution  was  cleaned  and  recuppered  at 
Aiiiifniia  and  ordered  to  join  the  squadron  ct 


Gommodore  Rodgeis  at  New  York.   On  Jnly  19, 

1813.  when  five  days  out  an<l  near  Sandy  Hook 
Captain  Hull  encountered  a  British  fleet  of  five 
sail  under  Commo<lore  Broke  and  the  entire 
fleet  gave  chase,  which  Listed  for  three  days  and 
three  nights,  during  which  time  the  Conttitution 
kept  tho  lead  of  lier  pursuers  and  used  everj-  de- 
vice known  to  seamanship  to  esoape.  Every 
nan  on  board  was  on  duty  the  entire  time  and 
the  excit«ment  of  the  chase  w.is  inti  i:m'.  Oh 
reaching  Host<m  Captain  Hull  was  given  a  public 
re<  eption  aixl  in  a  letter  posted  by  him  in  the 
Coffee  House  he  gave  all  the  credit  for  the  escaiw 
to  his  officers  and  men,  lui  he  did  in  lii.s  odiciiil 
re]Hjrt  to  the  secretJiry  of  tho  navy.  He  re- 
ceived no  orders  to  leave  Boston,  but  tiring  of 
inaetirity  he  put  to  sea,  Aug.  2,  1813,  without 
orders,  and  on  \iit,'ust  10  ;,'jivt'  chase  to  a  strange 
sail  that  proved  to  be  the  British  frigate  Chltr- 
riirt.  The  Conttitution  dtoarad  far  action,  with

He  was  dep* 
llty  for  tin*  town  of  \Vfiili;itn  t<>  the  K^noral 
ooui-t  in  IWM;  fur  tlie  town  uf  VVe»tlield,  1G71, 
1078  and  1674,  for  Conooni  in  1676  and  for  Soliv 
hiiry,  1(579->«).  Hi'  was  ,'ip|Miint<Hl  liy  the  council, 
June  1675.  to  be  one  of  the  war  committee 
Md  abo  tnasuier<at-«ar,  and  aervad  as  county 
treasurer,  1B7B-T9.  and  ns  an  assistant.  KVSO-S?. 
Be  was  one  of  the  principal  American  nierchunts, 
if  not  the  greatest  of  his  time,  ami  owned  two  ve»- 
•ala,  wliieli  were  oonstaiitiy  engaged  in  voyages 
.to  and  from  the  West  Indies,  England  and 
Fnuir-t".  while  from  \i-.\r  to  year  he  wai  inter- 
ested in  numerous  ventures  iu  beaver,  and  vari- 
ous other  oommodtties  io  other  shi|M.  He  helped 
to  found  th»>  Old  Sotith  cliiircli,  vliicli  was  (In- 
tliird  church  in  Uoston,  l(j<j9.  Of  his  ^4•Vl•rill 
children,  Hannah,  who  was  married  to  Samuel 
Sewalt,  Feb.  28,  1075.  was  the  only  one  w1k> 
Maohed  maturity.  President  Quincy  calls  John 
Hull  one  of  tilt"  earliest  l><?nefn<'tors  of  Harvard 
college  and  a  gift  of  £100  is  recorded  in  IflSl.  lie 
died  at  Boston,  Mass.,  Oct.  1, 1688. 

HULL,  John  Albert  Tiffin,  represontntive. 
was  Ujrn  iit  Sabitiii,  I'linton  county,  Ohio.  May  1, 
1H41 ;  son  of  Andrew  Younj; and  Margaret  (Tiflin) 
Hull.  He  removed  with  his  parents  to  Iowa  in 
1839  and  wns  educatinl  at  the  public  scliools,  at 
Indiana  Ashury  univt-rsily  and  at  Iowa  Wesleyan 
ooUege.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Cinoianati 
Law  school  in  1869  and  in  July  of  the  eame  year 
enlisted  in  the  '2M  Iowa  infantry.  serviiiR  until 
October,  l&Hi.  He  wn.s  secretary  of  the  Iowa 
■tate  senate,  1879-78  :  secretary  of  state 
lietitenant-govemor  of  the  state.  18^6-00,  and  a 
Repuhlicuu  representative,  from  the  spventh  con- 
gressional district  of  Iowa,  in  llic  "».M.  "►.'id,  64tllt 
6!itb,  50th  and  ilih  congresses,  1(^01-1003. 

HULL*  JoMph  Baitiiie,  naval  officer,  was  bom 

in  \V.  stclie>ter,  N.Y..  April  •'0.  \^)-2 ntm  of  Dr. 
Justepli  and  Suaan  (Bartine)  Hull  and  a  nephew 
of  Commodofe  Isaao  Hall,  U.8.N.  He  was  given 
n  warrant  in  the  U.S.  navy  in  1SI3  as  n>iilshi|)- 
man  :  was  promoted  lieutenant  in  IS^Vi ;  com- 
mander in  1841 :  captain  in  ISo.!,  and  commodore 
in  1803.  He  was  retired,  July  10,  1862,  and  re- 
sided in  Philadel|>liia  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  wasconiiiiuiiilcr  of  the  sloop  Wtirren  in  the 
Pnoiflo  squadron,  1(^3-47 ;  of  the  frigate  St.  Law- 
of  the  Braailian  aqnadnm,  1856-89;  the 

Sarttiiiitih  in  the  .\llantio<-fi;isf  lilockridc  in  ISf!!  ; 
8U|H.-rintendent  of  the  building  of  gun-Uiats  at 
Kt.  Louis,  180*2-64  ;  oomniander  of  the  Philadel- 
phia navy  yard,  1800 ;  president  of  the  emnining 
board,  1867,  and  lighthouse  inspector  at  Portland, 
Maine,  IWit).  His  princi|ial  exjdoit  was  cuiting  out 
the  Mexican  gun-brig  ilalekadliel  oil  Mazallan  in 
1847.  He  died  at  Philadelphia,  P>u,  Jan.  17, 1890. 


HULL,  William,  soldier,  was  born  in  Derby, 
Conn.,  June '.24,  K');) :  son  of  Joseph  and  VMxa 
(Clark)  Hull  and  lifth  in  descent  from  Kicliard 
Hull,  of  Derbyshire.  England,  a  freeman  of  Dor- 
chester, Mass.'iciiusptts  Bayooiony,  In  1684,  who 
went  tu  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  in  1689  "be- 
cause lie  woulil  not 
endure  I'uritunism ; " 
and  also  a  descend* 

ant  of  Thomas  Clarke, 
of  Plymuutli.  »ai>l  to 
have  lu  en  ft  mate  of 
tlie  JUanfiotrrr.  He 
was  graduated  at 
Vale.  A.H.  lT7--\  studi- 
ed law  at  Litchfield 
and  was  admitted 
fii  the  bar  in  ITT'. 
He  w;is  captain  of  a 
company  of  militia 
recruited  just  after 


the  battle  of  Lexington  and  marched  ftom 

Derby  to  C'anibrid;;e,  where  (Jeiieral  ^Va>lling- 
ton  assigned  the  company  to  Colonel  Webb's 
Connecticut  regiment.  He,  recruited  the  8th 
M:iss;iflms(.tts  re;.;iment,  was  pnimofed  major, 
and  was  ordered  t<j  the  c-onunand  of  the  regi- 
ment at  Springfield,  Mas.s.,  in  January,  1777,  and 
in  April,  with  300  men,  lie  nuurobed  to  Tioon- 
demga  to  reinforce  (leneral  St.  Clair,  and  he 
shansl  with  hini  in  bis  defeat  and  retreat  to 
Fort  Edward.  He  ooounanded  tlie  rear  guard  of 
General  Schuyler's  army  In  Its  retreat  from  Fort 
Edward  ami  rrreived  tli(<  thanks  of  the  com- 
manding general.  He  then  marched  his  detach- 
ment to  Albany,  where  he  joineil  Oetieral  Arnold 
in  the  relief  of  Fort  Staawix.  He  volunteered 
to  lead  throe  hundred  men  to  the  relief  of 
General  Poor  in  the  first  battleof  .SuratoKa,  Sept. 
19, 1777,  and  in  a  successful  bayonet  charge  he 
lost  one-lialf  his  men.

Court  House,  X..T.,  .Time  n?"*,  and  listeiie.l  to 
the  scathing  rebuke  !iiiniinis(ered  to  (Jenernl 
Lee  bjr  Washington.  In  17T(>-s^)  lie  commanded 
the  regimentatKingsbridge,  N.  Y. ,  eighteen  miles 
in  advance  of  the  American  army,  where  he 
maintained  his  ix>si( ion  tlirout;liout  the  winter. 
In  May,  1780.  he  built  a  fort  at  West  Point  and  on 
July  15  cxMiimanded  four  hundred  men  in  tlia 
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column  led  by  Wayne  at  the  capture  of  Stony 
Point,  N.Y.,  and  for  hu  conduct  was  made 
lieutenant-colonfl.  lie  waa  deputy  inKpt-otor  of 
Howo'a  division  uihli-T  RiKiii  Steulieii  duriiij^  tlio 
ovnpaign  of  1780,  and  was  invited  to  enter  the 
miUtaiy  fiunil/  ot  WuMngton  m  an  aide,  which 
honor  he  declined  hf  a<lrice  of  Haron  Steulien, 
and  ho  aaggeitad  his  friend  Columd  Humphreys 
for  the  poeiiion,  which  appointment  was  nude. 
He  tnudw  a  sticceKHfuI  attack  witli  nu  n 
against  Colonel  do  Lancey  at  M<>rris»iiia,  Jnii.  >■'), 
1T>^0,  iMptiirin^  'ti  pri^nure.  60  homes  and  a 
number  of  cattle,  which  he  auooeaafolly  guarded 
In  a  retreat  to  the  borders  of  Conneotirut,  pnr- 
8iif'l  Ity  a  I.iiici'  Hrili^li  rt'infitnwiuont  f loin  Foitn 
Wasiiiugtuaaud  ludependenoe.  Fur  bis  conduct 
la  thb  engacemont  he  rcceired  the  thanks  of 
Oonenvl  W;isliin>jton  in  general  or  li-r^,  nnd  nljvo 
the  thiinks  of  conjfrejw.  H<!  w;i.h  gruntinl  leavo 
of  absence  after  six  years'  service  and  passed  the 
lomainderof  the  winter  of  1781  in  Boston,  where 
ha  wae  marrfod  to  a  daiii^ilar  oC  tha  Hon. 


Abraham  Fuller,  of  Newton,  Maw*.  In  July, 
1781,  he  was  ordered  by  WashiriKton  to  I?<  Jfi>rd, 
N.T.,  where  he  arrangeid  with  Count  de  liocham- 
beaa  an  attack  on  the  British  in  Xew  York.  This 
aotion,  in  which  ho  wns  nu  aiilo  to  the  I)iike  do 
Laosun,  resulted  iu  the  transfer  of  the  seat  of  war 
fkom  New  York  lurbor  to  the  Chesapeake  i  and 
when  Wnsliinu'ton  !•  <l  tin-  amy  MUth,  Colonel 
Hull  wiM  uia>le  u<ijut:int  and  inspector  general 
of  the  army  in  the  IIi};hland.H,  serring  until  the 
evacuation  of  New  York  l>y  the  British,  Nov.  25, 
1TS3.  He  then  t4x>k  [Hjssession  of  the  forti«  about 
New  York  and  conimamled  the  corits  of  li^ht 
infantry  which  escorted  General  Washington 
into  the  city  u|i<jii  his  return  from  Virginia.  He 
be(*ani(<  »UHMnd  in  ci luiiiiiin  l  i>(  iln'  only  re^inient 
not  disbanded  at  tiie  clo^«o  of  the  war,  Novem- 
ber, 178S,  General  Heath  being  made  its  ooloneL 
In  IT^I  ho  w.-iM  ordered  to  mako  a  formal 
demand  on  GuvemoT-General  lialdimand  at 
Quel)e<"  for  th«  surrender  of  the  frontier  p<Hts  of 
Niagara,  Detroit,  Mackioao  and  otbenu  still  held 


hy  the  British  in  vi<dation  of  the  treaty  of 
Paris.  This,  OoTeraorHieneral  Hahlimand,  in  the 
abnenoe  of  instraetioaa,  defclined  to  do,  and  It  was 
not  till  after  the  Jay  Tnaty  of  1704  that  the  forts 
were  surrendered.  Colonel  Hull's  regiment  waa 
disbanded  in  1786,  and  he  praotiaed  taw  In  New« 
ton,  M.iss.,  wIm  ii"  111'  «T«H-teil  a  l;irj,'i'  lirick  rt'si- 
dence  and  where  uuu  sou  and  t>even  daugliters 
grow  up.  InShaya^  rebellion  ho  commanded 
the  left  wing  of  General  Lincidn's  army,  and  by 
a  forced  march  Hurprised  and  dispersed  the 
insurgents  in  their  campaatFBUiam.  In  January, 
1703,  ho  went  to  Quebec  ai  a  oonunlaaioner  to 
arrange  a  treaty  with  the  Korthwestem  Indfaun, 
but  the  British  jM)licy  jirevi  t  I •  I  its  consununa- 
tiun.  In  17i*8  lie  visited  Luroiw  aud  in  1709  be 
wae  appointed  Judite  of  the  ooart  of  oonunon 

])loas  for  MidillcM'x  cuiiity.  Tie  servt'cl  in  Ixilh 
branches  of  the  Mas.<4jii-lius4>tt-j  leKii^lature  and  as 
a  memlmr  of  the  council.  He  was  a  founder  and 
charter  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
artillery  com|iany  of  Boston,  and  in  1796  waa 
elected  major-general  of  the  8d  dlTiaion,  itate 
militia,  which  position  he  radgned  In  180B, 

wlifri  lie  ac-rcpicil  the  Rovernorship  of  Michig:in 
Territory  from  President  Jefferson,  aud  be  re- 
moved his  family  to  Detroit  and  built  a  brick 
house  in  that  villago  in  1^)6.  He  was  reap- 
pointe<I  at  the  end  of  his  fln«t  term  by  President 
Jf  ITerson,  serving  1H(>:>-1:!,  and  in  FebmaiT,  Ult, 
he  went  to  Washington  to  nrga  upon  tlie 
government  the  neoeaeity  of  additional  troops 
to  'I'  f"  !!.!  I  K'troit  a^aiiiNt  the  Indians.  I'ri  siilt'iit 
Uadisou  called  for  1300  militia  from  the  gover- 
nor of  Ohio  for  that  aenrioe  and  Governor  Hvll 

wat  re  |iii"stfd  tolcail  flicni  to  PW-troil,  which  be 
declined  to  do,  not  du»irin^  to  assunie  a  militaiJT 
command.  When  Colonel  Kingsbury,  who  waa 
appointed,  fell  sick.  Governor  Hull,  iu  order  to 
loM  no  time,  assomed  command  and  was  given 
till'  rank  of  l>rinailier->;cncral.  He  marched  the 
three  undisciplined  and  poorly-armed  regimenta 
to  Urbana,  Ohiov  where  800  regulars,  under 
Colonel  Mill«>r.  joined  hin>.  ami  tlx'y  cut  a  mili- 
tary roiid  miles  throufrh  the  wilderness, 
buUt  bridges,  causeways  and  block-bouaee,  and 
on  reaching  the  site  of  Toledo,  June  30,  1913, 
unaware  that  warlind  been  de<^lareil,  June  18.  he 
traTisfcrnril  the  invalid>i,  stores  and  iin(X)rlant 
papers  to  a  schooner  for  Detroit.  When  General 
Hull  with  tiie  remainder  of  bis  army  reached 
I)  ti'  it.  July  5,  ha  learned  of  the  !.  .  l  uation 
of  war  and  that  the  Schooner  liad  been  captured 
at  Maiden  by  the  British  commanding  the  plaee. 
On  July  1?,  in  obedience  to  instructions  from 
the  «-ar  di<|>artment.  he  crossed  the  river  into 
Canada  with  1000  efftM-tive  men.  all  that  could 
be  spared  from  garrison  duty,  and  eatablishad  « 
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camp  at  Sandwich,  proposing  to  attack  Maiden. 
Ookmebi  Can,  Mc Arthur  and  Finlay  dLscuuriged 
an  attack,  and  being  supported  only  hy  Colonel 

Millar  with  200  regulars.  In-  il<(  i.lt',l  to  await 
aiege  guut  from  Detroit.  Meanwhile  ttm  British 
troop*  wero  reinforced,  and  on  Juljr  17  Fart 
Mackinac  was  taiptuiod  and  ihf  jwi-it  of  Chicago 
had  been  U«»itroyed  l>y  tlie  Indians  and  luoflt  of 
the  garrbon  maaacred.  General  Dearborn 
made  an  anniatloe  with  Sir  Ocorge  Provoet  that 
did  not  include  Hull's  amiy  and  0«neral  Brock 
concentrated  all  his  forces  against  Detroit.  On 
Aug.  i,  1613,  Uuil  learned  the  condition  of 
affairs  and  the  impomibilltjr  of  receiving  rapport 
from  Desirlxirri,  tlie  onmniiiihlL-r-in-i  lnff,  nini  on 
August  7  he  recrossed  tho  river  to  Detroit  in 
order  to  Open  oommunications  with  Ohio.  As 
Detroit  was  commanded  by  the  British  fleet  and 
the  batteries  at  Sandwich,  Hull  proposed  to  retire 
to  the  Raiijin  river,  and  there  awuit  reinforce- 
mento,  but  Colonel  Case  assured  him  that  the 
Ohio  troops  woald  desert  if  this  oonrae  was  pnr- 
eiieil.  He  jsent  Colonel  Miller  with  GOO  im  n  to 
open  communications  with  his  depot  of  supplies 
at  Raisin  river.  Miller's  progress  was  opposed 
by  a  body  of  British  troop"?  rind  Indians,  and 
after  driving  them  from  tiieir  iiitrenchnienti),  he 
returned  to  Detroit.  Colonels Cbbs and  McArthnr 
then  led  OOO  men  to  effect  a  communication  with 
the  depot  of  NuppHea.  While  so  occupied,  Gen* 
er:il  Unick  app<';in.-d  oti  Au;,'iist  1",  u]!)). isi(i.  Uie 
city,  and  demanded  its  surrender,  and  when  Uiis 
was  refused  he  ofiened  a  heavy  bombardment. 
The  next  day  he  ndv;uic<'d  with  17f>0  whites  and 
between  1500  and  2Uou  Indians  and  crossed  the 
river  under  the  protection  of  the  fleet,  and  to 
save  the  900  men  left  to  [trotect  the  city  Hull 
surrendered  tho  place,  securing  protection  for 
till-  ptT^>>i>>  ami  priipiTty  of  the  inhabitants,  and 
a  parole  of  the  militia  and  voluoteers.  With 
the  regular  troops  Hun  was  carried  to  Hontrcal, 
a  pristmcr  <if  wnr.  Afterward,  when  exchanged, 
he  was  placed  uudt-T  aiiest.  Gen.  Wade  Hamp- 
ton was  president  of  the  court  martini  at  Phila- 
delphia, Fa.,  when  Hull  api)eared  ready  for  trial, 
but  the  court  was  dissolved  by  I*resident  Madi- 
son and  ;i  new  court  \v,is  MimtnoiuMi  at  All»any, 
N.Y.,  of  which  Gen.  Ueury  Dearborn  was  jtresi* 
dent  and  several  of  bis  military  family  were 

niomhcrs  of  (lie  >  r)iirt.  Itull  was  (o  Imj  ilfrendeil 
by  liuriuTe  IJiiini  v,  liuthe  was  denied  the  aid  of 
counsel,  while  Ualiiis  and  Van  Buren  were  em- 
ployed to  asbist  in  the  prosecution.  Col.  Lewis 
Cass,  who  had  written  his  celebrated  letter  of 
Sept.  13,  1813,  constituting  the  source  of  the 
oharges  against  Hull,  was  the  chief  witaees  for 
the  government.  Hie  charges  were  treason, 
cowardice- atid  iioKlert  of  duty.  The  f  rt  i--  i:i  vaa 
in  sending  a  vessel  with  invalids,  supplim*  and 


baggage  to  Detroit  after  the  declaration  of  war. 
but  even  Van  fiuien,  tba  pMMwcuting  officer  of 
the  court,  pronooneed  the  ehargenot  only  tinsup- 

jxiitfii.  Ilut  unsupportiible.  Hull  was,  however, 
convicted  of  cowardice  and  neglect  of  duty,  and 
sentenced  to  be  ehot.  Beforetbeassemblingof  the 

cx)urt-iiiartial  Colonel  Caw  liad  Ih  i'ii  jirntnoteil  to 
the  rank  of  brigadier-genenil  and  inadt;  governor 
of  the  territory  of  Michigan,  and  various  of  the 
other  militiaoflioers,  who  had  opposed  tho  reason- 
able suggestions  of  their  commanding  general, 
were  advanced  in  rank.  This  course  influenced 
the  witnesses  called  before  the  court  to  favor  the 
offlceis  in  power,  with  the  honorable  exception 

of  Colonels  Milli-r  ami  Watsuti ,  Major  ^fviiison, 
Captains  Maxwell  and  iJysen  and  Lieuteuaut 
Bseon,  all  experienced  and  tried  oflloera  of  the 
army,  who,  after  testifying  in  Hull's  favor,  were 
denied  promotion  and  the  last-n.-imed  iictually 
drop|>ed  from  the  army  list.  From  copies  of  his 
private  papers  reluctantly  furnished  by  the 
secretary  of  war  in  1894,  after  mpeated  appli- 
cations to  each  successive  previous  adruiuist ra- 
tion, his  original  papers  having  been  burned 
with  tlie  vessel  that  carried  bis  family  to  Bnf. 
falo,  N.Y.,  after  landing  the  passengers,  he  jire- 
])ared  "Momoire  of  the  Campaign  of  the  Nortli 
Western  Army  of  the  United  States,  A.D., 
1913"  (1^),  whicli  turned  public  opinion  in  his 
favor.  BIsonly  son,  Capt.  Abraham  Fuller  Hnll. 
of  til.' i>th  U.S.  infjuitry.  fi-11  at  the  battle  of 
Lundy's  Lane,  July  25,  1814,  while  leading  his 
company  in  a  bayonet  charge,  and  thu  loss  was 

a  prent  blow  to  a  devoted  father.  Pi-esident 
Madison,  while  approving  tho  sentence  of  the 
court-martial,  in  view  of  the  honorable  service 
of  Colonel  Hull  in  tlie  American  Revolution, 
suspended  the  execution  of  its  sentence  and 
directed  the  dishonored  officer  to  re{>air  to  his 
home  in  Mewton,  M$m,  Ue  there  engaged  in 
the  cultivation  of  his  farm  for  the  mainteniance 
of  his  family.  After  the  publication  of  his  vin- 
dication in  1824,  Ite  was  given  a  public  dinner 
by  tlie  citizens  of  Boston.  May  80,  1825;  and 
when  T^afayette  made  his  last  visit  to  Amerira 
he  was  ihi'  guest  of  General  Hull  in  Botston.  He 
recei\eil  tlie  honorary  df;^roe  of  A.M.  from  Yale 
in  1778  and  from  Harvard  in  1787.  He  died  la 
Newtoo,  ITass.,  Nov.  20, 188S. 

Mt'LL,  WItllam  Isaac,  eilueator.  was  h.irn  in 
Baltimore,  Md.,  Nov.  10,  18(iH ;  a  son  of  Thomas 
Burling  and  Mary  (Dixon)  Hull,  and  grandson  ot 
Abel  AdftiiiH  and  Alniini  Ann  (ITaviland)  Hull, 
and  of  I&iuic  Fuirbauks  and  Elizabeth  (.Spencer) 
Dixon.  Uis  ancestor,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hull, 
emigrated  from  Somersetshire,  England,  and 
settled  in  the  Massaohusstts  Bay  ootony  in  1G»5. 
Willi  in;  iit 'ended  the  Friends' Elementary  and 
High  school  at  Baltimore,  Mi, ;  was  graduated 
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from  John*  Eopkim  univen«itr.  A.B.,  1889; 

Stii  li<"l  ill  tlie  ljiiivt«r>ily  of  Il.'r1iri,  ixOI  aiul 
wa."i  i-lfcj.'.l  jirufesHiir  of  liistory  uiwl  t-c<jii<  iiiiii'S

He  eetablished  the  Pmnaglvania  Ledger 
in  Jantiary.  1775,  and  was  clerk  of  the  on^hana* 
court.  He  waa  a  Tory  and  his  newspaper  waa 
suspended  in  No veratier,  1776,  but  again  apiieared 
wlule  the  British  were  in  poasesBlon  of  the  city.

the  Royal  Society  of  Canada,  and  it.s  third  presi- 
dent During  the  year  1876,  at  the  Centennial 
cxpoBition  in  Philadelphia,  he  waa  an  interna- 
tional juror,  and  during  the  expoftitiuu  he  first 
took  definite  measures  to  insure  the  calling  to- 
gether of  a  geologiral  congress  of  the  world,  and 

a  res.i!alh>u  ]>■  >i nt  iti^;  to  that  end  to  Im» 
I  at  the  liullalu  meeting  of  the  American 
AModotion  tor  the  Advancement  of  Science.  In 
lfl78  the  reunion  occurred  in  Paris,  France,  and 
WHH  largely  due  to  hia  efforts.  Ue  attended  the 
He<H>nd  congress,  held  Ot  Bologna,  Sept.  20,  1881, 
where  hiaeminencewaaaoooaapiaaous  that  King 
Humbert  conferred  on  him  the  orders  of  St. 
Mauritius  and  of  St.  Lazarus.  He  alsn  partici- 
pateil  in  the  fourth  congress,, lield  at  London  in 
1888,  and  oontributed  a  paper  in  French  on 
■*  Crystalline  SchiatM."  Profeaaor  Hunt  was  the 
first  to  attempt  a  sybtemulic  subdivision  and  geo- 
logioal  ctassiflcatiOQ  of  the  stratiform  crystalline 
fooki,  and  mode  many  Taluable  diacoveriea  as  to 
the  ooQstltutton  of  these  rocks.  He  was  hirgely 
instnitneiital  in  bringing  l>ef(>re  the  public  the 
ueceasity  of  oaring  for  the  wantonly  wasted  for- 
ests, and  interested  himself  greatly  in  the  eetab- 
lislunent  of  Arlxjr  Djiy  in  Canada  and  lln'  I'nited 
States.  Ho  invent<>d  a  green  ink  made  from 
stannic  acid  and  oxide  of  chromiitni.  Used  in 
printing  the  U.  S.  treasury  notes,  and  from  the 
use  of  which  the  treasury  notes  became  known  as 
"  greeiihacks."  He  also  patented,  with  James 
Douglass,  in  1869,  tiie  use  of  chloride  of  iron 
in  oonneotion  with  common  salt  aa  a  solvent 
of  copric  and  ODprous  oxide,  and  in  ISTI  lliey 
patented  a  method  of  separating  copjier  from 
its  chlijru<li?.eit  solution,  as  insoluble  subchloride, 
through  the  action  of  sulphurous  acid,  but  none 
of  his  discoveries  yiehled  him  much  revenue. 
Tho  honorary  degree  of  A.M.  was  conferred  on 
him  by  Harvard  university  in  1833,  and  that  of 
LL.D.  by  HcOill  (Canada)  in  1869,  and  by  Cam- 
bridge (Kngland;  in  Prnf.  s-ur  Hunt  was 
pro-emineiitly  a  chemist,  as  his  lithological  re- 
searcliee  were  not  made  with  th*  mioraseope,  but 
in  the  chemical  lalwratory.  lie  is  the  author  of  :

Virginia  in  1T">'.?  ;  non  of  Andrew  Hunter,  a 
colonial  officer  in  the  service  of  the  king.  He 
waa  graduated  from  the  College  of  New  Jersey 
in  1772,  studied  for  the  ministry  and  was  licensed 
by  the  first  presWytury  of  I'liilade1|)hia  in  1773, 
and  preached  in  the  ct)k)nies  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Virginia.  Be  waa  brigade  chaplain  in  the 
American  army,  1775-88,  receiving  the  pnblio 
thanks  of  Ceneral  \Va.shington  for  his  servires  at 
the  battle  of  Monmouth.  He  distinguished  Jtim- 
aelf  at  Ellnbethtown,  in  1770,  wlim  the  British  at* 
tempted  to  capture  Oovomor  Livingston.  Hunt- 
ers prompt  alarm  saved  the  govt-rnor,  liut  he 
was  himself  taken  prisoner,  though  he  managed 
to  esci^  shortly  after.  He  taught  school  at 
Woodbury,  N.J.,  in  1704,  and  in  1808,  on  account 
of  iil-ln  altli.  engaged  in  furnungon  llw  Di'lawaro 
ri%'er,  near  Trenton,  N.J.  He  was  trustee  of  the 
College  of  New  Jersey,  178&-1804,  and  1608-11, 

and  professor  of  mMt!ietnati<-s  und  a-'tninnniy, 
l'<i>4-08.

HUNTHR,  Andrew  Jackson,  representative, 
wiLs  born  at  Greeiu-.n.stle,  Ind.,  Dec.  17,  1831  ;  son 
of  John  and  Nancy  Hunter;  grandson  of  John  and 
Susan  (Kellam)  Hunter,  and  a  descendant  of 
John  Hunter,  bom  in  Williamsburgh,  Va.  He 
removed  in  infancy  with  his  parents  to  Eilgjir 
county.  III.,  was  educated  in  the  public  scliools 
and  at  Edgar  academy,  and  engaged  In  civil  m- 
gineering  for  tliree  yeaia.  He  was  adraitt<>d  to 
the  Illinois  Itar  in  18.14,  and  practised  in  Paris, 
III.  He  w:w  a  member  of  the  state  senate, 
1805-69;  Democratic  nominee  for  congress  in

Thomas  W.  Sherman,  and  liisflnit  elToctive  mo\-e- 
ment  waa  tlie  capture  of  Fort  I^Iiiflki,  April  11, 
laoa.  General  Hunter  here  found  a  large  colored 
population  within  hisliBea,  able-bodiad  and  with- 
out emiiloyt)ii'i:t.  Hi'  assiun<»d  tilrt  hU  instnic- 
tions  from  tlie  war  deportment  aiitiiorized  him 
toaaipkiy,  ann,  and  tnin  aa  aoldien.  thia  aggre- 
gation of  willing  helpers,  anil  to  mnlce  the  help 
elftH'tive,  he  issu*-*!,  on  April  I  J,  the  order 

announcing  that  slavery  and  nuirlial  law  were 
inoottipatible,  and  declaring  free  all  slaves  in 
Fort  Pulaski  and  on  Onekbum  Island,  Oa.,  and 
on  May  Olh  In-  >  \t('iiile<l  the  ileclaratioii  to  slaves 
in  Georgia,  Florida  and  South  Carolina.  Tlie 
maib  went  north  by  aea,  and  a  week  ^paed  be- 
fore tliin  onliT  came  t,o  the  kii(uvleil;,'e  of  the 
Prenideiit.  On  May  lU,  ISti'J,  the  President  i.s»ued

General  Hunter,  in  iiLi  refiort, 
states  that  the  attack  wa.s  made  contrary  to  his 
orders.  lie  orgaiiiJW<l  the  1st  South  Carolina 
Totttnteers,  made  up  of  refugee  alavea,  the  first 
toll.,  rrc  ived  in  tlie  U.S.  voluntwr  serTi<*o.  and 
the  priM'etsIiii^  I'.illed  out  considerable  opposition 
from  iMitli  K'''|.-ral  and  (.Vmfedereto  general  ofB- 
cer<«.  In  September,  188d,  he  was  president  of  » 
ctiurt  of  inquiry  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the 
.surremh-r  of  Harper's  Ferry, and  in  November 
President  Lincoln  ordered  that  he  assume  com* 
mand  of  General  BumsideVi  corps,  and  thatBum>

nuw.^  but  the  order  wa^  miMlilied  by  General  llal- 
leck,  and  Hunter  was  made  president  of  the 
court-martial  instituted  by  General  Poi>e  to  try 
Gen.  FiLz-John  Porter  for  tliwiliedience  of  nnlers.

1  in  jury  to  none,  and  an 
enduring  peucu  with  honor."  He  took  an  active 
part  In  the  secession  conventfam  at  Riohniond, 
Va.,  and  on  tl»p  fwvpjision  of  Virginia,  in  1861|hs 
left  the  U.S.  M'n.ito.  Ho  iM-oamo  a  member  of 
the  provi^:  iti  i:  '  lufedaiate  Qongro>is  at  Mont- 
gomery, Ala.,  and  waa  suggested  as  the  President 
of  the  new  government,  with  Jefferson  Davis  as 
commanJiT-iu-chief  of  tli<'  army.  On  July  21. 
1801,  Mr.  Davis  made  him  bis  secretary  of  state, 
on  the  reslgnatioB  of  Seentary  Toombs  to  enter 

the  fVinfi'ih'rate  army.  Mr.  Hunter  ri-iigned  this 
]Misition  when  unanimouwly  elect^'d  to  the  Con- 
federate States  senate  Iqr  the  legislature  of  Vir- 
ginia and  be  was  made  president  pro  tempore  of 
the  senate.  In  February,  18Q.\  with  Alexander 
H.  Stephens  and  .John  A.  C'aiuplK-U  he  was  a 
peace  commissioner  and  met  Mr.  Lincoln  and 
Secretary  Seward  on  board  the  River  QHten  in 
Hiitnjilon  nii;iil«.  On  his  return  t.>  1-norxl 
from  the  fruitless  conference  he  pre^id***!  over  tli« 
war  meeting  that  resolved,  without  opposition, 
to  carry  on  the  war  till  the  8outh  luwl  achieved 
its  independence.  He  opposed  the  bill  allowing 
freedom  to  suc-h  nluves  as  should  wrve  in  tli« 
Confederate  army,  and  when  tlie  question  cam* 
to  a  vote,  lie  acted  ludar  instructions  from  Ms 
const  it  wilt  <  .ind  %'oted  for  tbe  mea.sure  under  an 
emphati<-  protcHt.  He  was  arrested  at  the  chwe 
of  the  war,  and  after  imprisonmetit  in  Fort 
Pulaski  fur  several  months,  was  rc>1e.nsed  on 
parole,  an<l  in  1^07  was  jwrdoned  by  President 
Johnson.  Ili-  wu'*  an  unsuccessful  candidate  f<>r 
U.S.  senator  from  Virginia  in  1874,  was  elected 
tresaurer  of  the  state  in  1877,  and  at  the  close  of 
his  term,  in  1*^0.  rr  tired  to  his  fann  in  F.v-.  i 
county,  Va.  He  wa*«  apiiointed  by  President 
Clevehind,  U.S.  collector  of  mstOOiaait  UmpMi 
of  Rappaliannook,  Va.,  in  June,  1S96.  SketohM

HUNTER,  Wtlliam,  senator,  was  U,ni  in  Xt-w 
port,  R.I.,  Nov.  28.  1774;  son  of  Ur.  William  aud 
Debonh  (Midbone)  Hunter.  His  father  «ra«  a 
surgieon  in  the  British  army,  tjettli  il  in  XH\v|M)r(, 
R.I.,  in  IT.Vj,  and  was  surgeon  of  Riiodu  Inland 
tnwpa  servinj?  at  Crown  Point,  N.Y.,  where 
n»rou  Dirakau  died  in  hia  tent.  In  1756  ho 
delivered  in  Newport  the  first  courao  of  anatom- 
ical lectures  delivered  in  America,  the  tickets 
of  admission  being  printed  on  tlie  backs  of  play- 
ing cards.  He  was  an  adherent  of  the  crown  at 
the  outliri'.ik  of  the  Revolution,  and  was  o1.1ij;eil 
to  leave  NewiM^rt.  He  returned  in  1778  and  died 
thme,  Jan.  30. 1777.  His  mother  was  a  daughter 

of  Onijfrey  M,iIbon<»,  of  N(«w{«)i-t.  and  a  descend- 
ant of  Evhvaul  Wank*n,  tlie  eitrliest  ancestor  of 
the  Wanton  family  in  America.  William  was 
gradn&ted  at  Brown,  A.B..  1791,  A.M.,  1794; 
studied  law  in  the  Inner  Temple,  London,  Eng- 
land, was  UTliiuttf-'l  ti)  tlio  liiir  in  1795,  ami  prac- 
tised law  in  Newport.  R.I.,  where  he  acquired  a 
reputntloii  as  a  brilliant  speaker.  He  waaastate 
rpprcsentative,  1790-1812,  and  sppnkcr  of  the 
house,  1811-12.  lie  was  elected  a  U  S.  senator 
in  1811  to  succeed  Senator  Christ<>i)lur  O. 
Chwnpiin,  resigned ;  filled  out  hia  term  of  service, 
and  in  1814  was  re-eleoted  for  a  fall  term,  serving 
1811-21.  His  course  in  rulvi  M-atin^  the  Missouri 
ooinpromise  displeased  bis  constituents  and  be 
failed  of  re-deation  in  1881 .  He  was  a  reptweut- 

afivp  in  thf>  stato  Icpislnttirc,  1H23-25.  President 
Jacks»tn  apjxniit^d  hiiu  U.S.  oharge-d'affaires  to 
Brazil  in  1h:<4.  and  he  wasap[>ointed  to  the  position 
of  niiiiist<>r  pienipotentiaiy  In  1841  at  tberequsat 
of  r,  1 1 1 ;  H'  ror  Dom  Pedro.  In  1849  he  returned  to  the 
United  States.  Tie  n-icivt*!  tlu'df^raHMif  LL.I). 
from  Brown  in  1819,  and  was  a  trustee  of  the 
univeisity,  1800-418.  He  was  married  to  Marjr, 
daughtT  of  Williiirii  an.!  Sarali  (Franklin)  Tioln 
inMon.  of  New  York.  Their  aon  Williitiii  (q.v) 
was  assistant  U.S.  secretary  of  state.  Senator 
Hunter  died  in  Newport,  R.I..  Dec  1849. 

nUNTBR.  William,  diplomatist,  was  born  in 
New|K)rt.  R.I.,  Nov.  8,  ISO.'i :  son  of  the  Hon. 
WilliamandMau-yiRobinson)  Hunter.  Ueentered 
the  U-S.  Militarj  academ7  in  1889,  and  remained 
thf>n'  two  yoars,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of 
an  affliction  of  his  eyes.  He  became  a  lawyer, 
practising  in  New  Orleans  and  then  in  1*r>t1« 
dence,  R.I.  In  1829  he  was  appointed  to  a  clerk- 
ship in  the  state  department  at  Washington, 
through  the  frlendsbip  of  bla  father  with  Pie**- 


dent  Jackson  and  Secretary  of  State  Hartin  Van 
Buren.  His  unfulness  in  the  department  InsuTed 

liis  rt»pi!ar  promntion  in  siifcpssivc  administra- 
tions, and  in  IfvtHJ,  by  sji^ciiil  act  of  congress, 
he  was  made  second  assistant  secretary  of  stiite. 
He  had  mastered  the  French  and  Spanish 
languages  while  Studying  law  in  Now  Orleans, 
and  was  iiiaile  cllief  of  the  buronu  in  fh.ir>re  of 
the  relations  with  Spanish  America  and  Brazil  in 
1888;  clafans  derk  in  1848:  duef  deA  of  the 
lit  partinciit  in  1852;  assistant  sprretary  of  state 
Mi  interim,  in  1800.  Ue  served  under  twenty-three 
secretaries  of  state,  1688-68,  and  on  three  occa- 
sions was  acting  secretary.  He  was  in  the  state 
dejtartment  under  sixteen  Presidents,  and  his 
diplomatic  correspondence  would  fill  volumes. 
He  was  the  author  of  many  state  dooumenta 
promulgatsd  over  the  s^natures  of  the  President 
and  his  secretary  of  state.  He  died  InWashillg- 
ton.  D.C..  July  22,  18H«. 

HUNTJNQTON,  Abel,  representative,  wasbom 

in  Norwich,  Conn.,  Feb.  21,  1777:  son  of  E^ra 
and  Elizabeth  (Huntington)  Huntington ;  nnd 
gnmdson  of  John  and  Civil  (Tracy)  Huntington, 
and  of  James  and  Elisabeth  (Darby)  Umitington.

Leiand  Stan- 
ford and  liark  Hopkins,  the  fund  wasraiital,  and 
the  Central  Pacific  Kailroad  Company  of  Califor- 
nia was  organized  in  1861,  with  a  capital  of

Huntington  vic.--|irKsi(l(Mit  ami  Mr.  ITnpkina 
as  treasurer.  Witii  Mr.  Judah,  Mr.  Huntington 
visited  Washington,  D.C..  and  obtaine<l  from 
congr^  authority  to  build  a  ntilroad  from  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  Sacrameato  river  east- 
wnrd  to  the  Union  Pacifio  railroad.  The  govern- 
ment conceded  to  the  oompany  eveiy  alternate 
square  mile  of  the  pnblte  lands  through  a  atrip 

extending  ten  miles  on  cich  sMc  of  the  railroad, 
and  a  loan  of  six  per  cent,  thirty-year  bonds  of 
the  United  Statea.  to  fhe  extent  of  fB8,<M0  to 
$48,0<X),  for  every  mile  of  road  built.  With  this 
franchise  secured,  Mr.  Uuntiugtun  telegraphed 
to  Oaliforoia:  "We  have  drawn  the  elephant, 
now  let  08  aee  if  we  oan  hamees  him."

He  afterward  cuntrulled  and  operated,  as 
president,  or  chief  head,  the  Soothem  Pacifio 
systi'tn,  iiicliKlin;^  the  Centnji  Pn<-tfi'\  the 
jw'uke  &  Oliio,  the  ChesaiK-iiktj,  UIjio  &  Suulli- 
W.'-ti'rn.  the  Kentucky  Centrul,  tlie  LouiHville, 
New  Orlean.s  &  Texas,  and  many  other  lines  of 
railroad,  including  tlie  Mexican  TtitenuUional 
R.  H,.  and  tlie  ( iuateiiiala  (\-iitral  M.  71.,  a  total 
of  8SKK)  miles  of  steel  track  lines.  He  also  be- 
came largely  interested  in  steamship  tines  to  New- 
jMjrt  News,  V'a.,  to  Brazil,  tn  <'(iiiia  aii-l  tn .Japan, 
covering  16,000  miles  of  ^teunt  wsUer  lines,  and 
founde«l  at  Newport  News,  a  pros|>erous  city, 
where  ha  established  a  great  stupyard.  Be  wm 
a  fellow  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  En- 
gineers. He  was  twice  marrle  l :  first,  in  1844,  to 
Elizabeth  C.  Stoddard,  of  Litchfield,  Ckwn.,  who 
died  in  1888:  and  secondly,  Juij  IS,  1684,  to 
His.

la  1S97  he  gave  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  a  portrait  of  George  Washington,  painUrd  by 
Cfaaries  Wilson  Peale ;  and  in  1808  Mis.

His  other  public  liei|uestB 
weie  $100,000  to  tlie  Hampton  Normal  and  A(;ri- 
ealttiral  institute.  Hampton,  Va..  for  the  practi- 
cal I'lhii  ation  of  the  Negro  and  Indian  }-ouths, 
and  9:25,000  to  the  Ciiapio  Home,  New  York 
oity.

Joliii  Wheels 
Wright,  in  1636.  Mret.  Hutcliiiisou  for  throe  yeura 
made  sweeping  criticiHms  of  all  the  preachers 
of  the  Day,  except  Cotton,  whotie  teachings  slie 
upheld.  Thb  olergjr  ooosidered  ber  doctriow 
"daogeroin  wton,"  elalnting  thiA  she  teughtt 
that  the  person  of  the  Hnly  Olif^t  ^lu  t-IK  in  a 
justified  ponton  that  "  a  devout  Ciiriiitiau  ro- 
ceives  from  God  immediate  revelation  of  His 
will ;  "  and  tliat  "  no  sanctification  oaii  help  to 
evidt^nce  to  as  our  justification."  She  Rftve 
public  lectures,  first  to  women,  and  afterward 
to  twlb  men  »nd  women,  tu  which  she  repented 
•od  commented  on  eermom  slie  hnd  heard  In 
Enfrhiti  l.  11.  r  only  supporters  among  the  cliTgy 
were  her  lirother-in-law,  the  Rev.  John  Wheel- 
wright, who  had  been  placed  over  tlie  cbuich  at 
Mount  Wollaiiton  (Braintrec),  and  who  wa<«  out- 
spoken in  his  advocacy  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
"  Antinoniiuns,"  lui'l  lier  ])a.stor,  John  Cotton, 
who  was  less  oulspukeu.  Sir  Harry  Vane,  the 
goremor,  was   her  defender.    Two  parties, 

one  chiiiniii^  tu  l«j  unik'r  a  cuvtMiaiit  nf  fjracc," 
and  the  otlu>r  "  under  a  covenant  of  works, " 
were  formed  in  Boston,  and  when  the  Pwiuot 
war  called  for  sohliors.  a  company  of  militia 
.would  not  march,  a.H  thoir  cluijjlaiti  ■vvas  con- 
sidered to  l>e  "under  a  corouant  of  works." 
This  brought  the  church  to  a  determination  to 
put  an  end  to  the  matter,  and  Wheelwright  was 
found  guilty  of  preaching  n  s<'iHtioi:s  siTimin  and 
banished,  and  Mrs.  ilutchinsfin  was  exiled  from 
the  cokmjr  on  the  ciTil  charge  that  site  disturbed 
thfir  peace,  nnil,  ••being  coiivented  for  tra- 
ducing the  iniiustere  and  their  ministry, 
die  declarod  voluntarily  her  revelations  fur  liM-ir 
groujid.  and  that  site  should  be  delivered  and  the 
court  ruined  with  their  posterity."  This  m-timi 
was  takt'n,  Nov.  2,  1637.  With  lur  hu>liaiid 
and  fifteen  children,  slie  went  to  the  Narragiui- 
sett  eoantrj.  and  purchased  the  isbmd  of  Aqoid- 
iicck  from  the  litdinns,  raid  founibHl  tlio  t.nvn 
of  Portsmouth,  anti  tiie  H»*v.  John  \\  heelvvriglit 
went  to  New  II.Hni|Kshirt>.  nn«l  witli  his  followers 
founded  Exeter  and  Dover.  Her  husband  died 
in  164'J,  and  with  her  cliildren,  she  journeyed 
towanl  New  Netherlands,  and  settled  west  of 
Mill  river  in  Connecticut.  They  had  tieen  in  the 
place  less  tlian  a  year  when  the  Indians  attacked 

the  s.-ttlement,  and  mnvii  r-'il  sixii't  u  <if  tlie  s<>t- 
lers,  including  Mrs.  Uutcbiiuion,  and  most  of  ber 


children  and  servants.  One  child,  Svisyiniift.  ten

Uutcliinsou  died  in  September,  IM3. 
HUTCHINSON,  OmiIm  Umtatem,  bniksr, 

was  born  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  March  7, 1854 ;  son  of  Ben- 
jamin P.  and  Sarah  (Ingalls)  Hutchinson;  grand- 
son of  Ira  and  Hannah  (Wilson)  Hut^'^hinson, 
and  of  William  and  Lydia  (Atwell)  Ingalls.  His 
father  removed  with  his  family  to  Cliicago,  III., 
in  1856,  became  a  leader  on  the  lMjar<l  of  trade 
of  Cluoago,  and  died  at  Lako  Qtmeva,  Wis., 
Maroh  10,  18M.  Charles  L.  was  graduated  at 
the  luRh  s<  hool,  and  in  1873  engaged  in  business 
witli  liiH  father,  a  dealer  in  cereal  products.  He 
was  made  president  of  the  Corn  £.tehailge  baok, 
and  also  became  a  director  in  various  large  cor- 
porations. He  was  a  liberal  patron  of  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago,  and  was  elected  and  served 
for  over  twenty  years  as  its  president.  With 
Martin  A.  Ryersoo,  he  advanced  to  the  Institute 
§200.000  to  8e<'ure  a  valuable  colled  ion  of  |)aint- 
ings.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Columbian  ex- 
pceitlon  of  18M,  and  obainuan  of  the  oontmittee 
on  fine  arts,  and  wasalsopromnterof  the  Chicago 
univtjrsity,  rmd  other  o«luc;iiiojial  interests  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  lie  was  married  in  1883  to 
Franoea,  daughter  of  Herbert  M.  Kinsley.

HUTCHINSON.  Enoch,  editor  and  author, 
was  bora  In  Ibkrion.

A.M.,  18.37.  and  at  the  Newkm  Tlieoiogical  insti- 
tution, Newton  Centre,  Mass.,  1837.  He  was  or- 
dained a  clergyman  in  the  Baptist  church  in 
Boston.  Mass.,  Nov.  2C,  1837  ;  and  was  pastor  of 
the  Baptist  church  at  Framingham,  Mass.,  1840- 
41.  In  tlie  latter  year  he  accei>ted  the  cliaur  of 
theology  in  the  Maine  Baptist  Tbeologleal  insti- 

tute,  Thomastnn,  Maine.  nJiil  vvas  fuhst-ciuenl ly 
for  many  years  i'dii,,r  of  the  Bnjdi«l  Memorial 
published  in  New  \<<r\i  <  ity.  lie  was  a  thorough 
oriental  student  and  is  the  author  of  a  volume 
entitled  Music  of  Vie  Bible  (1861):  and  also  of 
a  translation  of  Uhlentann's  Si/riac  Gmmmar 
(lH7o).  He  died  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y..  March  1,  nm, 
HUTCHINSON,  bnd,  soldier,  was  bom  in 
Dam  I  T'S.  Mavs. .  in  N'nvenilier,  1727;  son  (jf  Klisha 
and  (ringer  (Porter)  Hutchinson,  and  a  descend- 
ant in  the  fifth  generation  from  Biehard  Hutchin* 
son,  who  came  to  .Salem,  Mass. .  in  1634.

He  vrji!\  in  T.onilon  when  the  troubles  between 
America  And  the  iiiutlitT  country  broke  out,  and 
he  onpouiod  the  cause  of  the  colonists.  Ue  went 
to  France  to  visit  lienjamin  Franklin,  and  was 
entru-sted  with  important  despatches,  which  he 
bore  to  the  Continental  ooogrsss.  He  joined  the 
Ameriran  forces  on  his  arrival  in  Philadelphia, 
and  served  as  phyaloiaa  and  sargaon  throughout 
the  Revolution.  Ha  w.us  MH-retary  of  the  Ameri- 
can Philosophical  society  for  several  years ;  was 
professor  of  materia  mediea  In  tha  madleal  da- 
Iiartment  of  the  L'niversity  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, 17*0-91,  anil  profeasor  of  chemistry  in 
the  medical  ileiKirtnifnt  of  the  newly  chartered 
Univeraity  of  Pennsylvania.  1791-98.  He  served 
as  trustee  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Fsnn- 
sylvania.  177»-81.  He  liel  l  Ih.  ..nic  iai  ofUce  of 
physician  of  tbe  port  of  Philadelphia  and  as  phy- 
sician to  tha  Philadelphfai  hoepiul.  He  died  in 

PluUdelphia.  Pa..  S,  pt.  fi,  17W. 

HUTCHINSON.  John  Russell,  educator,  was 
boni  in  Columbia  comity.

Ho  waa  pastor  and  principal  of  a  classical  sclioal 
at  Covington.

John  Wallace,  th*  meet  talented  ainger 
of  the  family,  comiK)Sf>(1  several  anti-slavery  and 
woman  suffrage  songs  and  many  ]>!it)ietic  ballads. 
He  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  origiiml  troupe, 
and  on  his  seventieth  birthday,  1881,  his  relatives 
and  friends  assembled  at  his  home.  Tower  Cot- 
tiige.  High  I{(M-k,  Lynn,  Ma.ss., where  were  present 
his  sister  Abby  and  his  surviving  children,  with 
those  of  hia  deoeaaed  hrothera.

HUTCHINSON,  Thonua,  colonial  governor  of 
Mai«sachnaakta»  waa  bom  in  Boston,  MasH.,  Sept. 
9,  nil;  aon  of  Thomaa  and  Sarah  (Footer) 
Hutchinson ;  grandson  of  ElUia  butchlaaoo,  flnfe 

chief  ju.'itice  of  the  court  of 
a  councillor;  great- 
grandaon  of  Capt 
Edward  Hutchin.son, 
who  waa  murdered 
by  tiie  Nipmunk  In- 
dians, and  great-- 
grandson of  'William 
and  Anne  (Marbury) 
Ilutctiinson,  who 
were  banialied  to 
Rhode  Island  from 
Massachusetts  in  1637 
for  their  religious  be- 
lief. He  was  gradu- 
ated »t  Harvard  in 
1727,  became  a  law- 
yer, waaaelectman  of 

Boeton,  repreeentattve  to  the  general  court  for 

ten  rears,  and  fi  T  t  li  i  er  ycai  s  >(w'aker.  Ilew.'tS 
married,  in  1734,  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Uov. 
John  Sandford,  of  Bhoda  Uand.  She  died  in 
n.'iS.  He  was  lieutenant-governor  in  I'S** ;  chief 
juHtice  in  17t>0 ;  acting  governor  in  ITO'J,  and 
governor  in  1771.  His  lunise  was  twice  attacked  in 
theatamp  act  riota  of  1765,  and  during  the  second 
attack  his  faraitnre  and  library  were  caTrii>d  to 
ttie  st  reet  aiid  l)\irnod.  He  oould  not  endure  the 
opprobrium  heaped  on  him  by  Otis,  Bowdoio, 
BanoodE,  Samuel  Adama  and  John  Adama,  and 

on  June  1 ,  177C|  ho  aailed  for  England  and  <lid 
not  return  tO  Ilia  native  laud.  Fur  liis  loyalty 
he  waa  pensioned  by  the  crown.  Much  of  his 
valuable  mannanript  waa  deatroyad  with  his  fur- 
niture, but  out  of  that  aaved  waa :  History  of  the 
Province  of  AfassnvlniHi  tt.^  Bay  (vols.  I.  and  II., 
1764-47);  CoUeetUm  of  Original  Papera  S^tiw 
to  fSttBUSory  of  the  Oofowy  of  MamtdutmiU  Bat 
(1709).  A  third  volume,  completing  the //«»/ory 
of  the.  Province  of  MagaachuM'tta  Bay,  was  edited 
by  hi.s  grandson,  the  Rev.  Juhn  Hutchinaon,  and 
published  in  London  in  1828.  His  great-grand- 
son, Peter  Orlando  Hutchinson,  published  Diary 
and  Li'ltcrH  if  Thomas  Hutchinsan  (2  vols.,  1884- 
86) .   Ue  died  in  Brompton,  England,  June  8, 1780. 

HUTCHINSON,  Tttaa,  jnrlotk  waa  bora  in  Graf- 
ton, Mass.,  April  29,  ITTl  ;  the  youngest  sun  of 
the  Rev.  Aaron  and  Marjory  (Carter)  Hutchin- 
aon. Ho  was  fitted  for  college  by  his  father  and 
applied  for  admission  to  the  junior  cla.ss  at  Dart- 
mouth in  1792.  The  trustees  refused  to  receive 
him  unless  he  would  pay  the  full  four  yean' 
tuition.  Tliis  he  oould  not  do,  and  mounting  hia 
hovaa,  with  Uadothea  atiU  inhia  aaddle*baga.  ha 
oontiaiied  tha  jonnwy  to  tha  OoUcga  of  New 
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Jersey.  Princeton,  where  he  wm reoeired  and  wtw 
graduated  stHxuul  in  hia  class  in  KM,  receiving 
Ida  A.M.  degr»«  in  1797.  lie  studied  law  with  his 
brother,  Aaron  J.  Ilutcliinsun,  in  LeUinun,  N.H., 
•ad  WM  adiiiitt«d  to  the  Orange  county  bar  in 
ITM.  He  was  a  praetMng  lawjer  in  Woodstock, 
Vt..  ITfl'^-l'^KJ ;  stJitf's iittiirncv  ;  re jircsciitativc  in 
the  litate  legislature  ten  years ;  U.S.  attorney 
for  the  dietrioi  of  Vennoot,  181841;  jttdge  of 
the  aupremp  court  of  thn  8tata,18t8  80,<Mid  chief 
Ja4tioe,  18:iu-:t:t.

He  was  instructed  t«  receive  his  cunimis- 
sion  from  the  governor  of  the  Anglican  division, 
but  hefore  his  arrival  that  trfBolal  had  died,  and 
he  ha/l  no  evidence  of  authority  exc*>i>t  private 
letters  from  the  proprietaries.  He  convened  a 
legislature,  hut  Its  acts  were  not  enforoed,  and 
Thonia-'?  Cary,  governor  by  the  will  of  thr?  Quaker 
pjirty,  determineil  to  break  up  the  rival  govern- 
ment. To  accomplish  this  purpose  he  attempted 
to  land  two  ship-loads  of  soldieis  in  Chowan 
sound,  and  Hyde  oslled  to  his  aid  the  govemw 
of  Virginia,  who  sent  a  party  of  marines  fnun 
the  guard-ships  and  Cary  was  expelled.  Hyde 
than  deMed  the  Inhahttante  ftrom  the  atlaoks 
of  the  Indians,  and  Rained  much  popularity  by 
defeating  the  Tuscarora^  near  New  Beme,  Jan. 
8, 1713.  The  same  year  an  epidemic  of  yellow 
fever  Bttaoked  the  people  of  the  colony,  and  Hyde 
vras  one  of  the  Unit  victims,  Aug.  8,  1713.

He  joineil  the  stat« 
militia  and  lield  the  ranks  of  major,  lieutenant- 
oolonel  and  judge  advocate,  1868-08.  He  edited 
the  Atdiiaon  ChamploH,  aided  in  foonding  the 
Kdiistis  Mugazine,  ami  lief-anio  well-kimwn  lua 
writer  by  bis  "  Blue  tiraas  "  and  "  Cattish  Aria> 
toonojr."  poblished  flist  in  its  paces.  In  1878  he 
was  a  candidate  for  UJS.  senator,  as  successor 
to  Senator  H.  C.  Pomeroy,  and  he  was  almost 
unanimously  elec^ted,  after  a  state  senator  on 
the  floor  had  deaovnoed  Ftomengr  as  tlie  giver  of 
a  large  bribe  to  seonre  the  state  Mnatoir^  vote. 

IngalU  took  his  seat.  Man  li  4,  1873,  and  was 
twice  reflected,  hia  last  term  in  the  senate  ez- 
pirtng  Haroh  8, 1801.  He  was  ohairraan  of  the

in  1884.  After  leaving  the  senate  he  engaged  in 
lecturing  and  in  literature.  Suffering  from  an 
affliction  of  the  throat  he  travelled  in  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico  in  1899-1900,  where,  in  July,  IWK).  his 
wife  and  sons,  Ellsworth  and  Sheffield,  joine<l  him. 
He  died  at  East  Las  Vegas,  N.lf.,  Aug.  10,  IWO.

INGERSOLL,  ClUHlsa  JIarad,  representative, 

was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Oct.  8,  1782  ;  son 
of  Jared  and  filixabeth  (Pettit)  IngersoU.  and 
gnuidaon  <^  Jared  IngenoU,  the  loyalist  stamin 
agent.  He  was  liberally  adnoatad,  atodlad  lawiB 
his  father's  office  in 
Pidiadelphia,  and  waa 
admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1802.  He  travelled 
in  Europe  with  Rufua 
King,  who  wasat  tlia 
time  U.S.  minister  to 
England.  He  was  a 
representative  from 
Philadelphia  in  the 
inth  congress,  1813- 
15 ;  district  attorney 
of  the  United  Statea 
for  the  eaatera  die* 
trict  of  Pennsylva- 
na  1815-29 ;  a  repre- 
sentative in  the  state 
legialatttre ;  a  member  of  the  state  internal 
improvement  convention  of  1S"35,  and  of  the 
Pennsylvania  constitutional  convention  of  1837 ; 
and  waa  a  vepresantatlva  in  the  27th,  88th, 
29th  and  80t.h  congresses,  1841-49,  being  chair- 
man of  the  foreign  alTairs  committee  and  one 
of  the  Democratic  leaders.  He  was  appointed 
in  1847  U.S.  minister  to  France,  by  President 
Polk,  but  the  nomination  was  rejected  by  the 

senate.  He  was  a  raeiulx>r  of  the  Anierii-an 
Pliilosophical  society.  He  published  a  few  poems 
and  tiaadattoaa  from  the  FVench,  and 


oufl  essays,  orations  and  controversial  writings. 
Among  the  more  imjwrtant  of  his  early  )iuhli'. 
cations  are:  A  View  of  the  Rights  and  U  rong»f 
Pi)icer  and  Polici/  o  f  tfie  Umted  Stuteaof  Ameriea 
(1808),  and  Inrhiiinin  th9  JetutV*  Lelten,  dur- 
xng  a  htte  rraidt'iice  in  tlu:  J'uitfil  Stulvs  ttf 
America  (1810),  in  both  of  wliich  he  insisted, 
vpon  American  righta  and  defended  the  Amerl- 
cnn  character  against  the  Hcurrilous  attacks  of 
English  writers.  In  later  life  ho  pubiislied  a 
Ilinloriviil  Sketch  of  the  fiecond  War  bet  ween  the 
United  State$  and  (Treat  Britain  (4  vols.  1845- 
83),  and  a  volume  of  hfs  ReeolUctiont  was  issued 

some  years  after  his  death.  He  had  also  been 
engaged  upon  a  Hiatory  of  the  Territorial  Aequi' 
tUUmaofVt*  JTnUied  Skitm,  but  left  it  too  inoomo 
plete  for  publication.

Jared  IngersoU 
was  graduated  at  Yale  college  in  1748,  and  be* 
came  a  distinguished  lawyer  in  Connecticut.  He 
was  married  to  Hannah  Whiting.  In  1750  he 
was  sent  to  England  as  agent  for  the  colony  of 
Connecticut,  and  to  him  is  due  the  preservation 
of  Cbtoori  Barrels  fkmons  burst  of  eloquence  fn 
reply  to  CharltTS  Townshend.  He  ojijioscd  the 
passage  of  the  stamp  act,  but  accepted,  with 
Fkwklials  advice,  the  appointment  of  stamp* 
master-gen ""ral  for  the  New  England  colonies.

•od  a  deaoeodant  «<  Jonaa^  who  oaow  from  York- 


shire, England,  about  ITtt  and  settled  on  tho 

farm  in  Bucks  county.  Pa.,  which  remuine<l  in 
the  poaaeasion  of  the  family  till  1849.  lie  was 
Appnntioed  to  a  paper  maker  on  the  Penny* 
pack,  near  IMaladelphia,  and  later  established 
a  piiiK;r  iniU  ou  hii>  fathur's  farut.  lie  was 
a  representative  in  the  Pennsylvania  legtalan 
tare  for  three  years  ;  secretary  of  the  oommoH» 
wealth  ;  prothonutary  of  one  oif  the  state  courts, 
and  an  Anti- Federalist  reiiresetitative  from 
Pemuylvania  in  the  13th  and  14th  congresses, 
1818-18,  and  again  tn  the  17th,  18tb.  iMi 
and  Wtli  conKTesses,  TTe  was  prom- 

iiiiiut  iu  tiie  cuuucilti  uf  Li^  ptu'ty  ;  opposed  the 
congressional  caucus,  and  in  1824  was  falsely 
charged  with  writing  the  celebrated  Kremer  let* 
ter,  ehUming  that  a  bargain  had  been  made  be- 
tween Adams  and  Clay  b.v  which  Clay's  votes 
were  to  be  oast  for  Adams,  and  Clay  was  to 
become  secretary  of  state.  Upon  the  acoessfam 
of  General  Jackson  to  the  Prosidonry  in  lf39. 
Representative  Inghaia  was  ap|>oiiitvil  secretary 
of  the  U.S.  treasury  in  his  cabinet,  which  olllce 
he  resigned,  April  19, 1881,  and  be  retired  to  pri- 
vate life,  becoming  interested  in  developing  the 
anthracite  coal  region  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was 
married,  first  to  Bebeooa  Dood,  of  Bloomfield, 
N.J.,  and  seeondly,  to  Debomh  Kay,  daughter

INQLLS,  Charles,  first  colonial  bishop  nf  the 
Church  of  England  in  America,  was  born  in  Ire- 
land in  1734.  He  immigrated  to  America  upon 
reaohing  manhood  and  conducted  a  free  school  at 
Lanoaater,  Pa.,  which  he  gave  up  in  1789,  having, 
in  December,  llVi,  been  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of 
Loudon  and  appointed  missiooary  by  the  Society 
for  the  Propagatioa  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
and  was  8tation<»d  at  Dovpr,  Del..  1759-65.  He 
was  assistant  minister  of  Trinity  church.  New 
York  city.  I7r>>-7tl.  In  1775  the  publication  of 
hia  pamphlet  replying  to  Plaine's  "Common 
Sense,'*  offended  the  "flonaof  Liberty,*' and  they 
seize<l  and  burned  the  edition.  Washington  re- 
quested him  to  omit  the  prayers  for  the  king  and 
nynlf^millyasoointidned  in  Hie  "Book of  CSom- 
mon  Prayer,"  "which  ho  rfftLs«>d  to  do.  When 
the  Declaration  of  Indeii«>ndenco  was  si^ed  lie 
cli>s<'d  Ills  church,  and  in  Au^u-st,  I77<;.  retired  tO 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  which  place  was 
in  possession  of  the  British.  When  Washington's 
army  retreated  from  New  York,  he  reopened 
Trinity  church  as  its  rector,  1777,  and  continued 
the  servioe  till  the  oity  was  evacoated  hy  the 
British  army  in  1783.  He  then  went  to  ITalifax, 
N.S..  and  in  1787  visited  England,  where  he  was 
consecrated  the  first  bishop  of  Nova  Sootia,  with 
jorisdictiop  owrtlie  North  Americaa  vtmtaio&it

He  was  graduated  at  Dickinson  in 
1829,  studied  law  and  practised  in  Cheraw,  S.C., 
and  subsequently  in  the  state  capital.  Ue  be- 
came judge  of  the  eomt  of  eommon  pleaa  and 

general  Bessions  ;  was  rai-;<'<l  to  the  bonch  vt  the 
supreme  court  of  apjioais  and  became  one  of  the 
four^kaaoelknof  the  state.  Be  prcsi<lc<l  over 
the  accession  convention  of  South  Carolina  in  18G0 
and  drafted  the  ordinance  adopt tsl,  iX-c.  20,  1860. 
His  house  and  library  were  burned  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  Columbia  hj  Sliermau's  army,  Feb.  17, 
186S.  He  practised  bw  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  1868- 
74;  was  professor  in  the  law  department  of  the 
University  of  Maryland,  and  in  1874  waa  ap- 
pointed judge  of  tlie  eri^iaai^  oonrt  and  elected 
to  the  office  in  l^TTi.

Newport,  R.I.,  about  1700.  He  graduated  from 
Columbia  ooUega  in  1817 ;  studied  law  in  tite 
cAoe  of  Riehard  Biker,  rsoorder  of  the  city  of 

New  York,  1S17-31,  and  wiis  admitted  to  the  Iwr 
in  the  latter  year.  Ue  was  assistant  alderman  of 
the  city  of  New  York  in  18»,  aadaldaniaii,  1866- 
88.  He  was  appointed  hgr  Oovomor  Marcy  judge 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  city  of  New 
York  in  IKM  to  fill  the  i  iiwnOJ  OilMlort  1^  the 
death  of  Judge  John  T.  Irving  ;  ^saa  rei^pomted 
in  1843,  and  in  lK4a,  the  position  hsTing  become 
eiaotive,  he  was  returne«l  t<>  the  ofli<-.<  by  |M^pular 
vote.  He  was  re-elected  in  1851,  and  was  hrst 
judge  of  the  eottrt,  1866-87.  In  Noveaaber,  1857, 
he  wa-s  eh»ctc<l  a  jiist!r-»»  <if  the  dupreme  court  of 
the  Btate  of  New  Ymk.  and  was  re-elected  in  ls05.

1 5>li«*ii  lire  upon  yuu. '  Liy  (imtual  agreement 
made  wiiliiu  the  time,  Koszta  wm  piled  to  the

Witiiliingtoa  and  Vienna.  A  few  dayn  artortlw 
Ingi^yi^  the  Austrian  government  released  the 
prltonar  on  ooudition  that  h«  would  ntorn  to 
thetTnited  State*,  which  ha  did.  The  oonducfe 

of  f  ;.nnm:ind<  r  IiiK'riiliaia  was  approved  hy  thi> 
U.S.  government,  and  ou  Aug.  4,  lSo4,  congresa 
joint  reaolution  tvqueated  the  Pieeldent  to 
pri'-ifnt  hhn  with  a  niedal.

He  wa4  itradnated  fkon  the  law  sehool  of  Gohuu- 
biat  oll  '-e,  New  York,  LL.B.,  1869.  and  fn  May, 
18QJ,  vfjis  admitted  to  practice  in  the  supreme 
court  of  New  York.  la  NoveOkber,  1882,  he  was 
elected  a  judge  of  the  superior  oonrt  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  was  assigned  to  act  as  a  justice 
of  t!ie  sdproiiie  court,  Jan.  1,  188T.

Ingraliani,  elergyman  and  educator.  His  flnt 
ancestor  ill  A'licrica  was  Filwrinl  Iiijinili'im,  who 
settled  in  York.  Maine,  in  1000.  John  P.  T. 
Ingiaham  visited  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  inesrlyman> 
hoorl.  whfre,  at  Kemper  college,  he  finish--.! 
olassicai  studies.  Theace  he  removed  to  Wiscon- 


sin, and  studied  theolopy  at  Nnshotah  .cmiinary, 
wherti  lit'  WAH  gruduattKi  in  1847,  and  urdamed 
deacon  and  priest  the  same  year.  Ho  was  rector 
of  St.  James'  church,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  1847-01  ; 
employed  by  the  U.S.  banilary  commis(.ion  at 
Nashville,  Tonn.,  1801-04;  rector  of  Christ 
cburob,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  1864-68;  of  St.  Johnii 
ehureh,  St.  Lmiis,  Ho.,  1988-81,  and  in  1881  be- 
came rc<  tor  of  Cirace  cliurch,  St,  Loui>.  Hi'  re- 
ceived the  bonorajT}'  degree  of  S.T.D.  from  Kacino 
college  <tt  1878. 

INGRAHAM,  Joseph  Holt,  author,  was-  Iwrn 
in  Portland,  Maine,  Jan.  0.%.  1809 ;  son  of  James 
Milk  and  Elizalx^th(Thur>;Hn)  Ingralium;  gmnd- 
Bon  of  Josepli  Holt  Ingraliam,  and  a  descendant 
of  Edward  Ingniham,  a  descendant  of  Sir  Arthur 
Ingraliam,  knight,  in  the  reign  of  James  I. 
When  quite  a  youth  he  enlisted  as  a  sailor  in  one 
of  bis  grandflitheriB  ships  sailing  between  New 
England  and  the  West  Indies.  an<l  when  .stopping 
in  South  America  he  took  jjart  iu  a  local  rcvolu- 
tidn.  He  returned  to  the  United  States,  where 
ho  flnii^hed  his  academic  and  collegiate  education 
at  Bowdoin  college,  Maine,  and  became  professor 
of  languages  in  Jefferson  college,  Miss.  He  con- 
tributed stories  of  adventure  to  the  local  papers 
before  he  was  twenty,  and  published  his  flnt 
book,  "Tho  Southwest,  hy  a  Yankee,"  in  1^X>, 
following  it  by  "  La&yette,  or  the  Pimte  of  the 
Gulf  ,'*  and  other  books  of  adventure  that  had  aa 
5mnien.<i.e  sale  for  tbo  time.  Ho  was  marrind  in 
18;J7  to  Mary  E.  Brooktu,  daughter  of  a  w  ealHiy 
Miiisissippi  planter,  and  granddaughter  of  Col. 
William  iTcy,  of  Mianssippi.  He  entered  the 
ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  fn 
1855  at  Niuiliville,  Teiin.,  and  conducted  St. 
Ihomaa'  ludi,  a  school  fur  boys,  at  Holly  Springs, 
Miss.,  and  waa  rector  of  Christ  oburdi  thera. 
He  reccive<l  the  honorar>-  degree  of  LL.D,  from 
the  Univeriiity  of  31  ississippi  iu  1850.  He  is  the 
author  of :  The  Prince  of  the  Houne  of  David ;  or.

1''7l,  W.1.H  a  commo<lore  in  the  U.S.  navy  and 
bunior  officer  of  his  rank  at  the  lime  of  his  death, 
and  his  younger  brotlier,  .Tohn,  1801^1850.  wun  a 
well-known  journalist.  Heniy  was  appointed  a 
cadet  to  the  T7.S.  Military  academy,  and  was 
almut  to  enter  tlie  academy  in  1810,  when  he 
visited  thestudioof  John  Wesley  Jarvis,  and  that 
painter  induced  him  to  study  the  art.

trailN  of  Maeaulay,  Worilsworth,  rhalinern  ami 
Lord  Cottenhain.  Thus  cuutumed  one  year 
and  gained  him  a  host  of  friend*  in  Bnghind.  who 
offered  him  flattering  inducements  to  make  that 
country  hiit  home.  He  returned,  however,  to 
New  Yorlc  in  1845.  lie  introduced  the  art  of 
lithography  in  the  United  States  in  1838,  and  was 
one  of  the  early  orayon  portrait  arttste.  He  had 
tw  i  -"uns.  John  0"BritMi.  who  became  a  will- 
kuown  painter,  and  Uenry  (q.v.).  iiis  portrait 
of  William  Wordsworth  ts  the  property  of  the 
University  nf  Pennsylvania;  hi«  William  Penn 
tuiugH  in  Inili>|)ondence  Ilall,  Philadflphia,  and 
his  William  H.  Seward,  De  Witt  Clinton  and 
Uartin  Van  Buren  are  in  tlie  New  York  city  hail. 
Be  also  painted  from  life  Willfaim  Wirt,  Nloliolaa 
Biddle,  Unni..  n;!iti.'y.  Fitz  Cr.-.  ii  Ilull.'ck.  John 
Jamas  Audubou,  Bishops  Moure,  White  and  De 
Lnnoey,  and  ouuiy  prominent  privBte  oitlnena  of 
New  York.  Be»iile«  his  portniits  he  piunte<l  his- 
torical and  genre  subjeots,  inrluilin^: :  Th'  limj- 
hood  of  Waahinijloii,  Rip  Vau  Winkh'  AnnkiiKj 
from  his  Dream,  Steme'a  Maria,  MunMetht  Peg, 
Trout  Fiahing ;  and  landacapes :  DUmtal  Swamp, 
Rgdal  Fiilli.

He  entered  the  navy  as 
midAhipman,  Jan.  1,  1812,  and  H4»rv<.Hi  on  the 
lakes  during  the  war  of  1613.  He  w  ait  promoted 
lieutenant,  April  1,  1818;  commander.  May  34, 
1838,  and  captain.  June  2,  IRV).  He  awtixtod  in 
the  capture  of  a  pirate  ship  in  \H2ii ;  served  on 
the  Michigan  on  the  lakes.  1844-46 ;  and  in  1851 
commanded  the  frigate  Suegvehanna,  of  the  East 
India  sqnadron.  He  oommaaded  the  squadron  on 
the  .Vfrii-.m  am^t  that  ret-apturetl  and  landed  at 
Liberia  over  S^VK)  slaves,  1850-61.  He  was  pro- 
moted commodore  and  retired  on  April  4, 1887, 
and  was  senior  officer  of  his  rank  in  18T4.  £to 
died  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Oct  23,  1874. 

INNES,  Hary,  jurist,  was  born  in  Caroline 
county,  Va.,  in  1758 ;  eldest  son  of  the  Bst. 
Robert  and  Ottharine  (Ricliards)  Tnnes.  His 
fatluT  emigrated  from  .Scotland  to  N'ir).:iii:a  be- 
fore the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  bis 
mother  was  a  native  of  ViigiBla.

trict.  whs  married  in  early   manho<xl  to 

£ii7jibinh,  daughter  of  Col.  James  and  iiarah 
(Tate)  Calloway,  of  Bedford  county,  Va.  Ha  waa 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  Virginia  in  1783 
and  attoniey-g»'neral  for  the  district  of  Kentucky 
IT^.VST.  He  was  U.S.  district  judge  for  Ken- 
tucky, 1787-1816,  aod  declined  the  office  of  chief 
jnatioeon  the  admisslonof  the  state  in  1T88.  tS» 
favored  asspaimte  agiaamaat  with  Spain  aa  to  the 
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Bftvigation  of  tbe  HiMissippi  river,  but  with  other 
praoHaaiit  patrlota  he  repelled  the  mSmaott  mad* 

by  Spanish  ngfiits  to  induce  tbe  Kentuckians  to 
accept  SpanUh  protection.  Efforts  to  impeach 
him  were  made  in  mos,  but  congreaa  refueed  to 
apt.        died  in  Frankfort,  Ky.,  Sept.  20,  1816. 

INN  ESS,  Qeorge,  landscape  painter,  wax  bom 
in  Newburg.  N.Y..  May  1.  1825;  son  of  John  W. 
mad  Ciara  (Baldwin)  InneiB ;  grandson  of  John 
Innew.  and  a  descendant  of  Scotch  ancestors. 
From  early  boyhood  he  was  afHioted  with  epilcpsj*, 
which  prevented  regular  study.  He  removed  to 
newark,  N.J..  whan  vety  jrovng  and  there  maa- 
tered  the  rudiments  oC  drawing  and  painting.

of  Capt.  William  and  Eliza  (Thompson)  Irby,  and 
a  descendant  of  Capt.  William  Irby,  of  Loudoun 
county,  Va.  His  grandfather  was  an  ofl9oer  in 
the  Revolutionarf  war.  He  was  edncated  at  the 
Laurcnsvillo  academy,  the  College  of  New  Jersey 
and  the  Univenity  of  Virginia.  He  then  studied 
law,  was  admitted  to  the  South  Gaioliaa  bar  in 
1876,  and  practised  his  profession  for  throe 
years,  after  which  he  devoted  himself  (u  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  He  served  as  lieutenant-ooloiial 
in  the  South  Garolina  miUtfai  in  1877 ;  was  a 
ropreeontative  In  the  state  legtsteture,  1886-QO, 
and  waanaaniin'^Ubly  elected  s|K-:ikcr  in  1800.  In 
the  national  campaign  of  that  year  he  was  chaii^ 
man  of  the  Demooratlo  state  executive  commit* 
tee,  and  on  Decen■ll^er  11  of  the  same  year  he  was 
elected  U.S.  senator,  receiving  lO-")  of  the  vote.sof 
the  joint  houses  of  the  legislature,  42  votes  Ix-ing 
given  to  Wade  Hampton  and  10  to  M.  L.  Donald- 
son.

Be  studied  law  and 
waa  admitted  totha  bar  In        He  was  married,

Stnn,  a  well-known  luwyt-r  of  North  Carolina, 
with  whom  he  liad  t>tiiilie<l  law.  When  the 
oulooies  declared  tlieir  indepandenoa  he  Joined 
the  patriots  and  resigned  his  oflloa  under  the 
erown.  He  wjv»  ap|winteil  by  the  provincial  c<jn- 
gPBSs  of  North  Carolina  a  commissioner  to  revise 
the  hKwn  <iit  the  ptovlnoa,  and  in  November,  1777, 
Gov.

In  September,  1858,  he  entered  the  "  Petit  Semi-

In  1857  he  commenc- 
ed Ue  theological 
course  at  the  Grand 
Seminaire  at  Hydrea, 
and  wa-s  graduated  in 
1861.

He 
organiseil  tlie  rtrst  total  alvstini'ncc  Kdciety  in 
Minnesota,  in  1969,  and  founded  a  regular  system 
of  temperanoe  aooietiee  tn  connection  wHh  the 

various  jwrlshes.  In  1870  h«>  was  ihii  acrrfilitoil 
representative  of  Hishop  Grace  at  the  Vatican 
oonnoU  in  Rome.  The  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Jamea  Michael  O'Gorman,  Tloar  apostolic  of 
Nebraska.  July  4,  1874,  led  to  Father  Irehind's 
appointment  as  his  su<'f('Ksor  in  Fflu  uary.  l^l't. 
Bisliop  Grace  appealed  to  Rome  for  the  cancella- 
tion of  the  appointment,  and  aslBed  that  FMher 
Ireland  be  made  his  coadjutor.  Ho  "-as  cohh**- 
crated  at  the  cathedral  by  Bishop  Cnico,  tm- 
siated  bj  Biahops  Seidenbush  and  Heiss,  Dec.  21, 

1875,  (he  aermoii  being  pieaotied  by  the  Bar. 


Thomas  O^Oorman,  of  Itodieater,  Minn.,  aftaiw 

ward  Bishop  of  Sioux  Falls,  Dak.  He  at  once 
UJidertooIt  the  colonization  of  the  northwest 
through  the  National  Ookmfaatkm  aasoolation,  of 

which  he  wa-i  a  director.  In  1"7C  he  made  large 
purchases  of  land  in  Minne»<jta,  and  settled 
thereon  over  900  Catholic  colonists,  and  in  1877  he 
bought  60,000  acrea  from  the  St.  Fiaul  A  Fhcifio 
nibead,  which  he  sold  to  eettlera.  In  this  last 

purcha.so  he  was  involvcl  in  ,-.>mo  liti^^ation, 
which  was  not  settled  until  January,  1899,  when 
his  righta  were  maintained  by  tlie  ooorte.  He 
Buccoodod  to  tln'S4^e  of  Rt.  Paul  en  t}if>  resignation 
of  Bishop  (Jrace,  July  31,  18iS4,  uiui  on  May  15, 
188S,  he  was  promoted  archbishop,  his  diiM  t  so 
having  been  raised  to  a  metropolitan  see,  May  4, 
1888.  He  vr&s  president  of  the  Minnesota  State 
nistoric-al  .scH-iety  for  several  years.  In  the 
troubles  with  Spain,  in  April,  1888,  Archbishop 
Ireland  went  to  Washington  and  used  his  best 
endeavors  to  avert  a  declaration  of  war  by  the 
United  Suites.  He  then  expressed  himself  as 
follows  :  "  I  have  labored  for  peace,  Init  if  the 
will  of  the  nation  is  for  war,  I  pray  tliat  Tiotony 
alight  on  the  banners  of  my  country." 

IRELAND,  Joseph  Norton,  dramatic  author, 
was  bom  in  New  Yorlt  city,  April  24, 1817 ;  son  of 
Joseph  and  Sophia  (Jonss)  Irehmd  ;  grandsoa  of 
Jo)in  and  llatmah  (Norton)  Ireland,  and  a  de- 
scendant of  Thomas  Ireland,  of  Hempstead,  L.I., 
wlio  wtM  ene  of  the  original  proprietors  by 
patent  from  Governor  Kieft,  November,  1644,  and 
by  purchase  from  the  Indians.  lie  received  an 
excellent  education  and  became  h  ur-cessful 
merchant  in  New  York.  He  retired  from  busi- 
ness in  1888,  and  made  Bridgeport,  Coon.,  his 
home.

in  oonciw*  fram  Calilonii*  in  l^M.  Be  edited 
Ihe  OHJIiibiiuISniiiM*  and  Atta  CaHfomSa,  Smi  Wan* 
ciaco,  188a-91,  and  was  apitointed  navjil  ofTliN'r 
of  ooatonu  at  Sau  Franciaoo  tu  1894.

Soon  after  tite  marriage  he  be- 
came a  mer>'h:irit  and  K'rain  .i.-alcr  al  O.ik  Hall,  and 
in  ItSiSa  be  bocame  interested  with  his  fatlier  and 
IwoCher,  Dr.  William  Lrrln,  In  MtabUablng  and 
operatiii;;  ctiMii'Dal  l)la.-it-fvirTiarv<i,  rollinf^-mill?!, 
forges,  and  grint-milU  at  Mil>-^l>urg  aitd  iielle- 
foute,  Cenlraeoantj,  which  jnuvwi  very  prulita- 
ble.

He  was  married,  in  1836,  to  Martha  M,,  ihiughter 
of  Roland  and  Jean  (Gregg)  Curtin ;  grand- 
daughter of  Senator  Andrew  and  Martiia  (Potter) 
Gregg,  and  a  deaoendant  of  Ganeral  Potter,  the

Ullen,  and  at  Dublin  nnirenity.  Hewasaphyal* 

cian  anil  surgeon  and  joined  theroyjil  tmvv  ilnring 
the  war  witli  France,  but  resigned  hm  commis- 
sion as  surgtHin  be* 
foM  the  dose  of  the 
war  in  order  to  emi- 
grate to  America.  He 
kicated  in  Carlisle, 
Pa.,  in  1784.  wbm  he 
practised  Ua  profes- 
sion and  became  iden- 
tifie<l  with  the  cause 
of  the  colonists.  He 
was  made  a  delegate 
to  the  Provincial  con- 
vention that  met  at 
Phibidelphta.Jttly1S, 

17T4,and  in  tlmt  lM>dy 
favored  a  Continental 
congress.  When  arm- 
e<l  resistance  took  form  he  determined  to  join 
tlie  army.  He  was  made  colonel  of  the  6th 
Pennsylvania  line,  which  he  had  recruited,  and 
led  the  regiment  in  the  espeditioo  against 
Oannda,  where  be  fooght  in  the  battle  of 
Three  Rivers.  June  10,  177fl:  was  t.^ken  pris- 
oner, and  was  not  exchanged  till  April  21, 1778. 
Be  was  amemberof  the  court-martial  that  oon- 
victed  Oen.  Charles  Lee  in  1778 ;  the  nme  JtKt 
was  given  command  of  2d  Pennsylvania  line,  and 
<in  May  12,  1779,  of  the  2d  brigade  which,  under 
Lord  Sterling  and  General  Wayne,  took  part  in 
thennsoooesBftil  expeditions  against  Staten  liBland 
and  Bull's  Ferrj-  in  1780.  He  succeeded  Gen. 
James  Irvine  to  the  command  of  the  troops  at 
Vot*  Pitt,  where  he  was  stationed,  1981-88.  He 
was  agent  for  (lie  distribution  of  imblii'  lands  tO 
the  soldiers,  17{<,')-86,  and  secured  a  lake  front  for 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  by  the  purchase  of  Umd 
on  Jjikf  Erie.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental congress,  1786-88,  and  a  representative  In 
the  8d  congress,  1793-95.  Failing  to  secure  jH-ace- 
ful  compUanoe  with  the  law  on  the  part  of  the 
tnsnrrectlonists  of  western  Pennsylvania,  be  wai 

nmde  rornrnrindcr  of  the  Pennsylvania  militia, 
and  by  show  of  force  succeeded  in  rebtoring  or- 
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der.  He  superintendent  of  militAry  stores  at 
Ptiilutlelpliia.  lSOl-04,  by  appointment  of  Presi- 
dent JetftTKon,  and  was  president  of  the  state 
bmaoh  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati.  Uis 
brother.  Chpt.  Andrew,  wm  an  offloer  of  the 
R.  •.  ohitiunary  army  thruuKhout  tlie  war  and  died 
in  Onrlisie,  Pa.,  May  4,  lttii9;  anutlier  brother, 
Dr.  Matthew,  wassurKeonio  OvnwralLee'S  divlr 
siim  of  the  Rt^volutionory  army.

gagemeut  at  Little  Mountain  under  Captain  Es- 
till inlTSS.

mournful  admiration  and  exdaira,  "  Oh,  Wsah- 

ington,  if  you  were  only  good  I"  Reading  was 
witii  him  a  passion  from  early  childhood.  Among 
hht  favurilf8,a  translation  of  "  Orlando  Furioso," 
"Robinson  Crusoe"  and  "  .Sindlnd  the  Sailor" 
aroused  in  him  a  longing  for  the  sen.  which  hia 
father  took  care  did  not  ripen  into  action.  He 
was  seat,  in  1787,  to  a  aohool  kept  by  Mr*.  Ann

soldier  in  the  Revolution.  lie  next  attended 
Josiah  A.  Bandenon's  school  in  John  street.  In 
the  spring  of  1797,  ancl  in  the  following  Decem- 
ber another  conducted  by  Jonathan  Fi&ke,  with 
wbom  be  studied  Latin.  This  was  his  nearest 
uppnotik  toa  classical  education.  Besides  Latin, 
he  took  lessons  In  mualo,  and  furtively  In  dancing, 
to  which  his  father,  who  wjis  a  S'>nit'w)iat  htcrn 
Presltyterian,  was  averse.  In  1700,  at  the  age  of 
■lirteeii,  he  began  the  study  of  law  la  the  olBoe 
of  Henry  Mastert'in.  wIk  to  he  remained  for  two 
years,  but  made  little  iicadway  in  nia.stering  the 
technicalities  of  the  law.  A  trip  op  the  HudKn 
in  1800  waa  hia  fliafe  vojafa  of  aoj  importaaoa, 
and  a  Httte  later  la  life  he  first  wrote  of  the 
bt-aiities  i)f  this  river.  He  enteral  (lie  law 
office  of  Brookbolst  Livingston  in  1601,  and  in 
1809  continued  his  law  clerkship  with  Josiah  Og- 
den  Hoffman.  About  this  time,  unrh  r  Ow  [lon- 
name  "Jonathan  Oldstyle,"  he  commenced  a 
series  of  humorous  contributiOBalOthe  CAroniWe, 
of  which  his  brother  Peter  waa  proprietor  and 
editor.  In  1804  he  evinced  tendencies  to  pulmon* 
ary  consuniption  and  waa  sent  abroad  at  hia 
brother's  expense.  He  sailed  for  Bordeaux,  Maj 
19.  1804,  and  waa  ao  weak  that  he  had  to  ha 
helpeil  on  shiplxiard.  Ho  travelled  in  France, 
Italy,  Sicily,  Germany  and  England,  and  on  crose- 
ingfron  Ooiioa  tolfaMina  the  vessel  in  which  ha 
was  a  passenger  was  captured  by  a  privateer, 
searched,  stripped  of  its  valuables  and  allowed  to 
proceed  on  its  way.  In  Rome  he  nia<le  the  ac- 
quaintance of  Washington  AUston.  who  almost 
peratoaded  him  to  become  ao  artist  Be  had  an 

oyr  fur  ciilfir  nn^l  iH^lieveil  that  he  niitrht  have 
8Ucceed<Hi  in  landitoaitti  painting.  On  his  return 
to  New  York  after  an  absence  of  two  years  he 
resumed  bis  law  fiitudies,  wa«  admitted  to  the  bar, 
Nov.  21, 1806,  and  settled  in  practice  at  No.  3  Wall 
street,  sharing  the  office  of  his  brother  John.  He 
waa  retained  by  the  defence  in  the  trial  of  Aaron 
Burr  at  Riehmond.  Ya.,  in  1807.  Shortly  after 
this,  with  James  K.  Paoldlng  and  his  brother, 
William  Irving,  he  esublitlwd  a  fortnightly  mag- 
aaina  called  Saimngundt,  Tha-  fltst  numbar 
appaaiad  Jan.  K,  U07,  and  tha 
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ooDtiiraed  tiixoogh  twenty  nomben,  xeoMTiag 
fiiTorable  oritieiam.  and  wm  reprintwl  in  London 

in  l-n  Aftor  his  father's  doath,  Oct.  2,-,  ISOT, 
he  rt!«idfd  with  his  mother  uutii  18U,  when  he 
took  up  his  lodgings  with  his  friend,  Henry  Bre- 
voort.  Irving  devoted  himself  more  and  more  to 
literary  work,  and  in  conjunction  with  his 
brother  William  began  the  "  History  of  New 
York  "  in  1807.  In  im,  in  the  de«th  of  his  fiaii- 
o6e,  Hntilda  'Hatham,  daughter  of  Jonah  Ogden 

IIofTman,  Wiushingtun  '  Irv  ing  rtTcivfd  a,  blow 
from  the  etiects  of  whicii  lie  iiev«ir  rt*covered. 
Her  Bible  and  prayer  book  were  always  with  him, 
and  her  picture,  a  lock  of  her  hair,  and  a  letter 
written  to  some  woman  friend,  in  which  he  told 
of  his  love  for  ilian  Hofftuan  and  of  his  hopes  of 
tnitlring  her  Ms  wife,  were  found  among  hie 
private  papeie  after  hie  death.   He-  publiahed 

"  Diedrieh  Kniokfrb<H„-kL'i 's  llistory  of  Xt-w  Yurk" 
in  1800,  which  gave  offence  to  some  New  Yorkers, 
but  wtt  read  and  praised  by  Americans  and 

Englishmen.  Before  its  appearance  its  ptililica- 
tiun  was  advtjrtLstid  in  a  uiiiquu  ukiiiirt  by  three 
notices  in  the  New  York  Ewniny  Post,  tlie  first 
asking  for  information  about  an  old  gentleman 
by  the  name  of  Kniokerboeker  who  had  diaap* 
peared  froiu  the  Culuiubiu  hotel  in  Mulberry 
street,  the  second  purporting  to  oome  from  some 
one  who  had  seen  a  man  answering  the  deaorip- 
tion,  re.sting  by  the  waysido?  in  Kingsbridgc, 
K.Y.,  aud  the  third  was  a  U  tter  signed  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  hotel,  acknowledging  the  aid 
the  Evening  Pott  had  given  him  in  his  five  days' 
SMUoh  fbr  ihe  old  gentteman  about  which  noth- 
ing satisfactory'  had  yet  iK^eii  lizard,  Iht  \il^> 
advertised  in  this  notice  that  a  MS.  had  been 
found  In  the  roqin.  In  Knleherbooker^  handwrit- 
ing, and  that  the  prnrri  -i  r  intended  tO  dispose 
of  it  to  pay  for  the  iKiurd  and  lodging  of  the  misu- 
ing  man.  The  work  was  a  great  success,  elicit- 
ing a  letter  of  appreciatiott  from  Sir  Walter  Soott, 
and  netted  Irving  the  sum  of  18000.  He  retired 
from  the  law  in  1810,  and  l»'(  ;uny  asilent  partner 
in  the  firm  of  P.  &  £.  Irving,  nierohants.  By 
the  terms  of  tfa«  partBorahtp  tiie  proHts  wertt 
divided  into  fifths,  the  twn  -'-tivp  pnrtners  re- 
ceiving each  two-fifthsand  U  ushrngton  ouo-fifth. 
In  the  event  of  his  marriage,  however,  the  profits 
were  to  l>e  divided  into  thirds.  He  served  as  an 
agent  for  the  firm  in  VTashington,  D.C.,  in  1810- 
11.  In  ISll-l'J  he  arranged  for  a  now  edition  of 
his  "  History  of  New  York,"  and  became  editor 
of  a  perfa)dioal  published  fai  Philadelphia,  Ai., 
called  77k  Select  Revievna,  changing  the  name  to 
JTie  Analectic  Mayazine.  He  alw  contributed 
to  the  magazines  throughout  the  years  1810-14, 
book  reviews  and  biographical  articles  on  leading 
military  and  naval  men.  He  offered  his  services 
to  Governor  Tompfcfas  of  Sow  Tort,  sfter  th»o«iP' 


ture of  Washington,  D.C.,  by  the  British,  and  was 
madehls  aide  and  asentaiy  with  the  rank  of  ool« 

one!  in  IHU,  serving  four  months.  He  wusKentto 
Socket  Harbor  to  ounsult  with  General  Urown, 
oonunanding  the  regulars  and  militia,  and  with 
powers  if  necessary  to  order  out  more  militia. 
He  then  returned  to  New  York  and  decided  to  go 
to  Washington  and  apply  for  a  position  in  the 
regular  army.  He  was,  however,  detained  in. 
Philadelphia  attending  to  the  affairs  of  The 
Anaiecttf  Mtirj(tzine  nntil  news  catne  <4  tiie  vic- 
tory at  New  Orleans  and  of  the  treaty  of  iH?ace. 
In  Hay,  1815,  he  sailed  for  Europe,  Intending 
only  a  short  s<>jonni,  hut  he  reniaineil  abroad 
Bevetjieeti  years.  He  visited  liis  brother  Peter,  at 
Liverpool,  and  then  went  to  Birmingham,  where 
his  sister.  Mis.  Van  Wart,  had  a  plsBsant  home, 
and  a  number  of  young  children.  He  also  mad* 
tlie  ac<iuaintance  of  Thonuis  Cainpbi  11,  Kcan,  the 
actor.  Sir  Walter  Scott,  the  elder  Disraeli,  John 
Huivay  and  Mr.  JTefbey.  Soon  after  his  arrival 
in  England,  the  business  of  the  Irving  brotheiA 
alf^orheil  all  his  time  and  alteiiliuu.  I'eter,  wha 
managed  the  business  in  Liverpool,  was  ill,  and 
the  iirm'a  flnanoial  standing  was  in  a  preoaitoas 
oondition.  Hie  death  of  his  mother  In  1817  d^ 
termined  him  to  remain  another  year  abroad, 
and  when  the  firm  of  P.  Irving  St  Co.  went  into 
hankruptoy,  Jan.  87, 1818,  he  decided  todevot* 
himself  to  literature  in  London.  The  failure  of 
the  then  wa^  a  great  blow  to  him,  and  dunug  the 
investigation  of  the  affairs  by  the  commissioners, 
he  sought  relief  in  studying  the  Oerman  Ian* 
guage.  In  August,  1818,  he  settled  in  London, 
determined  to  earn  a  living  with  bis  pen,  and  in 
Ctetober,  1818,  he  refused  the  office  of  chief  clerk 
itt  tha  XtJS.  navy  departaMot  at  Washington, 

which  had  tieen  secured  for  him  by  Commodore 
Dee-atur.  Hid  lu«rary  work  enabled  him  to  be 
the  mainstay  of  the  family.  He  declined  tho 
editorship  ol  a  periodical  in  Edinburgh,  and  on* 
In  London,  in  1818  ;  refused  to  oontiibnta  to  tho 
London  Qtiarierly,  an  anti- American  review,  and 
in  May,  1819,  published  in  America  the  first  ntun- 
her  of  *'  The  Sketch  Book."  by  "  Geoffksy  Cksyon, 

Gent."  The  apiK-aranco  of  the  first  number, 
whioh  contained  tho  prospectus,  the  author's 
account  of  himself ,  and  "  The  Voyage,"  "  lloscoe,'* 
••The  Wife,"  and  '*  Uip  Van  Winkle,"  created  a- 
sensation  in  literary  circles  in  America,  which 
soon  spread  to  England.  In  September.  IN'jO,  the 
series  were  completed.  Irving  found  it  difficult 
to  proonrs  a  publisher  In  ^ghmd,  and  at  last,  at 
his  own  ex]H'n.se,  made  arniiigements  for  itn  pub- 
lication with  an  obscure  printer,  John  Miller, 
who  failed  at  about  the  time  the  book  was  teady 
for  sale.  This  hindered  the  skiIp  and  left  him 
with  a  large  number  of  copies  on  his  hands. 
Sir  Waltar  Soott  soon  after  visltad  London,  and 
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fadooMl  Mnm^  to  pnbtUh  the  book,  imd  tiiii 

frieiiilly  act  iMH  urcJ  Irving's  8U<tc7..s  and  jinpu- 
l&rity  in  (imit  Uritaiu.  He  euUtie<i  ui>uu  a 
round  of  gayety,  and  lie  w||  a  welcome  guest  in 
the  b«)Ht  London  huU!M>4  aiii^  constant  attendant 
in  Murray'H  drawing-nxmi.  He  went  U)  Paris  in 
August,  wliero  his  Hocial  duties  Burioiusly  iii- 
terfarad  with  liia  work.  Tbero  he  noade  (he  ao- 
qnaintanoe  of  Thomiia  Moore,  whioh  ripened  into 
fri.tuMiit,  In  tli.>  iii.'.uitiiiHi  "  TlieSketfli  B«R»k  " 
wa.1  ia4iking  a  great  name  fur  him  in  England. 
Lord  Bynm  admired  the  aolhor,  and  once  said  to 
an  American  :  "  '  The  Sketch  B<x>k,'  I  know  it 
bjr  heart,"  and  to  Muore :  "  Uia  writings  are  my 
delight."  Irring  returned  to  England  in  1821, 
and  being  aomething  of  an  invaUd  thai  jear, 
flaw  little  of  London  aooiety.  He  pnfaliflhed 
"  Hnicchridge  Hall,"  in  Ixindon,  in  1H22,  and  in 
July  of  that  year  started  on  a  tour  of  Oenuany. 
AtDraaden  hewaeoonllalljrieoeived.  not  onlyb^ 
the  foreign  rosldents,  but  at  tlie  court  <if  King 
Frederick  Augustus  and  <^u<vn  .Ainulia.  lie 
tfaata  became  intimate  with  an  En^^li^li  funiily 
named  Foster,  and  oonoeiTed  for  their  daughter, 
Mln  Emily,  something  more  than  friendship. 

It  is  U'lifv*-*!  tliiit  had  MisH  Foster  l»«en  fancy 
free  Irving  would  luve  offered  himself  as  a 
suitor,  bat  beoanae  his  ease  was  hapeleea  he  left 

Pri"~dfn  in  July,  li^'i't,  iiiid  iTiadf»  liis  « ay  to 
Pari>5.  The  "Tales  of  a  Ti,ivi-I|it  "  ai'|K'ar«rd  in 
London  in  IH'iA.  In  Fehruarv.  I'-.'il.  lie  went  to 
Spain  and  settled  at  Madrid,  where  Longfellow 
visited  him,  and  where  Irving  wrote  or  gathered 
thi'  material  for  tht>  "  Life  of  Coluinhu?!,"  wliich 
was  publislied  in  London  in  and  in  tliat 
year  he  Ttslted  Granada,  Serille  and  Fidoa.  He 

then  sottlt'd  in  Seville,  and  on  learning  that 
an  American  abridgment  of  his  "  Life  of 
Columbus  "  was  soon  to  issued,  he  resolutely 
set  to  work  to  defeat  the  plans  of  the  Amer- 
ican publishers,  and  in  niuetcnn  days  completed 
a  condensation  of  the  work  into  about  five 
hundred  pagea.  This  appeared  in  New  York 
in  18SB.  He  published  the  "Conqneet  of  Oraa* 
atbk*  in  London  in  l'*'^.  and  received  a  dijdoma 
from  the  Royal  Academy  of  History  at  Madrid 
the  same  year.  He  intoided  to  return  to  New 
York  in  that  year,  but  was  apiw>inted  T'.S. 
secretary  of  legation  to  the  court  of  St.  Jatnes, 
London,  by  President  Jackson  in  July,  1H29, 
while  he  was  still  a  resident  of  the  Alhambra. 
He  took  up  his  diplomatic  dntiM  in  London 
and  resumed  his  si«-ial  inf ere<mrs»>.  He  re- 
ceived a  gold  meilal  from  the  Kwyal  Society  of 
Lfteratora  of  London  In  April,  1880.  was  made 
chargfe  d'affaires  at  London  in  June.  1S31,  and  re- 
tired from  the  U.S.  legation  in  Septenil>er.  1.S.31, 
after  three  years' service.  Hevi--it.  il  liis  frien<ls 
and  rolativea  in  Birmingham,  Siieffield,  HaidMriok 


BaU  and  New  stead  Abbey;  ofatafaied  a  pdUUmt 

for  and  edili-  l  the  Engli-.h  ediiicjn  of  Hry.-ini's 
"  Poems,"  utul  sc-t  .sail  for  America,  arriving  in 
New  York  in  Hay,  1^'i,  where  be  received  a  flat- 
tering reception.  Public  dinners  were  tendered 
him  in  his  native  city  and  in  Philadelphia  and 
Baltimore,  and  were  dechned  at  the  two  latter 
plaoes.  He  viaited  Washington,  the  White  Houn* 
tains,  Bpringfleid,  Saratoga  and  n«nton  Falla 

during  the  siiinn»er,  and  ni.ide  a  journey  to  tlie 
far  west  in  the  fall  of  It^iS.  He  then  returned  to 
New  York,  bat  It  was  two  years  before  ha  letflad 
down  to  literary  work.  He  publishei!  a  series  of 
sketches  under  tlie  title  of  "Crayon  Miwellauy," 
which  ajjpeared  first  in  numbers  like  those  of 
"  The  Sketch  Book."  The  flnrt  article, "  A  Tour  of 
the  PMiries,"  appeared  in  1S8S,  and  was  fallowed 
in  tiiat  year  by  "  Abbotsford."  "  N'ewstead  Ab- 
bej"aBd**LagiBiids  <d  the  Conquest  of  Spain." 
In  188S  lia  pnndiaaed  a  bona  two  mlka  aoath  of 
Tarrjrtown,  on  the  east  Iwnk  nf  the  Hudson, 
the  site  of  the  castle  of  the  Van  Tassels,  and  sit- 
tiated  in  the  neighboriiood  of  Sloepy  Hollow.  This 
beoamo  known  as  "Smnqraidei,''  Irring  called  it

**Wolferfi  Boost"  (or  Rest),  and  transformed 


the  Dutch  cotta^-e  into  a  summer  residence  for 
his  relatives  and  a  home  for  his  old  age.  In  1898, 
with  his  brother  Peter,  he  moved  into  tiib  oob> 
taga,  where  lie  assiduously  applied  himself  to  his 
work.  In  1888  Irving  was  ununimously  nomi- 
nated by  the  Democratic  jjarty,  mayor  of  New 
York  city,  and  shortly  after  was  invited  by  Prea- 
ident  Van  Buren  to  a  seat  in  his  cabinet  as  Mer»- 

tarj-  of  the  navy.  IVjth  of  these  nfti,  i-,  were 
dtH'litied,  as  was  a  nomination  for  represeutar 
tivc  in  congress  by  the  Jaohna  par^  in  1884. 
After  the  death  of  his  brothers  John  and  Petet 
in  1888,  he  eugag.^i  on  "  The  History  of  the  Con- 
quest of  Mexico,"  which  ho  altandoned  to  Wil- 
liam H.  Prasoott  on  learning  that  he  had  started 
on  the  eabject  In  March.  1839,  he  became  a 
contributor  to  the  KnickrrtHtrkcr  Mn'jmine,  from 
which  he  received  the  sum  of  $2000  a  year  for 
monthly  contributioaB.  Ha  had  deolded  upon 
writing  "The  life  of  WaahingtOD,"  when  he 
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w:is  iii'luroti  to  accept  the  appointuient  of  U.S. 
iiii:ii-,t<  r  to  S|>aiii.  tnada  in  February,  1842,  by 
Fre8id«ot  Tjrler  at  tbe  aaggiwtion  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster and  with  the  recotnmendatiou  of  Tleiiry 
Clay.  Ho  presid-  <l  lit  i  In-  ilimuT  vi-n  to  ("luirli  s 
Dickeus  in  New  York  io  Febnuurj,  ItMS,  atiil  on 
April  19.  IMS,  embarked  for  Bpaln.  He  made  a 
short  stay  in  Loiidon.  where  he  wrus  prescnteil  to 
Queen  Victoria  axid  Prince  Albert,  aud  made  a 
fifing  viete  to  FiatHse.  He  rmchod  Madrid  in 
July,  1843,  and  at  onco  prepared  to  devote  him- 
self to  his  "  Life  of  Washington,"  but  diplomatic 
afTaini  and  hii;  own  illness  interrupted  his  plans. 
The  earlj  Carlist  leTolution  made  bis  peeition 
pecnliarl  J  dUlooIt,  and  while  be  acquitted  hin^ 
self  with  honor,  lio  tlld  not  distinguish  himself. 
Ue  went  to  France  for  three  months  in  Septem* 
her,  IMS,  for  the  purpose  of  prooorinf  medical 
atf f»nilnnre,  hut  wns  oliliKed  tn  rrtttm  without 
haviug  received  any  benetit.  lie  rcsiiided  at  Bar- 
celona, to  where  the  court  of  Spain  adjourned 
for  the  sammar,  io  Jane,  1M4»  and  in  July  ag»in 
went  to  France.  He  retufued  to  Madrid  In  No- 
vember, 1844,  mado  another  visit  to  Paris  and 
London  in  tbe  fall  of  IdiS,  and  In  December  ro- 
signed  his  ollloe.  Ha  was  obliged  to  fnifll  the 
duties,  however,  until  the  arrival  of  Romulus  M. 
Saunders,  of  North  Carolina,  the  newly-appoint«d 
minister,  in  July,  1846.  He  returned  to  the  United 
Stales,  and  reached  Snnnjaide  in  September, 
IMS,  where  he  spent  the  rnnainder  of  Ma  days, 
save  for  brief  viwlts  to  WaMhinj^ton.  D.C..  and  to 
Virginia,  and  occasional  viaits  to  New  York  city. 
The  qvfcttiMia  and  Idrara  of  hie  homo  Ufa  wwa 
favorable  to  literarr  work,  and  he  devoted  him- 
self to  a  revision  of  a  complete  edition  o£  hin 
works,  published  in  1848  bj  G.  P.  I^tnam,  of 
New  York.  In  1848  he  announced  his  member- 
ship with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church,  in 
w))ich  he  had  lH»en  coniinned  in  early  Uiyliood, 
unknown  to  his  parents.  In  1848-19  he  was  oc- 
cupied, an  executor  of  the  will  of  John  Jacob 
Astor,  with  tlif  Kettlt-ment  of  the  Astor  fstate, 
and  he  took  a  prominent  part  in  organizing  tite 
Astor  libiarjr.  He  waa  in  <duuaeter  cpantol, 
modest,  humorous  and  extremely  sensitive,  espe- 
cially to  the  criticiisms  of  his  own  countrymen. 
He  was  of  medium  height  and  somewhat  stout ; 
hie  eyes  were  dark  gray,  with  delioate  eyebrows, 
and  hia  head  waa  handsome  and  shapely.  He 
was  (--ailed  th*' father  of  Anifrican  letters.  Ho 
was  a  regCTit  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
VewTork.  1885-42;  a  member  of  tbe  American 
Philo<«nphirr»l  Kociety  ;  a  fellow  of  the  American 
A!>M>>iHatiou  fur  the  Advaiicisinent  of  Science ; 
corresponding  member  of  the  Mass;ifhnsetis 
Historical  aooiety  and  of  the  Real  Academy  of 
BiltOTy  at  Ifadrid,  and  an  bonotaiy  member  of 
the  Initituto  of  Hietoiy  and  Geogiapbyat  Bradl. 


Busts  were  erecttU  Uj  his  memory  in  Ceulral 
park,  New  York  city,  and  Prospect  park,  Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.;  the  Washington  Irving  asenciation 
was  formed  in  his  honor  at  Tarry  town  in  1888, 
and  "  Irvingiana,  a  Memorial  of  Wushington 
Irviag,"  was  published  in  1800.  Ue  received 
frcHU  Cohimbfat  the  honorary  degree  of  A.M.  In 
1821,  and  thnt  of  LL.D.  in  ;  from  Oxford, 
England  ttiat  of  D.C.L.  in  and  fiom  Har- 
vard that  of  LL.D.  in  183S.  In  selecting  names 
for  the  Tlnll  of  Fame,  New  Y^ork  university,  in 
OctolKT,  1900,  twenty-three  names  were  sug- 
gi^ted  OS  eligible  for  a  place  in  "  Class  A, 
Autltors  and  Editors,"  and  the  ninety-eoTen  etoo> 
ton  gave  Emeteon  eighty-seven  votes,  Loogfel* 
low  tighty-flve  votes,  Irving  eighty-three  rotes 
and  Hawthorne  seventy-three  votes,  none  of  tbe 
other  names  In  tba  class  receiving  the  neossssty 
fifty-one  votes.

IVES,  Ell,  eiiucator,  was  Itorn  in  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  Feb.  7,  1770;  M>n  of  Dr.  Levi  an<l  Lydia 
(Auger)  Ives,  and  a  descendant  of  William  Ives, 
who  came  from  England  to  America  and  waii 
one  of  the  original  settlers  of  New  Haven,  foiin. 
He  was  graduated  from  Yale.  A.B.,  1799,  A.M., 
1809.  He  was  rector  of  the  Hopkins  Orammar 
ochonl,  170(V-1*<01 ,  and  at  the  same  time  studied 
ineilicine  with  his  fathi>r  and  with  Dr.  .^^iieas 
Mtiiisiin.anil  alsri  ntremleil  the  lectures  of  Doo- 
toT^  Buah  anil  Wooster  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Hn 
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eomMBMd  to  praotiM  msdlolBe  In  company 
wHll  his  father  in  1801,  and  Iiad  the  degree  of 
ILOi.  conferred  upon  him  bj  the  Conneoticttt 
Medical  soria^  In  1811.  Hehdfwd  toaMxmtha 
establishment  of  the  medical  department  of  Yale 
college  in  1813,  and  was  adjunct  professor  of 
materia  medica  there,  1818-90;  professor.  1820- 
80 ;  professor  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  physio, 
18SB-BS ;  professor  of  materia  medioa  and  thera- 
peutics, 1833-S3,  and  professor  emeritus,  1853-61.

and  graadMm  of  #6hB  and  Lola  JTama  Ives  and  of 

John  and  Jane  (Brink)  McDowell,  of  English  and 
Stretch  ancestry.  Ho  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Schuyler  county  and  technical  schools 
of  South  Kensington,  England,  and  as  apupil  of 
Alexander  Ptatowsky.  Re  was  a  member  ot  the 
faculty  of  Washiii^'ton  uni\en<ity,  18T.V-95,  and 
in  1879  became  director  of  the  St.  Louis  School 
and  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  He  waa  elected  a 
member  of  the  National  Sculpture  society,  an 
honoriiry  member  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Archil e<'ts  and  of  the  Chicago  Art  institute,  and 
aaaociate  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  St.

He  went  to  the  es« 
treme  in  advocating 
ritnalistic  worship 
and  in  teaching  the 
slaves,  which  gave 
oAbnce  to  the  ohuroh- 
men  of  his  diocese. 
He  visited  Rome  and 
made  a  formal  sub- 
mission to  the  pope,  f?' 
Dec.  25,  ia'>2,  and  at 
the  next  general  con- 
vention of  tiie  Epia- 
copal  church  he  was 
deposed  from  his 
bishopric.  He  re- 
tomed  to  the  United  Slatea,  < 

sor  of  rhetoric  in  St.  Joseph's  Theological  senii- 
iiary,  New  York  city,  and  a  lecturer  on  that 
subject  in  the  convents  of  the  Baoiad  Heart  and 
thaSiiteinof  Charity.  He  booana  pnaidant  of 
the  Oonfereoce  of  St.  Ylneent  de  Pnnl,  and  In 
1828  founded  the  Catholic  nialc  [)r'>t('rti)ry  ami 
the  House  of  the  Angels,  a  home  (or  orphans,  and 
was  pcasident  of  both  natfl  bla  death.  He  to> 
reived  the  honorary  dej^ffe  of  LL.D.  from  tha 
University  of  North  Carolina  in  1834.

IVES,  Thomas  Poynton,  merrhant,  was  l>orn 
in  Beverly,  Mass.,  April  9, 1769.  llLs  jmrentsdied 
when  he  was  a  cliild,  and  relatives  in  Boston  took 
him  to  that  city,  where  he  was  educated  in  the  pub- 
lie  schools.  In  1782  lie  was  rtveived  as  a  clerk  in 
the  home  of  Nioholaa  Brown  ACo.,ot  Providmce, 
B.I.,  and  soon  after  the  death  of  Mr.  KMudae 

Brown.  May  29,  1791,  he  tx'came  a  partner  with 
Nicholas  Brown,  Jr.,  in  tlie  new  tirm  of  Bruwn  A 
Ivea.

He  married, 
in  1792,  Hope,  the  <mtj  ■nrnving  daughter  of 
Klohobu  and  Rhoda  (Jendkee)  Brown,  and  their 
son,  Mosf'H  Brown  Ives,  BU0C««<:le<l  to  his  father's 
bosineae,  Hr.  Ives  died  in  Providence,  May,  1835. 
IVBSt  TbooHa  PoyntoB,  naval  officer,  waa 

born  in  Proridonce,  R  T,,  Jan.  17,  1834;  son 
of  Moses  Brown  and  Annu  AHon  (Dorr)  Ives. 
Be  studied  under  Reuben  A.  Guild,  1S47-50, 
and  under  Jamea  B.  Angell,  la'Kl-lU,  and  was 
graduated  at  Brown  oalversity,  Ph.D.,  in  1854. 
At  the  death  of  his  father,  in  1H.")7,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Brown  &.  Ives.  At  tl>e 
outbreak  of  the  dvil  war  he  offered  his  serrloes 
to  the  povemment  and  presented  hi.s  yacht  Hope 
to  the  navy  department,  refusing  any  compen- 
eatioii  for  hi*  serrioea  m  an  officer  in  the  navy.

Creek,  Sept.  3,  1863  ;  acting  volunteer  lieutenant 
for  galbuit  conduct.  May  36, 180S,nnd  Untenant' 
oommander,  Nov.  7, 1804.  He  was  manied,  Oct. 
19, 1888.  to  BXitalMth  Oabot.  daughter  of  John 

Lothrop  Motley,  U.-S.  n-hii^r.-r  t-o  .\ustria.  He 
bequeathed  tM.mt  to  tlie  Rhode  Island  hospital. 
$10,000  to  the  Provideno*  Athenmun  and  $8000 
to  the  Providence  DispenMlj.  Ha  died  at  Havre, 
France.  Nov.  17,  1865. 

IVISON,  Henry,  publisher,  was  bom  in  Glas- 
gow, Sootland,  Deo.  35, 1808.  He  immigratml 
to  the  United  Btatai  with  hie  fattier  in  18M, 
and  was  apprenticed  to  William  WillLmiN,  of 
Utioa.  N.Y.,  at  that  time  the  bu^gest  bookseller 
WHt  Of  Albany,  la  ISW  he  estabUriied  a  book- 
store in  Auburn,  N.Y..  to  meet  thn  reqnireraenta 
of  the  professors  uud  students  of  the  Anhtim 
Tlieological  seminary,  Hevtmoved  to  New  York 
oi^  in  1846  and  beoama  n  partner  of  Mark  H. 
Newman,  a  soooessful  aeliool-hook  publisher. 
The  firm  published  a  series  of  reading  books 
adapted  to  children  of  different  ages,  which  waa 
the  flrat  series  of  graded  sdrnd  readers  published 
in  Amcricm.  In  1814  the  firm  Wcame  Xewman 
A  Ivisou,  and  on  the  deatli  uf  Mr.  Newman,  Mr. 
Ivtaon  bought  out  the  entire  interest  of  the  oon- 
oem  and  took  into  partnership  H.  F.  Phinner. 
The  firm  had  a  list  of  over  300  school-books. 
Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Phinney  in  1866,  the 
firm  name  was  changed  to  Iviion,  Blaltaman, 
TaylorftGo.

IH-J't  Ifr-died  in  New  York  city,  Nov.  26,  IS^l, 
IZARD,  Oeorge,  governor  of  Arkansas  Terri- 
toiy,  was  bom  in  London,  England,  Oet.

He  was  brought  to  America  by  liis  parents  in 
1780,  and  was  prepared  for  college  in  South  Cavo* 
lina.

He  was  secretary  of  legation  at  the  court  of 
Lisbon,  Portugal,  through  the  request  of  Thuinas 
Sumter,  U.  S.  minuter,  1(400-11.  He  re-entered 
the  UAwaafiik  1818  as  colonel  of  the  Sd  •rtit 
lery,  and  was  made  a  brigadier-general  in  1818 
and  major-general  in  1814.  He  commanded  the 
Department  of  Pennt^lvaoia,  Maryland  and  Del- 
Awaie  in  1619 ;  tiietd  nJUtairdiBferiot,  wtthNeir 
York  as  headquarters,  1813;  a  brigade  under 
Gen.  Wade  Hampton  at  Chateaugay  river,  Lake 
Champlain,  N.Y.,  in  OatiOlNr»  tBtB«ftDd  in  the 

retreat  of  Hampton'!!  amjinM  oommended  for 
the  sktllwttliwhkh  tie  handled  his  brigade.  On 

May  1,  1814,  he  took  command  of  the  Division  of 
tlie  Kigbt,  with  iMadqaartets  at  Plattsbtug,  N.Y. 
He  had  In  Attgnst  about  7000  rawreoroits,  whioh 

he  drilled  and  had  unJer  so  good  discipline  as  to 
make  the  place  safe  against  the  British  army  of 
80.000  mennnderPMVOrtknllregularsand  veterans 
of  European  wars.  He  warn  ordered  to  Sacket 
Harbor  and  Niagara  with  4000  of  hfs  men  and 
marclic-d  them  4O0  miles  over  bad  road-s  and 
joined  Oen.  Jacob  Brown.  With  their  oombined 
fovoes  thejr  nrossed  the  Ntagaim  river  and  found 
General  Drummond  entrenched  behind  the  Chip- 
pewa. He  offered  battle  on  the  plain,  which 
was  declined,  and  fearing  the  approach  of  winter 
and  being  weak  in  artillery,  he  declined  to  attack 
the  entrenched  army.  After  destroying  Fort 
Erie,  he  evacuated  tlie  peninsula  and  his  action 
was  approved  bj  the  war  department  and  bgr  the 
Pneident«  while  Oenerato  Armstrong  end  Inger- 
soli  criticised  his  military  judgment.  He  re- 
signed from  the  army  in  1815,  and  on  Uarch  4, 
1825,  President  Adams  appointed  him  goremor 
of  Arkansas  Territory,  which  office  he  held  till 
his  death.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
American  Philosophical  society  in  1607.  He  was 
married  to  Elimheth  Garter,  daughter  of  James 
Flarke  Fhrle^,  of  **A]ttigna,"ya.,  and  widow, 
first  of  John  Banister,  of  Virginia,  and  secondly 
of  Thomas  Lee  Shippen,  of  Philadelphia.  He  is 
the  author  of :  Offiekd  Corrupondence  v/Uh  ths 
War  Department,  18U-1S  (1816).  He  died  In 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Not.  23,  1838. 

IZARD,  Ralph,  statesman,  was  bom  at  "  The 
Elma,"  near  Cauurleiton,  &C.,  in  174il;  son  of 
Hemy  and  Margaret  (Johnson)  Lnid;  grandson 
of  Ralph  and  Magdalene  BHsnboth  (Chastaigner) 
Izard  and  of  Governor  Robert  Johnson,  of  South 
Carolina,  and  grsatFgrandsonof  Ralph  tetd,  wlio 
oame  to  America  from  England  during  the  reign 
of  Queen  Anne,  and  was  the  founder  of  tlie  South 
Carolina  branch  of  the  family ;  and  also  great- 
grandson  of  OoTonior  Sir  Nathaniel  Johnson. 
Balph  Uard  wee  mAj  aent  to  England  and 
plaoed  at  school  at  Haokney,  finishing  his  edu- 
cation at  Christ  ooUege,  CSambridge.  Betuming 


to  America,  he  took  possession  of  his  eatato  In 
South  Carolina,  but  spent  muoh  of  hie  ttme  In 
New  York,  where  be  met  his  fntwe  wife,  AUoe, 

daughter  of  Peter  De  tmaOKf,  tit 
M.Y.,  and  niece  of 
JaBflo  De  Ijuioof, 

lieutenant  -  governor 
of  the  province.  He 
was  married  in  1767, 
and  in  1771  returned 
to  England  and  leetd- 
ed  in  London.

Duke  of  Tuscany.  Considering  it  inexpedient 
to  prooeed  to  tiie  oont  of  ^leoanj,  he  oon> 

tinued  his  residence  in  Paris,  where  he  support- 
ed Arthur  Lee  in  opposition  to  Dr.  Franklin 
and  Mr.  Deane.  When  Conimodoro  Gillon  wao 
sent  from  South  Carolina  to  Europe  to  purchase 
frigates,  and  for  that  purpose  to  obtain  a  loan,  he 
could  not  effect  the  object  on  tlie  fiecurity  of 
the  state  government  alone.  Mr.  Izard  then 
pledged  his  whole  eetate,  end  the  Tomele  were 

secured.  Tlirodgh  alleged  misrepresentationfl, 
the  Continental  congress,  in  1779,  passed  resolu- 
tions to  recall  Mr.  Izard,  and  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  July,  1780,  and  reported  at 
Washington's  headquarters.  He  influenced  Wash- 
ington to  send  General  Greene  to  take  command 
of  the  southern  army,  for  which  service  he  re-

oongreaa.  He  was  a  founder  of  the  College  of 
CaiariBotan  and  n  tmatoe  of  that  institution, 
1791-18M.  Of  hb  ohIUben,  George  (q.v.)  be- 
came governor  of  Arkan.s.aa  Territory;  Ralph 
was  a  lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  navy,  and  serred 
with  dirtlnetibn  In  the  war  with  Tripoli;  and 

Henry  was  mnrried  to  Emmn,  daughter  of  Arthur 
Middleton,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence.
